Here are the points I think are relevant: 


(1) - 55 ILCS 5/3-9008 - "Appointment of attorney to perform duties." 


(a) (Blank). 

(a-5) The court on its own motion, or an interested person in a cause or proceeding, civil or criminal, 
may file a petition alleging that the State's Attorney is sick, absent, or unable to fulfill his or her duties. 
The court shall consider the petition, any documents filed in response, and if necessary, grant a hearing to 
determine whether the State's Attorney is sick, absent, or otherwise unable to fulfill his or her duties. If 
the court finds that the State's Attorney is sick, absent, or otherwise unable to fulfill his or her duties, the 
court may appoint some competent attorney to prosecute or defend the cause or proceeding. 

(a-10) The court on its own motion, or an interested person in a cause or proceeding, civil or criminal, 
may file a petition alleging that the State's Attorney has an actual conflict of interest in the cause or 
proceeding. The court shall consider the petition, any documents filed in response, and if necessary, grant 
a hearing to determine whether the State's Attorney has an actual conflict of interest in the cause or 
proceeding. If the court finds that the petitioner has proven by sufficient facts and evidence that the State's 
Attorney has an actual conflict of interest in a specific case, the court may appoint some competent 
attorney to prosecute or defend the cause or proceeding. 

(a-15) Notwithstanding subsections (a-5) and (a-10) of this Section, the State's Attorney may file a 
petition to recuse himself or herself from a cause or proceeding for any other reason he or she deems 
appropriate and the court shall appoint a special prosecutor as provided in this Section. 

(a-20) Prior to appointing a private attorney under this Section, the court shall contact public agencies, 
including, but not limited to, the Office of Attorney General, Office of the State's Attorneys Appellate 
Prosecutor, or local State's Attorney's Offices throughout the State, to determine a public prosecutor's 
availability to serve as a special prosecutor at no cost to the county and shall appoint a public agency if 
they are able and willing to accept the appointment. An attorney so appointed shall have the same power 
and authority in relation to the cause or proceeding as the State's Attorney would have if present and 
attending to the cause or proceedings. 

(b) In case of a vacancy of more than one year occurring in any county in the office of State's attorney, 
by death, resignation or otherwise, and it becomes necessary for the transaction of the public business, 
that some competent attorney act as State's attorney in and for such county during the period between the 
time of the occurrence of such vacancy and the election and qualification of a State's attorney, as provided 
by law, the vacancy shall be filled upon the written request of a majority of the circuit judges of the 
circuit in which 1s located the county where such vacancy exists, by appointment as provided in The 
Election Code of some competent attorney to perform and discharge all the duties of a State's attorney in 
the said county, such appointment and all authority thereunder to cease upon the election and 
qualification of a State's attorney, as provided by law. Any attorney appointed for any reason under this 
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Section shall possess all the powers and discharge all the duties of a regularly elected State's attorney 
under the laws of the State to the extent necessary to fulfill the purpose of such appointment, and shall be 
paid by the county he serves not to exceed in any one period of 12 months, for the reasonable amount of 
time actually expended in carrying out the purpose of such appointment, the same compensation as 
provided by law for the State's attorney of the county, apportioned, in the case of lesser amounts of 
compensation, as to the time of service reasonably and actually expended. The county shall participate in 
all agreements on the rate of compensation of a special prosecutor. 

(c) An order granting authority to a special prosecutor must be construed strictly and narrowly by the 
court. The power and authority of a special prosecutor shall not be expanded without prior notice to the 
county. In the case of the proposed expansion of a special prosecutor's power and authority, a county may 
provide the court with information on the financial impact of an expansion on the county. Prior to the 
signing of an order requiring a county to pay for attorney's fees or litigation expenses, the county shall be 
provided with a detailed copy of the invoice describing the fees, and the invoice shall include all activities 
performed in relation to the case and the amount of time spent on each activity. 


Note that under subsections (a-5) ("sick, absent or unable to fulfill her duties"), (a-10) ("has an actual conflict of 
interest") and (a-15) ("recuse[s] . . . herself from a cause or proceeding for any other reason . . . she deems 
appropriate"), a special prosecutor is appointed to handle that specific matter in place of the State's Attorney. In 
contrast, under subsection (b), when the State's Attorney's position is vacant, another attorney is appointed to 
"act as State's attorney in and for such county during the period between the time of the occurrence of such 
vacancy and the election and qualification of a State's attorney." 


Also, note that the ability to recuse from a particular case is very broad, but it triggers the appointment of a 
special prosecutor by the court, not simply the transfer of authority to another attorney of her choosing. See 
also People ex rel. Alvarez v. Gaughan, 2016 IL 120110, | 26-30; People ex rel. Kuntsman v. Nagano, 389 IIl. 
231, 249-50 (1945) (holding that each elected State’s Attorney is vested with constitutional and common law 
authority which cannot be transferred to another attorney). 





(2) People ex rel. Barrett v. Board of Comm'rs, 11 Ill. App. 3d 666, 669 (1st Dist 1973) 

- In this case (which involved a fee dispute over how much a special State's Attorney who was appointed to 
represent the Cook County Clerk in a mandamus case against the Board, should be paid) the Appellate Court 
highlighted the difference between a Special State's Attorney and an Acting State's Attorney: 


"When an acting State's Attorney is appointed to fill a vacancy, he takes over the entire resources of the 
office, including staff, clerical personnel, and offices. On the other hand, a special State's Attorney must 
use his own staff and office resources in the completion of the assigned task." 


(emphasis added) 
(3) Office of the Cook County State's Attorney v. Illinois Local Labor Relations Bd., 166 II. 2d 296 (1995) 


- In this case, the Supreme Court held that Assistant State's Attorneys could not form a union because they are 
"are in essence surrogates for the State's Attorney in carrying out [her statutory] duties." Id. at 303. Importantly, 
the Court stated: 


““We believe that the legislative purpose in creating the office of Assistant State’s Attorney, was to 
provide an official who should have full power to act in the case of the absence or sickness of the State’s 
Attorney, or in the case of his being otherwise engaged in the discharge of the duties of office, in the 
same manner and to the same extent that the State’s Attorney could act.””) (quoting People v. Nahas, 9 III. 
App. 3d 570, 576 (3d Dist. 1973)). 
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(4) People v. Chicon, 354 Ill. App. 3d 200 (3rd Dist. 2004) 


- This case noted that under section 3-9008, the trial court may "appoint as a special prosecutor any 
uninterested, licensed attorney." 


(5) People v. Walls, 346 Ill. App. 3d 1154 (Sth Dist. 2004) 


- This case held that because the ILSAAP lawyer did not have the lawful authority to prosecute the case 
in the circuit court, the case would have been dismissed and the prosecution declared invalid had the 
defendant made a timely objection. The court explained: 


Defendant's next argument is that the trial was a nullity because the attorney for the Office of the State's 
Attorneys Appellate Prosecutor who appeared in this case did not have the statutory authority to assist in 
the prosecution of this aggravated-criminal-sexual-assault charge. 


Before the trial, this case had been handled exclusively by Jefferson County assistant State's 

Attorney Nicole Villani. On the day of the trial, David Rands, a prosecutor from the Office of the State's 
Attorneys Appellate Prosecutor (SAAP), appeared with Ms. Villani and entered his appearance, 
whereupon he subscribed an oath before the circuit court as "special assistant State's Attorney." Defense 
counsel objected to Mr. Rands' assistance, stating, "I would object to his assistance at this time due to the 
fact that the State's Attorney's [***11] budget is and with-in addition to its extra resources available, it 
creates an unfair advantage to the State to have such assistance." Defendant failed to object to Rands' 
participation on the basis that he did not have the statutory authorization to participate in the prosecution 
of this case. The circuit court overruled the objection, and defendant did not contend in his motion for a 
new trial that Rands' participation was unauthorized. 


Defendant relies on this court's decision in People v. Ward, 326 Ill. App. 3d 897, 762 N.E.2d 685, 261 Ill. 
Dec. 116 (2002). In Ward, this court held that the assistance of a SAAP attorney in a drug prosecution 
rendered that prosecution void, in that the special attorney was not authorized by statute to assist in the 
prosecution and, further, that the court record was devoid of an order appointing the attorney as a special 
assistant State's Attorney. 


Several months later, our court distinguished People v. Ward in People v. Woodall, 333 Ill. App. 3d 1146, 
777 N.E.2d 1014, 268 Ill. Dec. 91 (2002). In Woodall, the court found that while the SAAP attorneys 
were court-appointed "special assistant State's Attorneys," the act of appointment was of no legal 
consequence because the SAAP attorneys lacked statutory authority to prosecute the matter, based on the 
language of the SAAP's enabling statute. However, the court in Woodall later noted that the defense team 
in the case had not complained about the use of the SAAP, and the court found that the wrongful 
participation of a SAAP attorney did not render the prosecution void, because the circuit court had subject 
matter jurisdiction over the prosecution as a result of the charges validly initiated by the State's Attorney 
and because personal jurisdiction had been acquired when the defendant appeared and joined the issues 
with a plea. The court in Woodall distinguished Ward, stating: 





"Ward should not be read as the source of a novel jurisdictional rule that would void all convictions 
procured by licensed attorneys who, for whatever reason, mistakenly believe that they are 
authorized to act on the State's behalf and who are permitted to do so by those being prosecuted. 
Any defect in an attorney's appointment process or in his or her authority to represent the 
State's interests on a given matter is not fatal to the circuit court's power to render a

judgment. The right to be prosecuted by someone with proper prosecutorial authority is a 
personal privilege that may be waived if not timely asserted in the circuit court." Woodall, 333 
Ill. App. 3d at 1159, 777 N.E.2d at 1024-25. 


We believe that Woodall controls this case in that it holds that even if an appointment is defective, the 
defective appointment of special assistant prosecutors does not nullify a judgment of conviction. 
Additionally, we note that as in Woodall, the only objection defendant had to Rands' participation was 
that Rands' participation gave the State an unfair advantage in terms of the number of prosecutors and 
financial resources available to the State. Thus, unlike the defendant in Ward, who complained that the 
SAAP did not have authority pursuant to the statute, defendant in this case only objected for financial 
reasons and only now objects to the use of the SAAP for statutory reasons. Therefore, we find that 
defendant has forfeited this issue. 


346 Ill. App. 3d at 1160-61 (emphasis added). 


My conclusion from all of these authorities is that the while the State's Attorney has the complete discretion to 
recuse herself from any matter, she cannot simply direct someone (even the First Assistant) to act in her stead. 


(In addition, I believe Judge Biebel reached a similar conclusion when he ruled that State's Attorney Devine's 
attempt to wall himself off from the Burge cases by delegating the full authority to Pat Driscoll the head of the 
Civil Bureau was insufficient to avoid the conflict that applied to the entire Office based on Devine's prior role 
as Burge's attorney. I am looking for that order but haven't been able to find it yet).

[*1156] [****41'7] [**714] JUSTICE 
DONOVAN delivered the opinion of the court: 
Defendant, Michael A. Walls, appeals his 


conviction of aggravated criminal sexual assault. 
Defendant raises the following three contentions on 
appeal to this court: (1) he was denied a fair trial 
when the court prevented him from presenting 
evidence attacking the complaining witness's 
credibility with a prior false accusation of a crime, 
(2) the trial was a nullity based on the use of a 
special assistant State's Attorney, and (3) section 
12-14(d)(2) of the Criminal Code of 1961 
(Criminal Code) (720 ILCS 5/12-14(d)(2) (West 


2000)), which mandates a term of natural-life 
imprisonment for a second conviction of 
aggravated — criminal sexual _ assault, is 
unconstitutional under section 11 of article | of the 
Illinois Constitution because it creates a 
disproportionate [***2] penalty when compared to 
other more serious crimes. For the following 
reasons, we affirm. 


BACKGROUND 


On November 25, 2000, Kathy, her cousin Jackie, 
and defendant met at the Corner Tavern in Mt. 
Vernon, Illinois. Defendant and Kathy had met on 
an Internet chat room about six months before the 
incident involved in this case. Later that evening, 
the threesome left the Corner Tavern in defendant's 
van and, in search of money, visited the homes of 
several friends. When they failed to secure any 
cash, the trio went to Club 57. They left Club 57, 
and defendant and Kathy dropped Jackie off at the 
Corner Tavern and proceeded to defendant's trailer 
to search for money. 


Kathy's Testimony and Corroborative Evidence 


After entering the trailer, Kathy looked through a 
jar for money. [*1157] Defendant gave her a beer. 
Kathy dropped her cigarettes, and when she bent 
over to pick them up, defendant hit her in the head 
with a hammer. Defendant then told Kathy to stay 
down or he would hurt her again. Defendant picked 
Kathy up and took her into the back bedroom and 
placed her on the bed. Defendant forced her to get 
on her hands and knees, tied her hands and feet, 
[****418] [**715] tied her to the bed, and put a 
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cloth around [***3] her mouth. 


Defendant left the bedroom to go to the bathroom. 
When he returned, he pulled Kathy's pants and 
underwear down to her knees and placed his penis 
in her vagina. After he finished, defendant sat on 
the bed, untied Kathy, and told her that he was 
sorry. Defendant also told her that he would not 
blame her if she went to the police. Defendant then 
drove Kathy home and again told her he was sorry. 


Once inside her home, Kathy woke up her mother 
and told her that she had been raped. Her mother 
drove her to Good Samaritan Hospital in Mt. 
Vernon shortly after 1 a.m. At the hospital, Kathy 
spoke to several medical staff members and police 
officers about the incident. Kathy had a large knot 
on her head, described by hospital staff members as 
a hematoma. Dr. Richard Garretson, the emergency 
room physician at Good Samaritan Hospital, 
testified that the hematoma came from a blow to 
the head that had been very recent and that he 
believed that the hematoma was "consistent with 
the blow from the hammer." Kathy developed 
bruises on her ankles from being tied up. Medical 
personnel and police officers described the bruises 
as ligature marks. 


Defendant's Testimony 


When defendant and Kathy [***4] — entered 
defendant's trailer, Kathy sat on the couch and 
asked defendant for a cigarette. Defendant gave 
Kathy his last beer. Defendant testified that Kathy 
seemed frustrated and angry because they could not 
come up with any money. Defendant stated that he 
then asked, "What would you say if I just up and 
just kissed you right here?" Kathy replied, "I got no 
problem with that." They then started kissing and 
things got "heated." Defendant and Kathy then 
stretched out on the couch. Kathy accidentally 
"bumped her head" on the edge of the couch, and 
she immediately grabbed her head and claimed she 
was in pain. Kathy was irritated but finally calmed 
down. Defendant then suggested they go to the 
bedroom. 


In the bedroom, they removed their clothes and 
defendant put on a condom before engaging in 
sexual intercourse. After a few minutes, defendant 
discovered that the condom had broken. He sat on 
the bed with his head in his hands. Defendant 
testified, "[Kathy] commenced to getting in my 
stuff, getting argumentative with me, [and] telling 
me [*1158] not only was I broke but I was 
sexually unsatisfied and apparently didn't know 
what I was doing, if I was having sex and have [sic] 
a condom broke [***5] on me." Defendant 
admitted that he had ejaculated, that he put the 
condom in the toilet, and that they both got dressed. 


Kathy walked out of the trailer door first and got 
into the van. Defendant then drove Kathy home. 
After defendant stopped at her residence, Kathy 
asked for one more cigarette. Defendant testified 
that he could tell that Kathy was angry when she 
walked to her home. Defendant waited until Kathy 
was inside her home and then drove to Kimmie's 
Bar. 


Defendant had one beer at Kimmie's Bar. He tried 
to start his van to drive home, but it would not start. 
It took defendant about 15 to 20 minutes to walk 
home. Defendant went to sleep and awoke the next 
morning to a knock on the door by the police. 
Defendant was frightened by the nature of the 
complaint alleging that he had raped Kathy and by 
the demeanor of the police. Defendant denied that 
any sex act had occurred. Defendant basically 
denied everything because of the way he was 
approached by the police. He was under the 
assumption that the police would probably get more 
rude if he admitted that he had sex with Kathy.

Testimony 


[**716] Detective Mark Junkins' 


Detective Mark Junkins went to defendant's trailer 
to investigate Kathy's [***6] complaint. Defendant 
told Detective Junkins that he had been with Kathy 
at the Corner Tavern the previous evening. They 
had traveled around and looked for some money to 
go to Club 57. After dropping Kathy's cousin off at 
the Corner Tavern, defendant and Kathy went to his

trailer to look for money. Defendant gave Kathy a 
beer, and after not finding any money, he drove her 
home. Defendant denied that he had sexual 
intercourse with Kathy, denied that she had been on 
his bed, and denied knowledge of how the condom 
wrapper the police found came to be in the toilet in 
his trailer. 


Stipulations 


Defendant and the State stipulated that the evidence 
collected at Good Samaritan Hospital was 
examined at the forensic laboratory. Defendant's 
semen was found on the rectal swab taken from the 
underwear worn by Kathy that night. 


Jury Verdict and Sentence 


The jury found defendant guilty of unlawful 
restraint and three counts of aggravated criminal 
sexual assault. At the sentencing hearing on 


September 24, 2001, the trial court vacated 
defendant's conviction for unlawful restraint, 
finding that the offense of unlawful [*1159] 


restraint is an inherent factor in the charge of 
aggravated criminal sexual assault. [***7] The 
court sentenced defendant to  natural-life 
imprisonment on one count of aggravated criminal 
sexual assault. The court denied defendant's motion 
to declare section 12-14(d)(2) of the Criminal Code 
(720 ILCS = 5/12-14(d)\(2) (West  2000)) 
unconstitutional and impose a_ term of 
imprisonment less than natural-life imprisonment, 
finding that natural-life imprisonment was 
mandatory pursuant to the statute, based on 
defendant's previous conviction in 1985 of 
aggravated criminal sexual assault. 


ANALYSIS 
Evidence Attacking Kathy's Credibility 


Defendant's first issue on appeal is whether he was 
denied a fair trial because the court prevented him 
from presenting evidence attacking Kathy's 
credibility with a prior false accusation of an 
offense. Before the trial, the State filed a motion in 
limine to prevent the defense from introducing 


testimony that Kathy had made a prior criminal 
complaint of domestic battery against her husband, 
Tony, and that at some time later she filed a 
document with her husband's attorney recanting her 
original statement to the police. In granting the 
State's motion, the circuit court reasoned as 
follows: 


"Whether [the victim] lied [***8] or not about a 
totally unrelated matter is collateral to this case and 
would be collateral impeachment, and the case law 
in the Fifth District is very clear|:] the fact that on a 
former occasion that she may have lied about a 
totally unrelated matter is not permissible. Motion 
is granted." 


Although it is permissible to show that a witness in 
a criminal case has a bad reputation for truth and 
veracity, it is not permissible to impugn a witness's 
credibility by establishing that on a former specific 
occasion, the witness lied about a totally unrelated 
matter. See People v. West, 158 Ill. 2d 155, 162, 
632 N.E.2d 1004, 1007, 198 Ill. Dec. 393 (1994) 
(rejecting the argument that specific acts of 
untruthfulness may be used to impeach in cases 
involving children who are too young to have 
developed a reputation as an exception to the rule 
that only reputation evidence may be used for 
impeachment); People v. McGee, 286 Ill. App. 3d 
786, 796, 676 N.E.2d 1341, 1348, 222 Ill. Dec. 137 
(1997) ("specific instances of untruthfulness are not 
admissible to attack a witness's believability"). 


[****420] [**717] Defendant argues that the 
case of People v. Nicholl, 210 Ill. App. 3d 1001, 
569 N.E.2d 604, 155 Ill. Dec. 423 (1991), [***9] is 
on point. In Nicholl, the defendant argued that the 
court erred in not allowing evidence that a minor 
victim's subsequent complaint of abuse against the 
defendant had been determined to be unfounded by 
the Department of Children and Family Services. 
Upon review, the court concluded that the trial 
court [*1160] should have allowed this evidence. 
Nicholl is easily distinguished from the case at bar. 
In Nicholl, the evidence sought to be admitted 
related to the same victim and the same defendant. 
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In the case at bar, the evidence sought to be 
admitted relates to the same victim but involved 
someone other than defendant. We fail to see how a 
false complaint made by Kathy against her husband 
about a domestic battery, an entirely different 
charge than the rape in this case, can be considered 
materially relevant to the issue of whether Kathy 
lied when she told the police that she had been 
sexually assaulted by a man who was not her 
husband. Such collateral information is not 
admissible. 


Even if this testimony had been allowed, we 
believe that the jury still would have returned a 
guilty verdict based on the evidence in this case. 
This is not a case where the evidence was closely 
balanced. [***10] Rather, there was sufficient 
evidence to establish that defendant committed 
these crimes, based on the testimony of Kathy, 
medical personnel, and officers. Therefore, we find 
that the trial court did not err by granting the 
motion in limine to exclude the testimony related to 
Kathy's former complaint against her husband. 


Use of State's Attorneys Appellate Prosecutor 


Defendant's next argument is that the trial was a 
nullity because the attorney for the Office of the 
State's Attorneys Appellate Prosecutor who 
appeared in this case did not have the statutory 
authority to assist in the prosecution of this 
aggravated-criminal-sexual-assault charge. 


Before the trial, this case had been handled 
exclusively by Jefferson County assistant State's 
Attorney Nicole Villani. On the day of the trial, 
David Rands, a prosecutor from the Office of the 
State's Attorneys Appellate Prosecutor (SAAP), 
appeared with Ms. Villani and entered his 
appearance, whereupon he subscribed an oath 
before the circuit court as "special assistant State's 
Attorney." Defense counsel objected to Mr. Rands' 
assistance, stating, "I would object to his assistance 
at this time due to the fact that the State's 
Attorney's [***11] budget is and with-in addition 
to its extra resources available, it creates an unfair 
advantage to the State to have such assistance." 


Defendant failed to object to Rands' participation 
on the basis that he did not have the statutory 
authorization to participate in the prosecution of 
this case. The circuit court overruled the objection, 
and defendant did not contend in his motion for a 
new trial that Rands' participation was 
unauthorized. 


Defendant relies on this court's decision in People 
v. Ward, 326 Ill. App. 3d 897, 762 N.E.2d 685, 261 
Ill. Dec. 116 (2002). In Ward, this court held that 
the assistance of a SAAP attorney in a drug 
prosecution rendered that prosecution void, in that 
the special attorney was not authorized by [*1161] 
statute to assist in the prosecution and, further, that 
the court record was devoid of an order appointing 
the attorney as a special assistant State's Attorney.

Proportionate Penalties 


Finally, defendant argues that section 12-14(d)(2) 
of the Criminal Code (720 ILCS 5/12-14(d)(2) 
(West 2000)) [***14] is unconstitutional pursuant 
[*1162] to section 11 of article 1 of the Illinois 
Constitution because it creates a disproportionate 
penalty. Specifically, defendant argues that section 
12-14(d)(2), which mandates a term of natural-life 
imprisonment for a second conviction of 
aggravated criminal sexual assault while the more 
serious conduct of committing two first-degree 
murders is the same mandatory term of natural-life 
imprisonment (730 ILCS 5/5-8-1(a)(1)(c)(@) (West 
2000)), is unconstitutional pursuant to section 11 of 
article | of the Illinois Constitution because it 
creates a disproportionate penalty. 


The Illinois Constitution mandates the following: 
"All penalties shall be determined both according to 


the seriousness of the offense and with the 
objective of restoring the offender to useful 
citizenship." Ill. Const. 1970, art. I, § 11. We note 
that a proportionate-penalties challenge is limited in 
that the legislature has the inherent authority to set 
the nature and extent of the criminal penalties, and 
the court may not interfere with such legislation 
unless the challenged penalty is clearly in excess of 
the very broad and [****422] [**719] general 
constitutional limitations [***15] available. 
People ex rel. Carey v. Bentivenga, 83 Ill. 2d 537, 
542, 416 N.E.2d 259, 262, 48 Ill. Dec. 228 (1981). 
The decisions of the legislature are entitled to a 
presumption of constitutionality. Bentivenga, 83 
Ill. 2d at 542, 416 N.E.2d at 262. 


In People v. Lombardi, 184 Ill. 2d 462, 705 N.E.2d 
91, 235 Ill. Dec. 478 (1998), the Illinois Supreme 
Court noted three separate analyses used to identify 
a proportionate-penalties clause violation: (1) a 
penalty violates the proportionate-penalties clause 
if it is cruel, degrading, or so _ wholly 
disproportionate to the offense committed that it 
shocks the moral sense of the community, (2) a 
penalty is invalid under the proportionate-penalties 
clause where similar offenses are compared and 
conduct that creates a less serious threat to the 
public health and safety is punished more severely 
("the cross-comparison analysis"), and (3) there is a 
violation of the proportionate-penalties clause when 
identical offenses are given different sentences. 
Lombardi, 184 Ill. 2d at 474, 705 N.E.2d at 98. 


In the case at bar, defendant was found guilty of the 
Class X felony of aggravated [***16] criminal 
sexual assault, which is defined as follows: 


"(a) The accused commits aggravated criminal 
sexual assault if he or she commits criminal sexual 
assault and any of the following aggravating 
circumstances existed during *** the commission 
of the offense: 


(1) the accused displayed, threatened to use, or used 
a dangerous weapon, other than a firearm, or any 
object fashioned or utilized in such a manner as to 
lead the victim under the [*1163] circumstances 
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reasonably to believe it to be a dangerous 
weapon[.]" 720 ILCS 5/12-14(a)(1) (West 2000). 


Previous to this case, in 1985, defendant had been 
convicted of aggravated criminal sexual assault 
after he sexually assaulted a 14-year-old girl while 
threatening her with a knife. Based on these 
convictions, defendant was sentenced to the 
mandatory term of natural-life imprisonment 
pursuant to section 12-14(d)(2) of the Criminal 
Code. Section 12-14(d)(2) provides that a person 
who is convicted of a second or subsequent offense 
of aggravated criminal sexual assault "shall be 
sentenced to a term of natural[-]life imprisonment." 
720 ILCS 5/12-14(d)(2) (West 2000). See also 
People ex rel. Devine v. Macellaio, 199 Ill. 2d 221, 
766 N.E.2d 1082, 262 Ill. Dec. 779 (2002) [***17] 
(the trial judge was required to sentence the 
defendant to natural-life imprisonment for a second 
aggravated-criminal-sexual-assault conviction). 


Defendant argues that a sentence of natural-life 
imprisonment cannot "fit neatly" into any of the 
three analyses because natural-life imprisonment is 
different from a sentence for a term of years: 
"Natural[-]life imprisonment rejects the goal of 
rehabilitation and denies the person sentenced any 
hope for eventual release, while there is hope and 
prospect for eventual release from a term of 
imprisonment for a set number of years." 
Defendant further argues, "Mandatory natural[-]life 
imprisonment for two convictions of any offense 
less serious than murder must be found to violate 
the proportionate[-]penalties clause." (Emphasis 
added.) We first note that we decline the invitation 
to go outside the three analyses set forth in 
Lombardi as requested by defendant. The Illinois 
Supreme Court continues to use the well- 
established tests announced in Lombardi. See 
People v. Graves, 207 Ill. 2d 478, 800 N.E.2d 790, 
279 Ill. Dec. 502 (2003); People v. Moss, 206 Ill. 
2d 503, 795 N.E2d 208, 276 Ill. Dec. 855 
(2003); [***18] People v. Hill, 199 Ill. 2d 440, 
452, 771 N.E.2d 374, 381, 264 Ill. Dec. 670 (2002). 
Additionally, defendant [****423]  [**720] 
himself is attempting to compare two statutes, thus 


instituting the second test. Thus, we adhere to the 
three analyses established in Lombardi. 


Subsequent to this case being briefed and argued, 
the issue of whether a mandatory natural-life 
sentence for aggravated criminal sexual assault 
violated the proportionate-penalties clause of the 
Illinois State Constitution was decided in People v. 
Sanchez, 344 Ill. App. 3d 74, 800 N.E.2d 455, 279 
Ill. Dec. 387 (2003). In Sanchez, the defendant was 
convicted of aggravated criminal sexual assault for 
the rape of a 13-year-old girl. Previous to the rape, 
the defendant had been found guilty of the criminal 
sexual assault of a five-year-old child and placed on 
intensive probation for three years. The defendant 
had not completed the probation when he 
committed the rape of the 13-year-old girl. Based 
on section 12-14(d)(2) of the Criminal Code (720 
ILCS 5/12-14(d)(2) [*1164] (West 2000)) and 
section 5-8-1l(a)(2.5) of the Unified Code of 
Corrections (730 ILCS 5/5-8-1(a)(2.5) [***19] 
(West 2000)), the trial judge sentenced the 
defendant to natural-life imprisonment. 


In Sanchez, the defendant first attempted to 
compare the statutes defining female genital 
mutilation (720 ILCS 5/12-34(a) (West 2000)) and 
aggravated criminal sexual assault (720 ILCS 5/12- 
14(a)(2) (West 2000)) in order to fall within the 
Lombardi cross-comparison analysis for similar 
offenses. Under the cross-comparison test, the court 
must determine (1) whether statutes defining the 
offenses being compared share a common statutory 
purpose, and then, (2) if the purposes are related, 
whether the less serious offense is punished more 
harshly than the more serious offense. In Sanchez, 
the court determined that the legislative purpose of 
the female-genital-mutilation statute is not related 
to the purpose of the aggravated-criminal-sexual- 
assault statute. The purpose of the aggravated- 
criminal-sexual-assault statute is to punish and 
deter violent sexual offenders. See People v. 
Printy, 232 Ill. App. 3d 735, 598 N.E.2d 346, 174 
Ill. Dec. 149 (1992) (the purpose of the aggravated- 
criminal-sexual-assault statute is to [***20] protect 
victims of forcible sexual penetration where such 
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conduct is accompanied by certain aggravating 
factors, and the purpose served by the law is to 
protect victims and punish perpetrators by 
curtailing sexually harmful and offensive conduct). 
That is not the purpose behind the female-genital- 
mutilation statute. Based on this finding, the court 
did not need to engage in a further comparison of 
whether the offense with the harsher penalty is less 
serious than the offense with the lesser penalty. For 
the sake of completeness, the Sanchez court did go 
on to find that female genital mutilation is not more 
serious than aggravated criminal sexual assault 
where the offender has a previous conviction for 
criminal sexual assault. 


The court next addressed the defendant's argument, 
similar to defendant's contention in the case at bar, 
that a natural-life sentence imposed on a person 
convicted of aggravated criminal sexual assault 
after having been previously convicted of criminal 
sexual assault is disproportionate to the penalty 
range of 20 to 60 years' imprisonment imposed on a 
person who commits first-degree murder after 
having been previously convicted of criminal 
sexual assault. [***21] The Sanchez court found 
that the purpose of the murder statute and the 
purpose of the aggravated-criminal-sexual-assault 
statute are not comparable, and thus, the court 
found it unnecessary to engage in a cross- 
comparison analysis of which offense is more 
serious and which receives a greater penalty. 
Finally, the court determined that, according to the 
Lombardi analysis, the defendant's sentence was 
not disproportionate to the crime in a way that 
[****494] [**721] shocked the conscience or the 
moral sense of the community. 


[*1165] We adopt the reasoning of the appellate 
court in the First District in the Sanchez opinion. 
We defer to the judgment of the legislature and 
believe that it considered the seriousness of 
aggravated criminal sexual assault and _ the 
rehabilitative potential of the offenders. None of the 
tests established by Lombardi compel us to find 
that the penalty is disproportionate. We will not 
employ a cross-comparison analysis, because the 


purposes behind the statutes are not similar. 
Similarly, we do not find that the natural-life 
sentence shocks our conscience or the moral sense 
of the community. In this case, defendant hit the 
victim in the back of the head with a hammer, 
bound [***22] her ankles and hands, gagged her 
mouth, and then raped her. Previous to this case, 
defendant was convicted of an aggravated criminal 
sexual assault. Sentencing defendant to natural life 
after he has been convicted of two aggravated 
criminal sexual assaults seems reasonably designed 
to protect the public. As stated by the Sanchez 
court: "We need not speculate about the 
psychological harm done to victims of forcible 
sexual assaults. The mandatory life sentence 
provision reflects the legislature's decision to treat 
severely those who engage in repetitive conduct of 
sexual assault because it recognizes the harm 
caused to victims." Sanchez, 344 Ill. App. 3d at 85, 
800 N.E.2d at 465. Therefore, based on the facts 
presented, we find that defendant has been unable 
to show that there is a violation of the 
proportionate-penalties clause. 


CONCLUSION 


For the foregoing reasons, the judgment of the 
circuit court of Jefferson County is affirmed.

JUSTICE KUEHN, specially concurring: 


I concur with the majority opinion. However, I 
believe the trial judge's refusal to allow 
impeachment with[***23] a former false 
accusation to law enforcement authorities was 
harmless error. 
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The majority does not see how a prior false 
complaint of domestic battery against the accuser's 
husband is relevant to whether she is making false 
accusations of rape against the defendant. It seems 
to me highly relevant for an accused to be able to 
show that his accuser is capable of initiating 
criminal charges, bringing to bear the power of the 
State through law enforcement and _ judicial 
institutions, against an innocent person by the 
leveling of a false accusation. The defendant was 
trying to show something far more troubling to an 
accuser's credibility [*1166] than a mere showing 
that she had lied about something on a former 
occasion. He wanted to prove that she had invoked 
the power of the State and procured criminal 
charges with falsehoods in the past. Such a desire 
does not appear to be all that collateral to what is at 
issue when she is the sole accuser and witness 
against an accused in a criminal case. 


I agree with my colleagues that the use of this 
evidence to impeach would not have changed the 
outcome, given the physical corroboration of the 
accusation, the defendant's vacillating explanations 
to authorities, [***24] and the defendant's 
implausible testimony. Therefore, I specially 
concur.

[FFT] | =6EFFlI78] «= [*201] PRESIDING 
JUSTICE HOLDRIDGE delivered the Opinion of 
the court: 


Following a jury trial, defendant Joseph J. Cichon 
was convicted of four counts of aggravated 
criminal sexual assault (Ill. Rev. Stat. 1989, ch. 38, 
par. 12-14(a)(4), (b)(1)), two counts of criminal 
sexual assault (Ill. Rev. Stat. 1989, ch. 38, par. 12- 
13(a)(4)), one count of aggravated criminal sexual 
abuse (Ill. Rev. Stat. 1989, ch. 38, par. 12- 
16(c)(1)(i)) and three counts of child pornography 
(ill. Rev. Stat. 1989, ch. 38, par. 11-20.1(a)(1)(iv)). 
Defendant was sentenced to an aggregate term of 
105 years' imprisonment. On direct appeal, this 
court affirmed the sentences. People v. Cichon, 199 
Ill. 2d 562, 775 N.E.2d 4, 2002 Ill. LEXIS 735, 266 
Ill. Dec. 442, No. 3-00-0795 (2002) (unpublished 
order under Supreme Court Rule 23). 


Subsequently, the defendant filed a postconviction 
petition. The defendant alleged [***2] that the 
special prosecutors in his case from the State's 
Attorneys Appellate Prosecutor (SAAP) had no 
authority to prosecute his case, and thus his 
convictions and sentences were void. The trial 
judge summarily dismissed the petition, and the 
defendant now appeals. We affirm. 


BACKGROUND 


In 1990, the defendant was charged, in a 54-count 
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indictment, with multiple counts of aggravated 
criminal sexual assault, criminal sexual abuse, 
aggravated criminal sexual abuse, — child 
pornography, and maintaining a public nuisance. 
The defendant entered into a fully negotiated plea 
agreement, pleading guilty to 12 of those counts. 
He was then sentenced to 25 years' imprisonment. 


In 1994, the defendant filed a postconviction 
petition that was dismissed on the State's motion. 
On appeal, this court reversed and remanded 
defendant's cause for an evidentiary hearing. 
People v. Cichon, No. 3-94-0652 (1995) 
(unpublished order under Supreme Court Rule 23). 
On remand, the trial court granted the 
postconviction petition, vacated the plea and 
sentences, and reinstated all the charges of the 
indictment. 


In 1998, the defendant's motion to dismiss the case 
on double jeopardy grounds was denied by [***3] 
the trial court. That decision was later affirmed on 
appeal. People v. Cichon, 302 Ill. App. 3d 1102, 
746 NB 915, [****112] [F*1179] 254 I 
Dec. 158 (1999) (unpublished order under Supreme 
Court Rule 23). Later, because of a conflict, the 
new State's Attorney of La Salle County filed a 
motion to have the SAAP appointed as special 
prosecutor in the new trial. That motion was 
granted, and the case proceeded to a jury trial in 
August of 2000. 


[*202] The defendant was convicted of four 
counts of aggravated criminal sexual assault, two 
counts of criminal sexual assault, one count of 
aggravated criminal sexual abuse, and three counts 
of child pornography. The defendant was 
subsequently sentenced to an aggregate term of 105 
years' imprisonment. On a direct appeal, this court 
affirmed the sentences, but modified the mittimus 
to show that the sentences imposed on the child 
pornography convictions were to be served 
concurrently. People v. Cichon, No. 3-00-0795 
(2002) (unpublished order under Supreme Court 
Rule 23). 


In December of 2002, the defendant filed a pro se 


postconviction petition alleging that his convictions 
and sentences were void because the special 
prosecutors appointed in his case lacked the 
authority to prosecute him. The [***4] trial judge 
summarily dismissed the petition, and _ the 
defendant appealed. 


ANALYSIS 


On appeal, the defendant submits that the trial court 
erred by dismissing his postconviction petition at 
the first stage of the proceedings. 


Postconviction proceedings have three stages. 
People v. Gaultney, 174 Ill. 2d 410, 675 N.E.2d 
102, 221 Ill. Dec. 195 (1996). In the first stage, the 
trial court reviews the petition within 90 days of its 
filing and may dismiss it if the court determines 
that it is frivolous or patently without merit. 725 
ILCS 5/122-2.1(a)(2) (West 2002). To survive 
dismissal at the first stage, a pro se defendant need 
only raise the gist of a meritorious constitutional 
claim. Gaultney, 174 Ill. 2d 410, 675 N.E.2d 102, 
221 Ill. Dec. 195. We review the first-stage 
dismissal of a postconviction petition de novo. 
People v. Coleman, 183 Ill. 2d 366, 701 N.E.2d 
1063, 233 Ill. Dec. 789 (1998). 


The defendant argues that the attorneys from the 
SAAP lacked authority to prosecute him. In support 
of this argument, the defendant cites section 4.01 of 
the State's Attorneys Appellate Prosecutor's Act 
(SAAP Act) (725 ILCS 210/4.01 [***5] (West 
2000)). Though subsequently amended to provide 
broader authority to SAAP attorneys (see 725 ILCS 
210/4.01 (West 2002)), at the time of the 
defendant's trial that section provided only that, 
"the [SAAP] may also assist County State's 
Attorneys in the discharge of their duties under the 
Illinois Controlled Substances Act, the Narcotics 
Profit Forfeiture Act, and the Illinois Public Labor 
Relations Act." 725 ILCS 210/4.01 (West 2000). 
The defendant contends that because SAAP 
attorneys were statutorily limited to participating in 
specific trial situations, and because his prosecution 
did not involve any of those specific situations, the 
participation of the SAAP attorneys in his case was 
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improper. 


The defendant further contends that case law from 
the Fifth [*203] District of the Appellate Court 
supports his position. In People v. Ward, 326 IIl. 
App. 3d 897, 762 N.E.2d 685, 261 Ill. Dec. 116 
(2002), an SAAP attorney took over the 
prosecution of a criminal prosecution in which the 
charges originated under the Cannabis Control Act 
(720 ILCS 550/1 et seg. (West 1996)) and not 
the [***6] Illinois Controlled Substances Act (720 
ILCS 570/100 et seg. (West 1996)). The court 
interpreted the language cited above and 
determined that [****113] [**1180] the statutory 
listing of specific trial matters in which SAAP 
attorneys could appear meant that those same 
attorneys were without authority to assist with any 
other type of trial matter. Ward, 326 Ill. App. 3d 
897, 762 N.E.2d 685, 261 Ill. Dec. 116. Therefore, 
the court found the defendant's prosecution void, 
vacated his convictions, and remanded the cause for 
new proceedings. Ward, 326 Ill. App. 3d 897, 762 
N.E.2d 685, 261 Ill. Dec. 116. 


We do not find that either the statute cited above or 
the decision in Ward mandate a similar disposition 
in this case. To begin with, we note that section 3- 
9008 of the Counties Code provides: 


"whenever the State's attorney is sick or absent, 
or unable to attend, or is interested in any cause 
or proceeding, civil or criminal, which it is or 
may be his duty to prosecute or defend, the 
court in which said cause or proceeding is 
pending may appoint some competent attorney 
to prosecute or defend such cause or 
proceeding, and the attorney [***7] so 
appointed shall have the same power and 
authority in relation to such cause or 
proceeding as the State's attorney would have 
had if present and attending to the same." 55 
ILCS 5/3-9008 (West 2000). 


Therefore, the trial court has independent statutory 
authority to appoint an attorney as a special 
prosecutor. In this case, a section 3-9008 motion 
alleging a conflict was both made and granted. 


In Ward, by contrast, no motion was made to the 
trial court for an SAAP attorney to be appointed a 
special prosecutor. Ward, 326 Ill. App. 3d 897, 762 
N.E.2d 685, 261 Ill. Dec. 116. Therefore, Ward is 
not controlling because, as the Fifth District later 
recognized, that case did not require the court to 
"decide whether a court's statutory power to appoint 
a special prosecutor could be used to appoint [an 
SAAP] attorney." People v. Woodall, 333 Ill. App. 
3d 1146, 1151, 777 N.E.2d 1014, 1018, 268 Ill. 
Dec. 91 (2002). Nevertheless, the Ward court 
seemed to indicate that if it had to decide that 
question, it would have answered in the affirmative. 
Ward, 326 Ill. App. 3d at 902, 762 N.E.2d at 690 
("while the State is correct [***8] that a trial court 
is vested with discretion to permit counsel to assist 
a State's Attorney, the fact remains that the trial 
court must specifically appoint such an attorney"). 


Indeed, the Fifth District took a step further in 
recognizing the broad power section 3-9008 grants 
the trial court to appoint an SAAP [*204] attorney 
as a special prosecutor when it again addressed the 
issue in Woodall, 333 Ill. App. 3d 1146, 777 
N.E.2d 1014, 268 Ill. Dec. 91. Although in that 
case no motion was filed in the trial court seeking 
such an appointment, the court nevertheless 
addressed the trial court's power under section 3- 
9008. The court noted that a number of attorneys 
worked for the SAAP part-time and brought a 
wealth of experience to their work for the State. 
The court noted that "as part-time [SAAP] lawyers, 
they could be appointed pursuant to the statutory 
authority established by section 3-9008 of the 
Counties Code [citation], just like any other 
licensed attorney engaged in private practice." 
Woodall, 333 Ill. App. 3d at 1152, 777 N.E.2d at 
1019. 


Thus, the Fifth District would allow the trial court 
to grant a section 3-9008 motion seeking the 
appointment [***9] of a part-time SAAP attorney 
as a special prosecutor. While we agree with the 
this holding so far as it goes, we do not see the need 
to limit that power to part-time SAAP attorneys. 
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We find that section 3-9008 provides the trial court 
with sufficient, independent authority to appoint as 
a special [****114] [**1181] prosecutor any 
uninterested, licensed attorney. The limits found in 
the SAAP Act notwithstanding, that includes the 
authority to appoint any SAAP attorney. See also 
People v. Eaglin, 224 Ill. App. 3d 668, 586 N.E.2d 
1280, 167 Ill. Dec. 8 (1992) (despite statutory 
prohibition on State's Attorney accepting outside 
employment, trial court properly appointed State's 
Attorney from neighboring county as a special 
prosecutor pursuant to section 3-9008). Thus, we 
rule that the trial court did not err as a matter of law 
by dismissing the defendant's petition at the first 
stage of the proceedings. 


CONCLUSION 


For the foregoing reasons, we affirm the judgment 
of the La Salle County circuit court dismissing the 
defendant's postconviction petition. 


Affirmed.

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[*667] [**308] On June 8, 1971, Edward J. 
Barrett, County Clerk of Cook County, filed a 
petition in the Circuit Court of Cook County for a 
writ of mandamus alleging his salary as County 
Clerk had been reduced by the County Board 
during his term of office, in violation of Article X, 
section 10, of the Illinois Constitution of 1870. He 
petitioned the court to direct the Board of 
Commissioners to pay him at the rate adopted by 


the Board prior to the beginning of his term of 
office. 


On June 16, 1971, on motion of the petitioner, the 
court entered an order appointing the law firm of 
Kirkland & Ellis as a special State's Attorney to 
prosecute the lawsuit on beahlf of Mr. [***2] 
Barrett, pursuant to chapter 14, paragraph 6, of the 
Illinois Revised Statutes, on the grounds the elected 
State's Attorney was officially committed to 
represent the County Board and had issued a legal 
opinion that the reduction of the County Clerk's 
salary was correct as a matter of law. 


The issues on appeal are whether the trial court's 
appointment of a special State's Attorney to 
represent the petitioner was proper; whether the 
trial court had jurisdiction to entertain the petition 
for fees filed by the special State's Attorney more 
than 30 days after an adjudication on [*668] the 
merits; and whether the award of fees was 
reasonable and in conformity with the statute. 


The trial court granted a motion by the petitioner 
for judgment on the pleadings and issued a writ of 
mandamus on August 5, 1971. On September 7, 
1971, Kirkland & Ellis petitioned for an award of 
fees and expenses incurred in prosecuting the 
cause. 


On September 21, 1971, the Board answered the 
petition for fees, alleging the [**309] appointment 
of the special State's Attorney was improper, and 
the court lacked jurisdiction to entertain the petition 
for fees because it was not filed within 30 days 
of [***3] the issuance of the writ. 
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The trial court heard arguments on the petition for 
fees and held that no issue involving the propriety 
of the court's appointment of the special State's 
Attorney could be raised because the Board had 
failed to make an objection at the appointment 
hearing, the court had jurisdiction to entertain the 
petition for fees, and $ 50 per hour was a 
reasonable fee for the services of the special State's 
Attorney. 


On October 6, 1971, the court entered an order 
directing the county to pay $ 3,500 for 70 hours of 
professional services and $ 232.77 for expenses 
incurred in the prosecution of the suit to Krikland 
& Ellis. The Board of Commissioners appeals 
from this order. 


The Board's first contention is the trial court erred 
in appointing a special State's Attorney in this 
situation. It argues it was not established the State's 
Attorney had a duty to represent Mr. Barrett in the 
lawsuit because the suit was not one which could 
be brought in his official capacity; therefore, the 
question of conflict of interest never arose. 


The record shows the Board failed to object to the 
appointment of a special State's Attorney either at 
the appointment hearing or during the [***4] 
mandamus proceeding itself. The law is well 
settled that failure to make a timely objection in the 
trial court constitutes a waiver of the right to review 
on appeal. ( Department of Public Works and 
Buildings v. Todaro (1967), 90 IlLApp.2d 245.) 
Even assuming there was no_ waiver, the 
appointment was proper. The public office holder's 
right to compensation is not based on any personal 
or contract rights but attaches to the office. Kelly v. 
Chicago Park District (1951), 409 IIL. 91. 


Secondly, the Board contends the trial court lacked 
jurisdiction to entertain the petition for fees and 
expenses, citing the general rule that the 
jurisdiction of the trial court extends to all matters 
put in issue by the pleadings, and such jurisdiction 
ceases 30 days after the entry of the final judgment 
or decree. 


The rule is correctly stated, but its application 
favors the petitioner because the issue of fees was 
not determined by the pleadings. The trial court 
loses jurisdiction only over those elements of a suit 
that are finally [*669] determined and not over 
elements of the suit not related to the writ itself. 


It is clear that duties of the special State's Attorney 
extended [***5] to whatever appeals the Board 
might file, and it was necessary to wait 30 days 
following the issuance of the writ to determine if 
there would be an appeal; therefore, the special 
State's Attorney could not determine its fees or 
expenses until the expiration of that period. 


Finally, the Board contends the amount of fees 
awarded by the trial court was unreasonably high 
and not in accord with chapter 14, paragraph 6, of 
the Illinois Revised Statutes. The Board argues the 
court is not free to exercise discretion in awarding 
fees because the statute requires the special State's 
Attorney to be paid at the same rate of 
compensation as the State's Attorney. 


The statute provides for the appointment of the 
special State's Attorney in two _ situations: 
"Whenever the attorney general or state's attorney 
is sick or absent, or unable to attend or is interested 
in any cause or proceeding, civil or criminal, which 
it is or may be his duty to prosecute or defend, * * * 
and in case of a vacancy of more than one year 
occurring in any county in the office of State's 
Attorney, by death, resignation or otherwise." In 
the latter situation the statute provides the acting 
State's Attorney shall be paid the [***6] "same 
compensation as provided by law for the State's 
[**310] Attorney of the county, apportioned as to 
the time of service," but does not provide for 
compensation in the first situation. 


In light of this omission practical considerations 
support a construction of the statute which leaves 
the question of fees to the discretion of the trial 
court. When an acting State's Attorney is appointed 
to fill a vacancy, he takes over the entire resources 
of the office, including staff, clerical personnel, and 
offices. On the other hand, a special State's 
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Attorney must use his own staff and office 
resources in the completion of the assigned task. 
As a result, the net salary of the State's Attorney 
apportioned for time of service may be insufficient 
to pay for both the time and overhead expenses of a 
private attorney. 


The Board primarily relies on two cases ( Aiken v. 
County of Will (1943), 321 Ill.App. 171, and Lavin 
v. Board of Commrs. (1909), 151 IlLApp. 236 (aff'd 
1910), 245 Ill. 496), but neither supports its 
contention. In Aiken, a special State's Attorney 
argued he was entitled to be paid the salary of the 
elected State's Attorney for the full time between 
his appointment [***7] and its termination. The 
court rejected this contention, holding that a special 
State's Attorney could be compensated only for 
actual time of service, but did not indicate what rate 
would be applied. In Lavin, the question was 
whether a special State's Attorney was entitled to 
any compensation. The court stated he was entitled 
to compensation [*670] and should be "placed 
upon the same footing with regard to fees and 
salaries as the State's Attorney regularly elected," 
but specifically declined to determine the extent of 
the compensation. 


We hold that whether the special State's Attorney 
has been "placed upon the same footing with regard 
to fees and salaries as the State's Attorney regularly 
elected," and whether, in addition, the overhead 
expenses of the special State's Attorney should be 
considered when setting the hourly rate, is matter 
for the determination of the trial judge. We find no 
error in the court's determination of the total fee. 


For these reasons, the judgment of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County is affirmed.

[*297] [**302] [****762] JUSTICE MILLER 
delivered the opinion of the court: 


The office of the Cook County State's 
Attorney [*298] brought the present action in the 
circuit court of Cook County seeking a writ of 
prohibition and declaratory and injunctive relief. 
The State's Attorney sought to preclude further 
proceedings by either the Illinois State Labor 
Relations Board (State Board) or the Illinois Local 
Labor Relations Board (Local Board) on separate 
union representation/certification petitions 
submitted by the Prosecutors' Bar Association of 
Cook County and the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees, Council 31. The 
trial judge agreed with the State's Attorney that the 
Local Board did not have jurisdiction over the 
present matter. The trial judge denied the State's 
Attorney's remaining requests for relief, [***2] 
however, and refused to bar the State Board from 
proceeding with the representation petitions. We 
granted the State's Attorney's motion for a direct 
appeal to this court pursuant to Supreme Court Rule 
302(b) (134 Ill. 2d R. 302(b)), and we now reverse 
that portion of the circuit court judgment allowing 
the representation petitions to proceed before the 
State Board. 
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The procedural history of this case may be stated 
briefly. In December 1993, the Prosecutors’ Bar 
Association of Cook County ffiled a 
representation/certification petition with the Illinois 
Local Labor Relations Board, which has 
Jurisdiction over collective-bargaining matters 
involving “units of local government with a 
population in excess of 1 million persons, but 
excluding the Regional Transportation Authority" ( 
5 ILCS 315/5(b) (West 1992)). By its petition, the 
Prosecutors' Bar Association sought to represent 
certain nonsupervisory assistant State's Attorneys 
employed by the Cook County State's Attorney. 
The Local Board scheduled a hearing on the 
petition for February 17, 1994. 


The office of the Cook County State's Attorney, 
through its incumbent, Jack O'Malley, instituted 
the [*299] present action in the circuit court of 
Cook [***3] County on February 15, 1994. The 
State's Attorney requested a writ of prohibition and 
declaratory and injunctive relief, seeking on several 
grounds to preclude the Local Board from 
proceeding any further on _ the pending 
representation petition. The next day, February 16, 
the court ruled that the Local Board lacked 
jurisdiction over the State's Attorney, an elected 
State official, and enjoined the Local Board from 
conducting further proceedings on the 
representation petition. The State's Attorney was 
granted leave on March 10, 1994, to file an 
amended complaint, which added the Illinois State 
Labor Relations Board as a defendant. In general 
terms, the State Board has jurisdiction over 
collective-bargaining matters involving entities-- 
including the State--that do not fall within the 
jurisdiction of the Local Board. 5 ILCS 315/5(a) 
(West 1992). 


The two labor boards and the Prosecutors' Bar 
Association subsequently moved to dismiss the 
amended complaint. Later, the American 
Federation of State, County and Municipal 
Employees, Council 31 (AFSCME), was permitted 
to intervene as a defendant in the action. Like the 
Prosecutors’ Bar Association, AFSCME was 


seeking to represent certain nonsupervisory [***4] 
assistant State's Attorneys employed by the Cook 
County State's Attorney. 


Following the submission of briefs and _ the 
presentation of oral arguments by the parties, the 
trial court on May 17, 1994, granted the defendants’ 
motions to dismiss the State's Attorney's amended 
complaint. The judge concluded that a number of 
factual questions remained for resolution and that 
the State's Attorney had therefore failed to exhaust 
his administrative remedies. The State's Attorney 
filed a timely notice of appeal from that ruling. The 
State's Attorney subsequently filed motions in this 
court seeking to stay further [*300] proceedings 
before the State Board and requesting a direct 
appeal [**303] [****763] pursuant to Supreme 
Court Rule 302(b) (134 Ill. 2d R. 302(b)). We 
granted both motions and transferred jurisdiction 
from the appellate court to this court. We later 
granted leave to the Illinois Federation of Labor 
and Congress of Industrial Organizations to file a 
brief as amicus curiae in support of the defendants 
(134 Ill. 2d R. 345). 


Before this court, the office of the Cook County 
State's Attorney raises two principal arguments in 
support of the contention that, as a matter of law, 
assistant State's Attorneys [***5] are not covered 
by the provisions of the Illinois Public Labor 
Relations Act ( 5 ILCS 315/1 through 27 (West 
1992)). The State's Attorney first argues that the 
assistant State's Attorneys must be considered 
managerial employees as a matter of law and hence 
not subject to the Public Labor Relations Act, 
which excludes managerial employees from the 
class of employees who are entitled to engage in 
collective bargaining ( 5 ILCS 315/3(n), 6(a) (West 
1992)). The State's Attorney notes that in two cases 
the appellate court has concluded that certain 
groups of attorneys are managerial employees and 
thus outside the coverage of the Labor Act. ( Chief 
Judge v. American Federation of State, County & 
Municipal Employees, Council 31 (1992), 229 Ill. 
App. 3d T80, 171 Ill. Dee. 102, 393 N.E.2d 922 
(lawyers employed in office of Cook County public 
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guardian); Salaried Employees of North America v. 
Illinois Local Labor Relations Board (1990), 202 
Ill. App. 3d 1013, 148 Ill. Dec. 329, 560 N.E.2d 
926 (lawyers employed in law department of City 
of Chicago).) The State's Attorney contends that the 
same result must be reached here, in light of the 
statutory duties of the State's Attorney's office 
and [***6] its assistants. The State's Attorney also 
argues that the special relationship between his 
office and the assistant State's Attorneys compels 
the conclusion that the legislature could not have 
intended for assistant State's [*301] Attorneys to 
be included within the coverage of the Public Labor 
Relations Act. We agree with the State's Attorney's 
first argument, as we explain below, and therefore 
we have no occasion to address the second one. 


The Illinois Public Labor Relations Act defines a 
"managerial employee" as: 
"an individual who is engaged predominantly 
in executive and management functions and is 
charged with the responsibility of directing the 
effectuation of such managerial policies and 
practices." 5 ILCS 315/3(j) (West 1992). 


The authority to make independent decisions and 
the consequent alignment of the employee's 
interests with management's are hallmarks of 
managerial status for purposes of labor law. In a 
case involving university faculty members, the 
United States Supreme Court explained: 


"Managerial employees must _ exercise 
discretion within, or even independently of, 
established employer policy and must be 
aligned with management. * * * An employee 
may be excluded [***7] as managerial only if 
he represents management interests by taking 
or recommending discretionary actions that 
effectively control or implement employer 
policy." ( National Labor Relations Board vy. 
Yeshiva University (1980), 444 U.S. 672, 683, 
63 L. Ed. 2d 115, 126, 100 S. Ct. 856, 862.) 


The Court concluded that the faculty members at 
issue, unlike faculty members on other college 
campuses, were managerial employees because of 


their deep involvement in, and control over, 
administrative matters. 


Moreover, it should be noted that "managerial 
status is not limited to those at the very highest 
level of the governmental entity, for it is enough if 
the functions performed by the employee 
sufficiently align him with management such that 
the employees 'should not be in a position requiring 
them to divide their loyalty to the administration * 
* * with their loyalty to an exclusive collective- 
bargaining representative." Salaried 
Employees [*302] of North America v. Illinois 
Local Labor Relations Board (1990), 202 Ill. App. 
3d 1013, 1021, 148 Ill. Dec. 329, 560 N.E.2d 926, 
quoting Board of Regents of the Regency 
Universities System v. Illinois Educational Labor 
Relations Board (1988), [***8] 166 Ill. App. 3d 
730, 742-43, 117 Ill. Dec. 799, 520 N.E.2d 1150. 


Applying these considerations to the circumstances 
in this case, we believe that the assistant State's 
Attorneys must be regarded [**304] [****764] 
as managerial employees, as that term is defined in 
the Illinois Public Labor Relations Act, and thus 
not subject to the collective-bargaining provisions 
of the Act. A review of the statutory powers and 
duties of the State's Attorney, who is aided in the 
performance of his office by the assistant State's 
Attorneys (see 55 ILCS 5/4-2003 (West 1992)), and 
of the case law describing the position of assistant 
State's Attorney demonstrates that the assistants 
have a significant managerial role in carrying out 
the mission of the State's Attorney's office. 


The State's Attorney is required, among other 
things: 
"(1) To commence and prosecute all actions, 
suits, indictments and prosecutions, civil and 
criminal, in the circuit court for his county, in 
which the people of the State or county may be 
concerned. 


(2) To prosecute all forfeited bonds and 
recognizances, and all actions and proceedings 
for the recovery of debts, revenues, moneys, 
fines, penalties and forfeitures accruing to the 
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State [***9] or his county, or to any school 
district or road district in his county; also, to 
prosecute all suits in his county against railroad 
or transportation companies, which may be 
prosecuted in the name of the People of the 
State of Illinois. 

(3) To commence and prosecute all actions and 
proceedings brought by any county officer in 
his official capacity. 

(4) To defend all actions and proceedings 
brought against his county, or against any 
county or State officer, in his official capacity, 


within his county. 
* KOK 


[*303] (7) To give his opinion, without fee or 
reward, to any county officer in his county, 
upon any question or law relating to any 
criminal or other matter, in which the people or 
the county may be concerned. 

* OK OK 
(11) To perform such other and further duties 
as may, from time to time, be enjoined on him 
by law. 

(12) To appear in all proceedings by collectors 
of taxes against delinquent taxpayers for 
judgments to sell real estate, and see that all the 
necessary preliminary steps have been legally 
taken to make the judgment legal and binding." 
55 ILCS 5/3-9005(a)(1), (a)(2), (a)(3), (a)(4), 
(a)(7), (a)(10), (a)(11), (a)(12) (West 1992). 


Assistant State's Attorneys are in essence [***10] 
surrogates for the State's Attorney in carrying out 
these multiplicitous duties. (See McGrath v. Gillis 
(7th Cir. 1995), 44 F.3d 567, 571.) This court long 
ago described the position of assistant State's 
Attorneys in the following terms: 


"In our opinion the position * * * is an office 
and not a mere employment. They exercise 
some portion of the sovereign power of the 
State. Their duties are not prescribed by 
contract or agreement, but by law. They are not 
engaged to perform a special act the 
completion of which ends their duty, but the 


duties of the position are continuous, without 
regard to the particular person who holds the 
office. We conclude that they are not mere 
agents to perform a particular act or duty, but 
are officers for the performance of the general 
duties of the office[] of State's attorney * * *." ( 
People ex rel. Landers v. Toledo, St. Louis & 
Western R.R. Co. (1915), 267 Ill. 142, 145-46, 
107 N.E. 879.) 


Indeed, "assistant State's Attorneys possess the 
power [of the State's Attorney] in the same manner 
and to the same effect as the State's Attorney." ( 
People v. Tobias (1984), 125 Ill. App. 3d 234, 242, 
465 N.E.2d 608, 80 Ill. Dec. 496.) Another court 
has observed: [***11] 
"An Assistant State's Attorney is generally 
clothed with all the powers and privileges of 
the State's Attorney; and all acts done by him in 
that capacity must be regarded as if done by the 
State's Attorney himself. [Citation.] 


[*304] * * * We believe that the legislative 
purpose in creating the office of Assistant 
State's Attorney [citation], was to provide an 
official who should have full power to act in 
the case of the absence or sickness of the 
State's Attorney, or in the case of his being 
otherwise engaged in the discharge of the 
duties of office, in the same manner and to the 
same extent that the State's Attorney could act 
+ =" People (**305] [****765] v. Nanas 
(1973), 9 Ill. App. 3d 570, 575-76, 292 N.E.2d 
466. 


In that role, an assistant State's Attorney is 
therefore called upon to take numerous 
"discretionary actions that effectively control or 
implement employer policy" ( National Labor 
Relations Board v. Yeshiva University (1980), 444 
U.S. 672, 683, 63 L, Ed. 2d 115, 126, 100 5. Ct 
856, 862). Moreover, an assistant State's Attorney's 
professional interests are closely aligned with those 
of management. (See Yeshiva University, 444 U.S. 
at 688, 63 L. Ed. 2d at 129, 100 S. [***12] Ct. at 
865.) Given the close identification of a State's 
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Attorney with the actions of his or her assistants, 
the unity of their professional interests, and the 
power of the assistants to act on behalf of the 
State's Attorney, we conclude that assistant State's 
Attorneys must, as a matter of law, be regarded as 
managerial employees as that term is defined in the 
Illinois Public Labor Relations Act. 


The defendants contend, however, that fact-finding 
by the appropriate administrative agency is 
necessary before a determination of the assistants’ 
managerial status may be made. The defendants 
note that the two prior cases addressing the 
application of the Labor Act to lawyers were on 
administrative review from decisions by the two 
labor boards, and that in each instance the appellate 
court had before it a detailed record of evidence 
concerning the specific duties of the attorney- 
employees. See Chief Judge v. American 
Federation of State, County & Municipal 
Employees, Council 31 (1992), 229 Ill. App. 3d 
180, 593 N.E.2d 922, 171 Ill. Dec. 102; Salaried 
Employees of North America v. Illinois Local Labor 
Relations Board (1990), 202 Ill. App. 3d 1013, 148 
Ill. Dec. 329, 560 N.E.2d 926. 


[*305] We do not believe that fact- 
finding [***13] by the administrative agency is 
necessary in this case. We agree with the State's 
Attorney that the statutes and case law articulating 
the powers and duties of his office and of the 
assistant State's Attorneys provide — sufficient 
grounds for determining this issue as a matter of 
law. No similarly detailed statutory apparatus 
describes the functions of the guardians ad litem 
involved in Chief Judge or the lawyers of the 
municipal law department involved in Salaried 
Employees, and thus fact-finding could have been 
deemed necessary in those settings. Moreover, as in 
cases involving claims of improper discharge, we 
believe that the relevant focus here is on the 
requirements of the statutes setting forth the 
applicable powers and duties of the type of 
employee at issue, rather than the specific tasks 
performed by the particular individuals involved. 
See Tomczak v. City of Chicago (7th Cir. 1985), 


765 F.2d 633, 640 (appropriate inquiry in discharge 
claim concerns "the powers inherent in a given 
office, as opposed to the functions performed by a 
particular occupant of that office"); Fellhauer v. 
City of Geneva (1991), 142 Ill. 2d 495, 518, 154 Il. 
Dec. 649, 568 N.E.2d [***14] 870 (same). 


This is not to say that all publicly employed 
lawyers must necessarily be deemed managerial 
employees under the Labor Act. We hold here only 
that assistant State's Attorneys must be so regarded, 
in view of the statutes and case law we have 
discussed. Parenthetically, we note that assistant 
State's Attorneys in a number of Illinois counties 
are covered by collective-bargaining agreements. In 
none of those instances, however, was a 
determination made by either the State Board or a 
court that the assistants were properly included 
within the scope of the Illinois Public Labor 
Relations Act; in each case, the particular State's 
Attorney's office either voluntarily recognized the 
bargaining unit or stipulated to its selection. 


[*306] Our conclusion that the present matter may 

be determined as a matter of law means, too, that 
the State's Attorney was not required to exhaust his 
administrative remedies before commencing the 
present action. The exhaustion doctrine is no bar to 
a judicial determination in this case because 
questions of fact are not involved here and agency 
expertise would not aid in the resolution of the 
issue before us. Castaneda v. Illinois Human 
Rights Comm'n (1989), [***15] 132 Ill. 2d 304, 
309, 138 Ill. Dec. 270, 547 N.E.2d 437; County of 
Kane v. Carlson (1987), 116 Ill. 2d 186, 199, 107 
Ill. Dec. 569, 507 N.E.2d 482; McKenna v. Board 
of Trustees of the University of Illinois (1980), 90 
Ill. App. 3d 992, 998-99, 46 Ill. Dec. 401, 414 
N.E.2d 123. 


[**306] [****766] The requirement that a 
litigant exhaust his or her administrative remedies 
before seeking judicial review or redress has a 
number of salutary purposes. Notably, the rule 
allows the full development of the relevant facts in 
the proceeding before the administrative agency, 
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permits the agency to use its special expertise in 
resolving the matter, and avoids what would be 
unnecessary judicial action if the party should 
prevail before the agency. ( //linois Bell Telephone 
Co. v. Allphin (1975), 60 Ill. 2d 350, 358, 326 
N.E.2d 737.) There are exceptions, however, to the 
general requirement that a party exhaust its 
administrative remedies before pursuing judicial 
redress. "While this court generally requires strict 
compliance with this doctrine, we recognize several 
exceptions. An aggrieved party may seek judicial 
review of an administrative decision without 
complying with the exhaustion of remedies 
doctrine [***16] * * * where no issues of fact are 
presented or agency expertise is not involved 
[citations] * * *." Castaneda, 132 Ill. 2d at 308-09. 


The issue before us is one of statutory and case law 
interpretation, and therefore it falls within the scope 
of our particular expertise and not the State Board's. 
As we have previously noted in discussing the 
exhaustion rule and its exceptions, "The agency's 
particular [*307] expertise is not implicated in 
statutory construction." ( Landfill, Inc. v. Pollution 
Control Board (1978), 74 Ill. 2d 541, 550, 25 II. 
Dec. 602, 387 N.E.2d 258.) Accordingly, we 
conclude that the exhaustion doctrine is no bar to 
our consideration and resolution of the present 
dispute. 


For the reasons stated, the judgment of the circuit 
court of Cook County is affirmed in part and 
reversed in part.

Dissent 


JUSTICE HARRISON, dissenting: 


Assistant State's Attorneys are not managerial 
employees as a matter of law. Although they carry 
out the general duties of the office of State's 
Attorney, that is not dispositive of their legal status. 


Contrary to the majority's view, an employee 
cannot be deemed "managerial" because [***17] 
he has the authority to act for his employer and to 
exercise independent judgment in doing so. To 
some degree, all professional employees exercise 
independent judgment in performing _ their 
responsibilities. The majority's approach would 
therefore have the effect of removing not only 
attorneys, but all professional employees, from the 
reach of the Illinois Public Labor Relations Act ( 5 
ILCS 315/1 et seg. (West 1992)), contrary to the 
clear intention of the legislature. 


What matters under the law are the type of 
decisions professional employees make and the 
areas over which they have authority. If their 
decisionmaking consists of discharging normal 
professional duties in projects to which they have 
been assigned, professional employees cannot be 
excluded from coverage under the Illinois Public 
Labor Relations Act ( 5 ILCS 315/1 et seg. (West 
1992)) even if union membership may involve 
divided loyalty with the employer. (See National 
Labor Relations Board y. Yeshiva University 
(1980), 444 U.S. 672, 690, 63 L. Ed. 2d 115, 130, 
100 S. Ct. 856, 866.) Accordingly, [*308] when 
an attorney for the State decides whether to offer a 
plea bargain or take a case to trial, when he gives 
his professional [***18] opinion to county officers 
on questions of law, or when he does any of the 
myriad other things that make lawyers lawyers, that 
does not elevate him to the status of manager. 
Something more is necessary. 


The question of whether a professional employee 
should be deemed "managerial" within the meaning 
of section 3(j) of the Illinois Public Labor Relations 
Act ( 5 ILCS 315/34) (West 1992)) must be 
evaluated in the context of the purpose of the 
statute. The Act is not concerned with every aspect 
of the relationship between employers and 
employees. Rather, it is addressed specifically to 
issues of wages, hours and other conditions of 
employment. (See 5 ILCS 315/2, 4, 6, 7 (West 
1992).) Wages, hours and other conditions of 
employment are the only matters over which 
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employers are required to bargain ( 5 ILCS 315/4, 7 
(West 1992)), and the only matters about which 
public employees, including professional 
employees, have the right to organize and bargain 
collectively ( 5 ILCS 315/6 (West 1992)). [**307] 
[****767] As a result, when section 3(j) of the 
Act ( 5 ILCS 315/34) (West 1992)) defines a 
managerial employee as one who is charged with 
directing the effectuation of "management policies 
and practices," what [***19] it is really referring to 
are management policies and practices concerning 
wages, hours and other conditions of employment. 
Because wages, hours and other conditions of 
employment are all that matter under the Act, an 
employee's power to make policy in some other 
area is irrelevant. Unless he can control wages, 
hours and other conditions of employment, an 
employee cannot be deemed a manager for the 
purposes of this statute. 


In rejecting this approach for a more expansive 
definition of managerial status, the majority forgets 
that, [*309] under the Act, the statutory duty to 
bargain collectively is broad, and any exceptions 
should be construed narrowly. (See, e.g., City of 
Decatur v. American Federation of State, County, 
& Municipal Employees, Local 268 (1988), 122 Ill. 
2d 353, 364-66, 522 N.E.2d 1219, 119 Ill. Dec. 
360.) There may sometimes be problems of divided 
loyalty between the employer and the collective- 
bargaining unit if assistant State's Attorneys are 
permitted to organize, but divided loyalty is an 
issue whenever labor organizes. If the prospect of 
divided loyalty were reason enough to take 
employees out of the Act, no public employee 
could ever invoke its protections. The law would be 
rendered a nullity. 


I note, [***20] moreover, that the issue of loyalty 
is no more problematic here than in other 
situations. To the contrary, there should be no real 
concern about employee allegiance in this context. 
Prosecutors, as a group, tend to be highly motivated 
and dedicated individuals. In most cases, 
economics are not their guiding consideration. 
They do what they do out of philosophical 


conviction and in obedience to the Rules of 
Professional Conduct. There is no reason to believe 
that the opportunity to engage in collective 
bargaining would diminish their commitment in 
any way. If anything, it is likely to enhance their 
dedication by protecting them from unfair terms 
and conditions of employment. 


Although the majority claims that its holding does 
not necessarily mean that all publicly employed 
lawyers will be deemed managers, its analysis 
provides for no exceptions. Had the General 
Assembly intended to exclude this class of 
employees, it could have enacted a_ specific 
statutory provision to accomplish that result. It did 
not, and we have no right to engraft such an 
exclusion onto the statute. Under the law, lawyers 
constitute professional employees and, as such, are 
included in the Act's coverage unless [***21] their 
actual duties, beyond the provision of legal 
services, render them managers. That [*310] is a 
fact-based determination for the State Board to 
make, and the circuit court was therefore correct 
when it refused to bar the Board from proceeding 
with the representation petitions in this case. 


JUSTICE FREEMAN joins in this dissent.

Hi -- 


I'd like to clarify one thing that I was not able to do definitively last night when I spoke with Robert Foley. We 
wrote, per an interview with CPD, that a grand jury had returned an indictment against Smollet and that charges 
had been approved by the SAO. When we saw the NYT issue a correction saying Jussie Smollett had not been 
indicted, I rechecked our initial wording and was told that "returned an indictment" was correct. Before we issue 
our own correction, I want to make sure that there is not some small distinction between "returned and 
indictment" and "was indicted" that indeed means our wording was correct. Can you help? 


In order to work around the problem immediately, we did tweak our story language last night to just say Mr.

Defendant: Jussie Smollett (DOB 6/21/82) - 36 years old 
Charge: Disorderly Conduct-False Report (Class 4 Felony) 


The Defendant Jussie Smollet is an Actor and Singer-Songwriter, who currently appears 
as a character on the Fox television show “Empire.” Defendant Smollett currently 
resides in an Apartment in Chicago’s Streeterville neighborhood. 


The People expect the evidence to show that: 


On Tuesday, January 22, 2019, Defendant Smollett received a written letter at the Cinespace 
Chicago Film Studios, which is a facility on the Southwest Side of Chicago where the 
Empire Television Show is filmed. This letter contained written threats directed toward 
Defendant Smollett, and contained a then unknown white powdery substance. The letter 
also contained cut out letters pieced together which stated "Smollett Jussie you will die black 
f--", and the word "MAGA" was hand written on the envelope where the return address is 
typically located. This powdery substance has since been determined to be crushed 
ibuprofen tablets. The letter also contained a drawing of a stick figure, which appears to 
have a rope around the neck and a gun pointed at it. Law enforcement authorities were 
contacted, and the letter was turned over to the Federal Bureau of Investigation, which is 
currently conducting forensic analysis of the letter. 


In January of 2019, and at all times relevant hereto, Defendant Smollett was close friends 
with an individual by the name of Abimbola “Abel” Osundairo, who is 25 years old. 

Smollett and Abel initiated their friendship in the fall of 2017. During the course of this 
friendship, Defendant Smollett and Abel socialized together, exercised together, as well as 
worked together on the Fox television series Empire. Within that working relationship, Abel 
was a stand-in for a character named “Kai”, who is a love interest of Defendant Smollet’s 
character on the Empire TV Show. Additionally, text messages between Defendant Smollett 
and Abel revealed that Abel was a source of designer drugs for Defendant Smollett. 
Specifically, since the spring of 2018, on several occasions, Defendant Smollett requested 
Abel to provide him with “Molly”, which is a street name for the narcotic Ecstasy. 


Text messages generated by Defendant Smollett to Abel, specifically starting on the morning 
of January 25, 2019, reveal Defendant Smollett asking Abel when he would be leaving on 
his upcoming trip to Nigeria. This trip was scheduled to take place on the evening of 
January 29, 2019, and it had been planned by Abel and his brother Olabinjo “Ola” Osundairo 
(27 years old) two months prior. 


After Abel confirmed the date and time of his trip, Defendant Smollett texted Abel stating 
“Might need your help on the low. You around to meet up and talk face to face?” The 
two then made arrangements to meet at the Cinespace Studios that afternoon, where 
Defendant Smollett subsequently drove Abel home to Abel’s apartment in the Lakeview 
neighborhood. During the ride, Defendant Smollett indicated to Abel his displeasure with 
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the Empire Studio’s handling of the racist and homophobic letter he received three days 
prior. Defendant Smollett then stated that he wanted to stage an attack where Abel would 
appear to batter him. Defendant Smollett also suggested that Abel’s older brother Ola assist 
him with the attack. Defendant Smollett had met Ola on several previous occasions through 
Abel. Additionally, Ola had also appeared as an extra of the Empire TV show. Abel and 
Ola are both dark skinned, black males, born in the United States, with Nigerian decent. 


When Defendant Smollett and Abel reached Abel’s apartment at approximately 5:00 PM on 
January 25, 2019, Ola, who was then living with Abel, was summoned into Defendant 
Smollett’s vehicle. Once inside, Smollett asked Ola if he could trust him. When Ola said he 
could, Smollett detailed his plans of the attack to the brothers. Defendant Smollett stated 
that he wanted them to appear to attack him on the evening of January 28, 2019 near his 
apartment building in Streeterville. Defendant Smollett also stated that he wanted the 
brothers to catch his attention by calling him an “Empire F----- Empire N-----.” Defendant 
Smollett further detailed that he wanted Abel to attack him, but not hurt him too badly and 
give him a chance to appear to fight back. Defendant Smollett also included that he wanted 
Ola to place a rope around his neck, pour gasoline on him and yell “This is MAGA country.” 
Prior to the brothers getting out of Smollett’s car, Smollett provided Abel with a $100 bill to 
purchase the rope, gasoline, ski masks, gloves and red baseball caps which resemble the ones 
that say “Make America Great Again.” The ride from Cinescape Studios to the Osundairo 
brothers’ home and the meeting between Smollett and the brothers is corroborated by CPD 
POD videos and cellular phone tower data of Smollett’s phone number. 


On the late morning of Sunday January 27, 2019, Smollett drove his vehicle back to the 
Lakeview neighborhood to pick up the brothers and show them the scene where he wanted 
the staged attack to take place. Smollett then drove the brothers to the corner of New Street 
and North Water Street in Chicago where the staged attack was to take place. This was just 
outside Smollett’s apartment building. Further details were provided by Smollett which 
included that the staged attack was to take place near the stairs on the southwest corner of 
New and NorthWater Streets at 10:00PM the following night. Smollett also instructed the 
brothers not to bring their cell phones with them. Smollett directed the brothers’ attention 
toward a surveillance camera on the corner, which he believed would capture the incident. 
There was a change in the plan that bleach was going to be used rather than gasoline during 
the simulated attack. Smollett then drove the brothers home and provided them with a 
$3500 personal check made payable to Abel, which was backdated to January 23, 2019. 


On the morning of January 28, 2019, the date of the planned incident, the brothers purchased 
the clothing items at a local beauty supply store and the rope at a nearby hardware store, 
using the $100 bill that Smollett had given them. These purchases were corroborated by 
surveillance video and a receipt. Abel also deposited Smollett’s check that same day in his 
own bank account. Later that evening, the plan had changed and the time of the attack had 
to be pushed back because Smollett’s flight into O’Hare Airport from New York had been 
delayed by four hours. Smollett’s plane eventually landed at O’Hare at 12:30 AM on 
January 29, 2019. At 12:49 AM, there was a phone call between Smollett and Abel which 
lasted three minutes. During this call, Smollett told Abel the attack would take place at 
exactly 2:00 AM at the preset location. Minutes later Ola ordered an Uber ride share to his 
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home to leave for the crime scene. Cell phone records and Uber records confirm this call and 
the Uber ride. 


The brothers then took the Uber to the 1400 block of North Wells where they exited the Uber 
and flagged down a taxi which took them to within three blocks of the arranged scene at 
approximately 1:22 AM. The taxi’s in-car video captures the brothers flagging the cab and 
riding in the back seat. 


From approximately 1:22A.M. until approximately 2:03A.M., video evidence showed the 
brothers on foot in an area bordered by Lake Shore Drive on the east, Columbus Drive on the 
west, Illinois Street to the north, and the Chicago River to the south. Video evidence also 
showed that Smollett returned back to his apartment from the airport at approximately 1:30 
AM. At 1:45 AM, Smollett left his building to walk to a nearby Subway restaurant at 
Illinois Street and McClurg Court At 2:00 AM, the brothers were at the intersection of New 
St. and North Water Street; however, Defendant Smollett did not arrive exactly at the preset 
time. The brothers then proceeded a quarter block north and waited near a bench until 
Smollett arrived, which was four minutes later. Surveillance cameras captured the brothers 
waiting at this location just prior to the staged attack. During Smollett’s interview on ABC’s 
Good Morning America which aired on February 14, 2019, he identified the people shown in 
a still of this surveillance video as his attackers. Also, during this interview, Smollett 
indicated that he was positive that these were his attackers. The two men in this video are in 
fact that Osundairo brothers. 


It was at this time, that the brothers staged the attack of Defendant Smollett just how Smollett 
had instructed them. While the staged attack was occurring, a witness, who is an employee 
of NBC News Chicago, had just parked and exited her vehicle just around the corner from 
the location of the staged attack. This witness indicated that she heard nothing at the time the 
staged attack was occurring, despite the fact that Defendant Smollett told CPD detectives that 
his attackers were “yelling” racial and homophobic slurs at him, and he in turn was “yelling” 
back at them. The staged attack lasted 45 seconds, and it was just outside the view of the 
desired nearby camera that Smollett had pointed out to the brothers approximately 15 hours 
earlier. 


Approximately one minute later, video evidence showed the brothers run from the location, 
southbound toward the Chicago River and westbound toward Columbus Drive Video 
evidence also captured the brothers entering a taxi at the Hyatt Regency Hotel across the 
river at 02:10 A.M. 


Video evidence then showed that at 2:25 AM, the brothers exit the taxi on the 3600 block of 
North Marshfield Ave. and walk northbound. This was only a few blocks from the brothers’ 
Lakeview apartment, which was also the original Uber pick up location to the staged crime 
scene. Video shows the brothers walking from where they were dropped off toward their 
home. Two minutes after the brothers exited the taxi, at 2:27 A.M., Defendant Smollett’s 
manager called the police to report the incident. At approximately 2:42 A.M., Chicago 
Police arrived at Smollett’s apartment. Chicago Police Officers observed that Smollett had a 
rope draped around his neck. This was captured on police body worn camera. Seconds later, 
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Smollett asked the Police to shut off the cameras. Smollett then made a police report where 
he claimed he was the victim of an attack in which the offenders struck him while yelling 
racial and homophobic slurs. Smollett also reported that the offenders placed a rope around 
his neck, poured a liquid chemical on him, and told him this is “MAGA Country.” 

Defendant Smollett also reported for the first time, that three days prior, on January 26, 2019, 
he received a phone call from an unidentified phone number in which an unidentified male 
caller stated, "Hey you little F----" before ending the call. Smollett also told police that the 
incident happened near a camera, which he stated should have captured the attack. This is 
the same camera that Defendant Smollett pointed out to the Osundairo brothers in 
preparation of this staged attack. Smollett also told police that the initial and primary 
attacker (now known to be Abel Osundairo) was wearing a ski mask which covered his entire 
face, with the exception of his eyes and the area all around his eyes. Smollett stated to the 
police that he could see that the area around this person’s eyes was white-skinned. As stated 
earlier in this proffer, the Osundairo brothers are dark skinned male blacks. During the Good 
Morning America interview referenced earlier, Smollett stated “And it feels like if I had said 
it was a Muslim, or a Mexican, or someone black, I feel like the doubters would have 
supported me much more. A lot more...” These statements by Smollett further misled the 
police and the public to believe that his attackers were white. 


On January 29, 2019 at 7:45 PM, just less than 18 hours following reported attack, Defendant 
Smollett placed a phone call to Abel and the duration of the call was five seconds. Two 
minutes later, Abel called back Smollett and the call lasted 1 minute and 34 seconds. The 
brothers then boarded their flight to Nigeria and left the country. On January 30, 2019 at 
10:46 AM, Defendant Smollett called Abel, who was in Istanbul Turkey, and the duration of 
the call lasted 8 minutes and 48 seconds. 


For the next two weeks, the Chicago Police Department investigated this matter as a Hate 
Crime. Chicago police were able to identify the Osundairo brothers as the alleged attackers 
through an extensive investigation using Surveillance Videos, Police Pod Videos, in-car taxi 
camera videos, rideshare records, credit card records, bank records, and a store receipt. On 
February 13, 2019, the brothers returned from Nigeria, landing at Chicago O'Hare 
International Airport, and they were detained by US Customs. Members of the Chicago 
Police Department then placed them into custody. That same evening, the Chicago Police 
executed a Search Warrant upon the Osundairo brothers’ residence where they recovered 
evidence which linked Abel to the Empire TV show. Chicago Police already had determined 
that Ola was affiliated with the show as well. 


Following their arrest and through consultation with their attorneys, the brothers agreed to 
cooperate in the investigation. As more evidence, such as text messages, phone records, 
social media records, bank records, surveillance video and the receipt from the purchase of 
the rope was obtained by investigators, the investigation shifted from a Hate Crime to a 
Disorderly Conduct investigation. The Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office approved 
charges of Disorderly Conduct against Defendant Smollett at 6:10 PM on February 20, 2019. 
At 5:00 AM this morning (January 21, 2019), Defendant Smollett was placed into custody at 
Area Central Chicago Police Headquarters.

This is 
the same camera that Defendant Smollett pointed out to the Osundairo brothers in 
preparation of this staged attack. Smollett also told police that the initial and primary 
attacker (now known to be Abel Osundairo) was wearing a ski mask which covered his entire 
face, with the exception of his eyes and the area all around his eyes. Smollett stated to the 
police that he could see that the area around this person’s eyes was white-skinned. As stated 
earlier in this proffer, the Osundairo brothers are dark skinned male blacks. During the Good 
Morning America interview referenced earlier, Smollett stated “And it feels like if I had said 
it was a Muslim, or a Mexican, or someone black, I feel like the doubters would have 
supported me much more. A lot more...” These statements by Smollett further misled the 
police and the public to believe that his attackers were white. 


On January 29, 2019 at 7:45 PM, just less than 18 hours following reported attack, Defendant 
Smollett placed a phone call to Abel and the duration of the call was five seconds. Two 
minutes later, Abel called back Smollett and the call lasted 1 minute and 34 seconds. The 
brothers then boarded their flight to Nigeria and left the country. On January 30, 2019 at 
10:46 AM, Defendant Smollett called Abel, who was in Istanbul Turkey, and the duration of 
the call lasted 8 minutes and 48 seconds. 


For the next two weeks, the Chicago Police Department investigated this matter as a Hate 
Crime. Chicago police were able to identify the Osundairo brothers as the alleged attackers 
through an extensive investigation using Surveillance Videos, Police Pod Videos, in-car taxi 
camera videos, rideshare records, credit card records, bank records, and a store receipt. On 
February 13, 2019, the brothers returned from Nigeria, landing at Chicago O'Hare 
International Airport, and they were detained by US Customs. Members of the Chicago 
Police Department then placed them into custody. That same evening, the Chicago Police 
executed a Search Warrant upon the Osundairo brothers’ residence where they recovered 
evidence which linked Abel to the Empire TV show. Chicago Police already had determined 
that Ola was affiliated with the show as well. 


Following their arrest and through consultation with their attorneys, the brothers agreed to 
cooperate in the investigation. As more evidence, such as text messages, phone records, 
social media records, bank records, surveillance video and the receipt from the purchase of 
the rope was obtained by investigators, the investigation shifted from a Hate Crime to a 
Disorderly Conduct investigation. The Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office approved 
charges of Disorderly Conduct against Defendant Smollett at 6:10 PM on February 20, 2019. 
At 5:00 AM this morning (January 21, 2019), Defendant Smollett was placed into custody at 
Area Central Chicago Police Headquarters.

On Tuesday, January 22, 2019, Defendant Smollett received a written letter at the Cinespace 
Chicago Film Studios, which is a facility on the Southwest Side of Chicago where the 
Empire Television Show is filmed. This letter contained written threats directed toward 
Defendant Smollett, and contained a then unknown white powdery substance. The letter 
also contained cut out letters pieced together which stated "Smollett Jussie you will die black 
f--", and the word "MAGA" was hand written on the envelope where the return address is 
typically located. This powdery substance has since been determined to be crushed 
ibuprofen tablets. The letter also contained a drawing of a stick figure, which appears to 
have a rope around the neck and a gun pointed at it. Law enforcement authorities were 
contacted, and the letter was turned over to the Federal Bureau of Investigation, which is 
currently conducting forensic analysis of the letter. 


In January of 2019, and at all times relevant hereto, Defendant Smollett was close friends 
with an individual by the name of Abimbola “Abel” Osundairo, who is 25 years old. 

Smollett and Abel initiated their friendship in the fall of 2017. During the course of this 
friendship, Defendant Smollett and Abel socialized together, exercised together, as well as 
worked together on the Fox television series Empire. Within that working relationship, Abel 
was a stand-in for a character named “Kai”, who is a love interest of Defendant Smollet’s 
character on the Empire TV Show. Additionally, text messages between Defendant Smollett 
and Abel revealed that Abel was a source of designer drugs for Defendant Smollett. 
Specifically, since the spring of 2018, on several occasions, Defendant Smollett requested 
Abel to provide him with “Molly”, which is a street name for the narcotic Ecstasy. 


Text messages generated by Defendant Smollett to Abel, specifically starting on the morning 
of January 25, 2019, reveal Defendant Smollett asking Abel when he would be leaving on 
his upcoming trip to Nigeria. This trip was scheduled to take place on the evening of 
January 29, 2019, and it had been planned by Abel and his brother Olabinjo “Ola” Osundairo 
(27 years old) two months prior. 


After Abel confirmed the date and time of his trip, Defendant Smollett texted Abel stating 
“Might need your help on the low. You around to meet up and talk face to face?” The 
two then made arrangements to meet at the Cinespace Studios that afternoon, where 
Defendant Smollett subsequently drove Abel home to Abel’s apartment in the Lakeview 
neighborhood. During the ride, Defendant Smollett indicated to Abel his displeasure with 
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the Empire Studio’s handling of the racist and homophobic letter he received three days 
prior. Defendant Smollett then stated that he wanted to stage an attack where Abel would 
appear to batter him. Defendant Smollett also suggested that Abel’s older brother Ola assist 
him with the attack. Defendant Smollett had met Ola on several previous occasions through 
Abel. Additionally, Ola had also appeared as an extra of the Empire TV show. Abel and 
Ola are both dark skinned, black males, born in the United States, with Nigerian decent. 


When Defendant Smollett and Abel reached Abel’s apartment at approximately 5:00 PM on 
January 25, 2019, Ola, who was then living with Abel, was summoned into Defendant 
Smollett’s vehicle. Once inside, Smollett asked Ola if he could trust him. When Ola said he 
could, Smollett detailed his plans of the attack to the brothers. Defendant Smollett stated 
that he wanted them to appear to attack him on the evening of January 28, 2019 near his 
apartment building in Streeterville. Defendant Smollett also stated that he wanted the 
brothers to catch his attention by calling him an “Empire F----- Empire N-----.” Defendant 
Smollett further detailed that he wanted Abel to attack him, but not hurt him too badly and 
give him a chance to appear to fight back. Defendant Smollett also included that he wanted 
Ola to place a rope around his neck, pour gasoline on him and yell “This is MAGA country.” 
Prior to the brothers getting out of Smollett’s car, Smollett provided Abel with a $100 bill to 
purchase the rope, gasoline, ski masks, gloves and red baseball caps which resemble the ones 
that say “Make America Great Again.” The ride from Cinescape Studios to the Osundairo 
brothers’ home and the meeting between Smollett and the brothers is corroborated by CPD 
POD videos and cellular phone tower data of Smollett’s phone number. 


On the late morning of Sunday January 27, 2019, Smollett drove his vehicle back to the 
Lakeview neighborhood to pick up the brothers and show them the scene where he wanted 
the staged attack to take place. Smollett then drove the brothers to the corner of New Street 
and North Water Street in Chicago where the staged attack was to take place. This was just 
outside Smollett’s apartment building. Further details were provided by Smollett which 
included that the staged attack was to take place near the stairs on the southwest corner of 
New and NorthWater Streets at 10:00PM the following night. Smollett also instructed the 
brothers not to bring their cell phones with them. Smollett directed the brothers’ attention 
toward a surveillance camera on the corner, which he believed would capture the incident. 
There was a change in the plan that bleach was going to be used rather than gasoline during 
the simulated attack. Smollett then drove the brothers home and provided them with a 
$3500 personal check made payable to Abel, which was backdated to January 23, 2019. 


On the morning of January 28, 2019, the date of the planned incident, the brothers purchased 
the clothing items at a local beauty supply store and the rope at a nearby hardware store, 
using the $100 bill that Smollett had given them. These purchases were corroborated by 
surveillance video and a receipt. Abel also deposited Smollett’s check that same day in his 
own bank account. Later that evening, the plan had changed and the time of the attack had 
to be pushed back because Smollett’s flight into O’Hare Airport from New York had been 
delayed by four hours. Smollett’s plane eventually landed at O’Hare at 12:30 AM on 
January 29, 2019. At 12:49 AM, there was a phone call between Smollett and Abel which 
lasted three minutes. During this call, Smollett told Abel the attack would take place at 
exactly 2:00 AM at the preset location. Minutes later Ola ordered an Uber ride share to his 
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home to leave for the crime scene. Cell phone records and Uber records confirm this call and 
the Uber ride. 


The brothers then took the Uber to the 1400 block of North Wells where they exited the Uber 
and flagged down a taxi which took them to within three blocks of the arranged scene at 
approximately 1:22 AM. The taxi’s in-car video captures the brothers flagging the cab and 
riding in the back seat. 


From approximately 1:22A.M. until approximately 2:03A.M., video evidence showed the 
brothers on foot in an area bordered by Lake Shore Drive on the east, Columbus Drive on the 
west, Illinois Street to the north, and the Chicago River to the south. Video evidence also 
showed that Smollett returned back to his apartment from the airport at approximately 1:30 
AM. At 1:45 AM, Smollett left his building to walk to a nearby Subway restaurant at 
Illinois Street and McClurg Court At 2:00 AM, the brothers were at the intersection of New 
St. and North Water Street; however, Defendant Smollett did not arrive exactly at the preset 
time. The brothers then proceeded a quarter block north and waited near a bench until 
Smollett arrived, which was four minutes later. Surveillance cameras captured the brothers 
waiting at this location just prior to the staged attack. During Smollett’s interview on ABC’s 
Good Morning America which aired on February 14, 2019, he identified the people shown in 
a still of this surveillance video as his attackers. Also, during this interview, Smollett 
indicated that he was positive that these were his attackers. The two men in this video are in 
fact that Osundairo brothers.

Later that evening, the plan had changed and the time of the attack had 
to be pushed back because Smollett’s flight into O’Hare Airport from New York had been 
delayed by four hours. Smollett’s plane eventually landed at O’ Hare at 12:30 AM on 
January 29, 2019. At 12:49 AM, there was a phone call between Smollett and Abel which 
lasted three minutes. During this call, Smollett told Abel the attack would take place at 
exactly 2:00 AM at the preset location. Minutes later Ola ordered an Uber ride share to his 
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home to leave for the crime scene. Cell phone records and Uber records confirm this call and 
the Uber ride. 


The brothers then took the Uber to the 1400 block of North Wells where they exited the Uber 
and flagged down a taxi which took them to within three blocks of the arranged scene at 
approximately 1:22 AM. The taxi’s in-car video captures the brothers flagging the cab and 
riding in the back seat. 


From approximately 1:22A.M. until approximately 2:03A.M., video evidence showed the 
brothers on foot in an area bordered by Lake Shore Drive on the east, Columbus Drive on the 
west, Illinois Street to the north, and the Chicago River to the south. Video evidence also 
showed that Smollett returned back to his apartment from the airport at approximately 1:30 
AM. At 1:45 AM, Smollett left his building to walk to a nearby Subway restaurant at 
Illinois Street and McClurg Court At 2:00 AM, the brothers were at the intersection of New 
St. and North Water Street; however, Defendant Smollett did not arrive exactly at the preset 
time. The brothers then proceeded a quarter block north and waited near a bench until 
Smollett arrived, which was four minutes later. Surveillance cameras captured the brothers 
waiting at this location just prior to the staged attack. During Smollett’s interview on ABC’s 
Good Morning America which aired on February 14, 2019, he identified the people shown in 
a still of this surveillance video as his attackers. Also, during this interview, Smollett 
indicated that he was positive that these were his attackers. The two men in this video are in 
fact that Osundairo brothers. 


It was at this time, that the brothers staged the attack of Defendant Smollett just how Smollett 
had instructed them. While the staged attack was occurring, a witness, who is an employee 
of NBC News Chicago, had just parked and exited her vehicle just around the corner from 
the location of the staged attack. This witness indicated that she heard nothing at the time the 
staged attack was occurring, despite the fact that Defendant Smollett told CPD detectives that 
his attackers were “yelling” racial and homophobic slurs at him, and he in turn was “yelling” 
back at them. The staged attack lasted 45 seconds, and it was just outside the view of the 
desired nearby camera that Smollett had pointed out to the brothers approximately 15 hours 
earlier.

This is 
the same camera that Defendant Smollett pointed out to the Osundairo brothers in 
preparation of this staged attack. Smollett also told police that the initial and primary 
attacker (now known to be Abel Osundairo) was wearing a ski mask which covered his entire 
face, with the exception of his eyes and the area all around his eyes. Smollett stated to the 
police that he could see that the area around this person’s eyes was white-skinned. As stated 
earlier in this proffer, the Osundairo brothers are dark skinned male blacks. During the Good 
Morning America interview referenced earlier, Smollett stated “And it feels like if I had said 
it was a Muslim, or a Mexican, or someone black, I feel like the doubters would have 
supported me much more. A lot more...” These statements by Smollett further misled the 
police and the public to believe that his attackers were white. 


On January 29, 2019 at 7:45 PM, just less than 18 hours following reported attack, Defendant 
Smollett placed a phone call to Abel and the duration of the call was five seconds. Two 
minutes later, Abel called back Smollett and the call lasted 1 minute and 34 seconds. The 
brothers then boarded their flight to Nigeria and left the country. On January 30, 2019 at 
10:46 AM, Defendant Smollett called Abel, who was in Istanbul Turkey, and the duration of 
the call lasted 8 minutes and 48 seconds. 


For the next two weeks, the Chicago Police Department investigated this matter as a Hate 
Crime. Chicago police were able to identify the Osundairo brothers as the alleged attackers 
through an extensive investigation using Surveillance Videos, Police Pod Videos, in-car taxi 
camera videos, rideshare records, credit card records, bank records, and a store receipt. On 
February 13, 2019, the brothers returned from Nigeria, landing at Chicago O'Hare 
International Airport, and they were detained by US Customs. Members of the Chicago 
Police Department then placed them into custody. That same evening, the Chicago Police 
executed a Search Warrant upon the Osundairo brothers’ residence where they recovered 
evidence which linked Abel to the Empire TV show. Chicago Police already had determined 
that Ola was affiliated with the show as well. 


Following their arrest and through consultation with their attorneys, the brothers agreed to 
cooperate in the investigation. As more evidence, such as text messages, phone records, 
social media records, bank records, surveillance video and the receipt from the purchase of 
the rope was obtained by investigators, the investigation shifted from a Hate Crime to a 
Disorderly Conduct investigation.

The 
two then made arrangements to meet at the Cinespace Studios that afternoon, where 
Defendant Smollett subsequently drove Abel home to Abel’s apartment in the Lakeview 
neighborhood.

On the morning of January 28, 2019, the date of the planned incident, the brothers purchased 
the clothing items at a local beauty supply store and the rope at a nearby hardware store, 
using the $100 bill that Smollett had given them. These purchases were corroborated by 
surveillance video and a receipt. Abel also deposited Smollett’s check that same day in his 
own bank account. Later that evening, the plan had changed and the time of the attack had 
to be pushed back because Smollett’s flight into O’Hare Airport from New York had been 
delayed by four hours. Smollett’s plane eventually landed at O’ Hare at 12:30 AM on 
January 29, 2019. At 12:49 AM, there was a phone call between Smollett and Abel which 
lasted three minutes. During this call, Smollett told Abel the attack would take place at 
exactly 2:00 AM at the preset location. Minutes later Ola ordered an Uber ride share to his 
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home to leave for the crime scene. Cell phone records and Uber records confirm this call and 
the Uber ride. 


The brothers then took the Uber to the 1400 block of North Wells where they exited the Uber 
and flagged down a taxi which took them to within three blocks of the arranged scene at 
approximately 1:22 AM. The taxi’s in-car video captures the brothers flagging the cab and 
riding in the back seat. 


From approximately 1:22A.M. until approximately 2:03A.M., video evidence showed the 
brothers on foot in an area bordered by Lake Shore Drive on the east, Columbus Drive on the 
west, Illinois Street to the north, and the Chicago River to the south. Video evidence also 
showed that Smollett returned back to his apartment from the airport at approximately 1:30 
AM. At 1:45 AM, Smollett left his building to walk to a nearby Subway restaurant at 
Illinois Street and McClurg Court At 2:00 AM, the brothers were at the intersection of New 
St. and North Water Street; however, Defendant Smollett did not arrive exactly at the preset 
time.

This witness indicated that she heard nothing at the time the 
staged attack was occurring, despite the fact that Defendant Smollett told CPD detectives that 
his attackers were “yelling” racial and homophobic slurs at him, and he in turn was “yelling” 
back at them. The staged attack lasted 45 seconds, and it was just outside the view of the 
desired nearby camera that Smollett had pointed out to the brothers approximately 15 hours 
earlier. 


Approximately one minute later, video evidence showed the brothers run from the location, 
southbound toward the Chicago River and westbound toward Columbus Drive Video 
evidence also captured the brothers entering a taxi at the Hyatt Regency Hotel across the 
river at 02:10 A.M. 


Video evidence then showed that at 2:25 AM, the brothers exit the taxi on the 3600 block of 
North Marshfield Ave. and walk northbound. This was only a few blocks from the brothers’ 
Lakeview apartment, which was also the original Uber pick up location to the staged crime 
scene. Video shows the brothers walking from where they were dropped off toward their 
home. Two minutes after the brothers exited the taxi, at 2:27 A.M., Defendant Smollett’s 
manager called the police to report the incident. At approximately 2:42 A.M., Chicago 
Police arrived at Smollett’s apartment. Chicago Police Officers observed that Smollett had a 
rope draped around his neck. This was captured on police body worn camera. Seconds later, 
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Smollett asked the Police to shut off the cameras. Smollett then made a police report where 
he claimed he was the victim of an attack in which the offenders struck him while yelling 
racial and homophobic slurs. Smollett also reported that the offenders placed a rope around 
his neck, poured a liquid chemical on him, and told him this is “MAGA Country.”

Smollett also told police that the initial and primary 
attacker (now known to be Abel Osundairo) was wearing a ski mask which covered his entire 
face, with the exception of his eyes and the area all around his eyes. Smollett stated to the 
police that he could see that the area around this person’s eyes was white-skinned. As stated 
earlier in this proffer, the Osundairo brothers are dark skinned male blacks. During the Good 
Morning America interview referenced earlier, Smollett stated “And it feels like if I had said 
it was a Muslim, or a Mexican, or someone black, I feel like the doubters would have 
supported me much more. A lot more...” These statements by Smollett further misled the 
police and the public to believe that his attackers were white.

On 
February 13, 2019, the brothers returned from Nigeria, landing at Chicago O'Hare 
International Airport, and they were detained by US Customs. Members of the Chicago 
Police Department then placed them into custody. That same evening, the Chicago Police 
executed a Search Warrant upon the Osundairo brothers’ residence where they recovered 
evidence which linked Abel to the Empire TV show. Chicago Police already had determined 
that Ola was affiliated with the show as well. 


Following their arrest and through consultation with their attorneys, the brothers agreed to 
cooperate in the investigation. As more evidence, such as text messages, phone records, 
social media records, bank records, surveillance video and the receipt from the purchase of 
the rope was obtained by investigators, the investigation shifted from a Hate Crime to a 
Disorderly Conduct investigation.

When Defendant Smollett and Abel reached Abel’s apartment at approximately 5:00 PM on 
January 25, 2019, Ola, who was then living with Abel, was summoned into Defendant 
Smollett’s vehicle. Once inside, Smollett asked Ola if he could trust him. When Ola said he 
could, Smollett detailed his plans of the attack to the brothers. Defendant Smollett stated 
that he wanted them to appear to attack him on the evening of January 28, 2019 near his 
apartment building in Streeterville. Defendant Smollett also stated that he wanted the 
brothers to catch his attention by calling him an “Empire F----- Empire N-----.” Defendant 
Smollett further detailed that he wanted Abel to attack him, but not hurt him too badly and 
give him a chance to appear to fight back. Defendant Smollett also included that he wanted 
Ola to place a rope around his neck, pour gasoline on him and yell “This is MAGA country.” 
Prior to the brothers getting out of Smollett’s car, Smollett provided Abel with a $100 bill to 
purchase the rope, gasoline, ski masks, gloves and red baseball caps which resemble the ones 
that say “Make America Great Again.” The ride from Cinescape Studios to the Osundairo 
brothers’ home and the meeting between Smollett and the brothers is corroborated by CPD 
POD videos and cellular phone tower data of Smollett’s phone number. 


On the late morning of Sunday January 27, 2019, Smollett drove his vehicle back to the 
Lakeview neighborhood to pick up the brothers and show them the scene where he wanted 
the staged attack to take place. Smollett then drove the brothers to the corner of New Street 
and North Water Street in Chicago where the staged attack was to take place. This was just 
outside Smollett’s apartment building. Further details were provided by Smollett which 
included that the staged attack was to take place near the stairs on the southwest corner of 
New and NorthWater Streets at 10:00PM the following night. Smollett also instructed the 
brothers not to bring their cell phones with them. Smollett directed the brothers’ attention 
toward a surveillance camera on the corner, which he believed would capture the incident. 
There was a change in the plan that bleach was going to be used rather than gasoline during 
the simulated attack. Smollett then drove the brothers home and provided them with a 
$3500 personal check made payable to Abel, which was backdated to January 23, 2019. 


On the morning of January 28, 2019, the date of the planned incident, the brothers purchased 
the clothing items at a local beauty supply store and the rope at a nearby hardware store, 
using the $100 bill that Smollett had given them. These purchases were corroborated by 
surveillance video and a receipt. Abel also deposited Smollett’s check that same day in his 
own bank account. Later that evening, the plan had changed and the time of the attack had 
to be pushed back because Smollett’s flight into O’Hare Airport from New York had been 
delayed by four hours. Smollett’s plane eventually landed at O’ Hare at 12:30 AM on 
January 29, 2019. At 12:49 AM, there was a phone call between Smollett and Abel which 
lasted three minutes. During this call, Smollett told Abel the attack would take place at 
exactly 2:00 AM at the preset location. Minutes later Ola ordered an Uber ride share to his 
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home to leave for the crime scene. Cell phone records and Uber records confirm this call and 
the Uber ride. 


The brothers then took the Uber to the 1400 block of North Wells where they exited the Uber 
and flagged down a taxi which took them to within three blocks of the arranged scene at 
approximately 1:22 AM. The taxi’s in-car video captures the brothers flagging the cab and 
riding in the back seat. 


From approximately 1:22A.M. until approximately 2:03A.M., video evidence showed the 
brothers on foot in an area bordered by Lake Shore Drive on the east, Columbus Drive on the 
west, Illinois Street to the north, and the Chicago River to the south. Video evidence also 
showed that Smollett returned back to his apartment from the airport at approximately 1:30 
AM. At 1:45 AM, Smollett left his building to walk to a nearby Subway restaurant at 
Illinois Street and McClurg Court At 2:00 AM, the brothers were at the intersection of New 
St. and North Water Street; however, Defendant Smollett did not arrive exactly at the preset 
time. The brothers then proceeded a quarter block north and waited near a bench until 
Smollett arrived, which was four minutes later. Surveillance cameras captured the brothers 
waiting at this location just prior to the staged attack. During Smollett’s interview on ABC’s 
Good Morning America which aired on February 14, 2019, he identified the people shown in 
a still of this surveillance video as his attackers. Also, during this interview, Smollett 
indicated that he was positive that these were his attackers. The two men in this video are in 
fact that Osundairo brothers. 


It was at this time, that the brothers staged the attack of Defendant Smollett just how Smollett 
had instructed them. While the staged attack was occurring, a witness, who is an employee 
of NBC News Chicago, had just parked and exited her vehicle just around the corner from 
the location of the staged attack. This witness indicated that she heard nothing at the time the 
staged attack was occurring, despite the fact that Defendant Smollett told CPD detectives that 
his attackers were “yelling” racial and homophobic slurs at him, and he in turn was “yelling” 
back at them. The staged attack lasted 45 seconds, and it was just outside the view of the 
desired nearby camera that Smollett had pointed out to the brothers approximately 15 hours 
earlier. 


Approximately one minute later, video evidence showed the brothers run from the location, 
southbound toward the Chicago River and westbound toward Columbus Drive Video 
evidence also captured the brothers entering a taxi at the Hyatt Regency Hotel across the 
river at 02:10 A.M. 


Video evidence then showed that at 2:25 AM, the brothers exit the taxi on the 3600 block of 
North Marshfield Ave. and walk northbound. This was only a few blocks from the brothers’ 
Lakeview apartment, which was also the original Uber pick up location to the staged crime 
scene. Video shows the brothers walking from where they were dropped off toward their 
home. Two minutes after the brothers exited the taxi, at 2:27 A.M., Defendant Smollett’s 
manager called the police to report the incident. At approximately 2:42 A.M., Chicago 
Police arrived at Smollett’s apartment. Chicago Police Officers observed that Smollett had a 
rope draped around his neck. This was captured on police body worn camera. Seconds later,

Smollett asked the Police to shut off the cameras. Smollett then made a police report where 
he claimed he was the victim of an attack in which the offenders struck him while yelling 
racial and homophobic slurs. Smollett also reported that the offenders placed a rope around 
his neck, poured a liquid chemical on him, and told him this is “MAGA Country.” 

Defendant Smollett also reported for the first time, that three days prior, on January 26, 2019, 
he received a phone call from an unidentified phone number in which an unidentified male 
caller stated, "Hey you little F----" before ending the call. Smollett also told police that the 
incident happened near a camera, which he stated should have captured the attack. This is 
the same camera that Defendant Smollett pointed out to the Osundairo brothers in 
preparation of this staged attack. Smollett also told police that the initial and primary 
attacker (now known to be Abel Osundairo) was wearing a ski mask which covered his entire 
face, with the exception of his eyes and the area all around his eyes. Smollett stated to the 
police that he could see that the area around this person’s eyes was white-skinned. As stated 
earlier in this proffer, the Osundairo brothers are dark skinned male blacks. During the Good 
Morning America interview referenced earlier, Smollett stated “And it feels like if I had said 
it was a Muslim, or a Mexican, or someone black, I feel like the doubters would have 
supported me much more. A lot more...” These statements by Smollett further misled the 
police and the public to believe that his attackers were white. 


On January 29, 2019 at 7:45 PM, just less than 18 hours following reported attack, Defendant 
Smollett placed a phone call to Abel and the duration of the call was five seconds. Two 
minutes later, Abel called back Smollett and the call lasted 1 minute and 34 seconds. The 
brothers then boarded their flight to Nigeria and left the country. On January 30, 2019 at 
10:46 AM, Defendant Smollett called Abel, who was in Istanbul Turkey, and the duration of 
the call lasted 8 minutes and 48 seconds. 


For the next two weeks, the Chicago Police Department investigated this matter as a Hate 
Crime. Chicago police were able to identify the Osundairo brothers as the alleged attackers 
through an extensive investigation using Surveillance Videos, Police Pod Videos, in-car taxi 
camera videos, rideshare records, credit card records, bank records, and a store receipt. On 
February 13, 2019, the brothers returned from Nigeria, landing at Chicago O'Hare 
International Airport, and they were detained by US Customs. Members of the Chicago 
Police Department then placed them into custody. That same evening, the Chicago Police 
executed a Search Warrant upon the Osundairo brothers’ residence where they recovered 
evidence which linked Abel to the Empire TV show. Chicago Police already had determined 
that Ola was affiliated with the show as well. 


Following their arrest and through consultation with their attorneys, the brothers agreed to 
cooperate in the investigation. As more evidence, such as text messages, phone records, 
social media records, bank records, surveillance video and the receipt from the purchase of 
the rope was obtained by investigators, the investigation shifted from a Hate Crime to a 
Disorderly Conduct investigation. The Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office approved 
charges of Disorderly Conduct against Defendant Smollett at 6:10 PM on February 20, 2019. 
At 5:00 AM this morning (January 21, 2019), Defendant Smollett was placed into custody at 
Area Central Chicago Police Headquarters.

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Smollett asked the Police to shut off the cameras. Smollett then made a police report where 
he claimed he was the victim of an attack in which the offenders struck him while yelling 
racial and homophobic slurs. Smollett also reported that the offenders placed a rope around 
his neck, poured a liquid chemical on him, and told him this is “MAGA Country.” 

Defendant Smollett also reported for the first time, that three days prior, on January 26, 2019, 
he received a phone call from an unidentified phone number in which an unidentified male 
caller stated, "Hey you little F----" before ending the call. Smollett also told police that the 
incident happened near a camera, which he stated should have captured the attack. This is 
the same camera that Defendant Smollett pointed out to the Osundairo brothers in 
preparation of this staged attack. Smollett also told police that the initial and primary 
attacker (now known to be Abel Osundairo) was wearing a ski mask which covered his entire 
face, with the exception of his eyes and the area all around his eyes. Smollett stated to the 
police that he could see that the area around this person’s eyes was white-skinned. As stated 
earlier in this proffer, the Osundairo brothers are dark skinned male blacks. During the Good 
Morning America interview referenced earlier, Smollett stated “And it feels like if I had said 
it was a Muslim, or a Mexican, or someone black, I feel like the doubters would have 
supported me much more. A lot more...” These statements by Smollett further misled the 
police and the public to believe that his attackers were white. 


On January 29, 2019 at 7:45 PM, just less than 18 hours following reported attack, Defendant 
Smollett placed a phone call to Abel and the duration of the call was five seconds. Two 
minutes later, Abel called back Smollett and the call lasted 1 minute and 34 seconds. The 
brothers then boarded their flight to Nigeria and left the country. On January 30, 2019 at 
10:46 AM, Defendant Smollett called Abel, who was in Istanbul Turkey, and the duration of 
the call lasted 8 minutes and 48 seconds. 


For the next two weeks, the Chicago Police Department investigated this matter as a Hate 
Crime. Chicago police were able to identify the Osundairo brothers as the alleged attackers 
through an extensive investigation using Surveillance Videos, Police Pod Videos, in-car taxi 
camera videos, rideshare records, credit card records, bank records, and a store receipt. On 
February 13, 2019, the brothers returned from Nigeria, landing at Chicago O'Hare 
International Airport, and they were detained by US Customs. Members of the Chicago 
Police Department then placed them into custody. That same evening, the Chicago Police 
executed a Search Warrant upon the Osundairo brothers’ residence where they recovered 
evidence which linked Abel to the Empire TV show. Chicago Police already had determined 
that Ola was affiliated with the show as well. 


Following their arrest and through consultation with their attorneys, the brothers agreed to 
cooperate in the investigation. As more evidence, such as text messages, phone records, 
social media records, bank records, surveillance video and the receipt from the purchase of 
the rope was obtained by investigators, the investigation shifted from a Hate Crime to a 
Disorderly Conduct investigation. The Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office approved 
charges of Disorderly Conduct against Defendant Smollett at 6:10 PM on February 20, 2019. 
At 5:00 AM this morning (January 21, 2019), Defendant Smollett was placed into custody at 
Area Central Chicago Police Headquarters.

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BOND PROFFER 


Defendant: Jussie Smollett (DOB 6/21/82) - 36 years old 
Charge: Disorderly Conduct-False Report (Class 4 Felony) 


The Defendant Jussie Smollet is an Actor and Singer-Songwriter, who currently appears 
as a character on the Fox television show “Empire.” Defendant Smollett currently 
resides in an Apartment in Chicago’s Streeterville neighborhood. 


The People expect the evidence to show that: 


On Tuesday, January 22, 2019, Defendant Smollett received a written letter at the Cinespace 
Chicago Film Studios, which is a facility on the Southwest Side of Chicago where the 
Empire Television Show is filmed. This letter contained written threats directed toward 
Defendant Smollett, and contained a then unknown white powdery substance. The letter 
also contained cut out letters pieced together which stated "Smollett Jussie you will die black 
f--", and the word "MAGA" was hand written on the envelope where the return address is 
typically located. This powdery substance has since been determined to be crushed 
ibuprofen tablets. The letter also contained a drawing of a stick figure, which appears to 
have a rope around the neck and a gun pointed at it. Law enforcement authorities were 
contacted, and the letter was turned over to the Federal Bureau of Investigation, which is 
currently conducting forensic analysis of the letter. 


In January of 2019, and at all times relevant hereto, Defendant Smollett was close friends 
with an individual by the name of Abimbola “Abel” Osundairo, who is 25 years old. 

Smollett and Abel initiated their friendship in the fall of 2017. During the course of this 
friendship, Defendant Smollett and Abel socialized together, exercised together, as well as 
worked together on the Fox television series Empire. Within that working relationship, Abel 
was a stand-in for a character named “Kai”, who is a love interest of Defendant Smollet’s 
character on the Empire TV Show. Additionally, text messages between Defendant Smollett 
and Abel revealed that Abel was a source of designer drugs for Defendant Smollett. 
Specifically, since the spring of 2018, on several occasions, Defendant Smollett requested 
Abel to provide him with “Molly”, which is a street name for the narcotic Ecstasy. 


Text messages generated by Defendant Smollett to Abel, specifically starting on the morning 
of January 25, 2019, reveal Defendant Smollett asking Abel when he would be leaving on 
his upcoming trip to Nigeria. This trip was scheduled to take place on the evening of 
January 29, 2019, and it had been planned by Abel and his brother Olabinjo “Ola” Osundairo 
(27 years old) two months prior. 


After Abel confirmed the date and time of his trip, Defendant Smollett texted Abel stating 
“Might need your help on the low. You around to meet up and talk face to face?” The 
two then made arrangements to meet at the Cinespace Studios that afternoon, where 
Defendant Smollett subsequently drove Abel home to Abel’s apartment in the Lakeview 
neighborhood. During the ride, Defendant Smollett indicated to Abel his displeasure with 
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the Empire Studio’s handling of the racist and homophobic letter he received three days 
prior. Defendant Smollett then stated that he wanted to stage an attack where Abel would 
appear to batter him. Defendant Smollett also suggested that Abel’s older brother Ola assist 
him with the attack. Defendant Smollett had met Ola on several previous occasions through 
Abel. Additionally, Ola had also appeared as an extra of the Empire TV show. Abel and 
Ola are both dark skinned, black males, born in the United States, with Nigerian decent. 


When Defendant Smollett and Abel reached Abel’s apartment at approximately 5:00 PM on 
January 25, 2019, Ola, who was then living with Abel, was summoned into Defendant 
Smollett’s vehicle. Once inside, Smollett asked Ola if he could trust him. When Ola said he 
could, Smollett detailed his plans of the attack to the brothers. Defendant Smollett stated 
that he wanted them to appear to attack him on the evening of January 28, 2019 near his 
apartment building in Streeterville. Defendant Smollett also stated that he wanted the 
brothers to catch his attention by calling him an “Empire F----- Empire N-----.” Defendant 
Smollett further detailed that he wanted Abel to attack him, but not hurt him too badly and 
give him a chance to appear to fight back. Defendant Smollett also included that he wanted 
Ola to place a rope around his neck, pour gasoline on him and yell “This is MAGA country.” 
Prior to the brothers getting out of Smollett’s car, Smollett provided Abel with a $100 bill to 
purchase the rope, gasoline, ski masks, gloves and red baseball caps which resemble the ones 
that say “Make America Great Again.” The ride from Cinescape Studios to the Osundairo 
brothers’ home and the meeting between Smollett and the brothers is corroborated by CPD 
POD videos and cellular phone tower data of Smollett’s phone number. 


On the late morning of Sunday January 27, 2019, Smollett drove his vehicle back to the 
Lakeview neighborhood to pick up the brothers and show them the scene where he wanted 
the staged attack to take place. Smollett then drove the brothers to the corner of New Street 
and North Water Street in Chicago where the staged attack was to take place. This was just 
outside Smollett’s apartment building. Further details were provided by Smollett which 
included that the staged attack was to take place near the stairs on the southwest corner of 
New and NorthWater Streets at 10:00PM the following night. Smollett also instructed the 
brothers not to bring their cell phones with them. Smollett directed the brothers’ attention 
toward a surveillance camera on the corner, which he believed would capture the incident. 
There was a change in the plan that bleach was going to be used rather than gasoline during 
the simulated attack. Smollett then drove the brothers home and provided them with a 
$3500 personal check made payable to Abel, which was backdated to January 23, 2019. 


On the morning of January 28, 2019, the date of the planned incident, the brothers purchased 
the clothing items at a local beauty supply store and the rope at a nearby hardware store, 
using the $100 bill that Smollett had given them. These purchases were corroborated by 
surveillance video and a receipt. Abel also deposited Smollett’s check that same day in his 
own bank account. Later that evening, the plan had changed and the time of the attack had 
to be pushed back because Smollett’s flight into O’Hare Airport from New York had been 
delayed by four hours. Smollett’s plane eventually landed at O’ Hare at 12:30 AM on 
January 29, 2019. At 12:49 AM, there was a phone call between Smollett and Abel which 
lasted three minutes. During this call, Smollett told Abel the attack would take place at 
exactly 2:00 AM at the preset location. Minutes later Ola ordered an Uber ride share to his 
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home to leave for the crime scene. Cell phone records and Uber records confirm this call and 
the Uber ride. 


The brothers then took the Uber to the 1400 block of North Wells where they exited the Uber 
and flagged down a taxi which took them to within three blocks of the arranged scene at 
approximately 1:22 AM. The taxi’s in-car video captures the brothers flagging the cab and 
riding in the back seat. 


From approximately 1:22A.M. until approximately 2:03A.M., video evidence showed the 
brothers on foot in an area bordered by Lake Shore Drive on the east, Columbus Drive on the 
west, Illinois Street to the north, and the Chicago River to the south. Video evidence also 
showed that Smollett returned back to his apartment from the airport at approximately 1:30 
AM. At 1:45 AM, Smollett left his building to walk to a nearby Subway restaurant at 
Illinois Street and McClurg Court At 2:00 AM, the brothers were at the intersection of New 
St. and North Water Street; however, Defendant Smollett did not arrive exactly at the preset 
time. The brothers then proceeded a quarter block north and waited near a bench until 
Smollett arrived, which was four minutes later. Surveillance cameras captured the brothers 
waiting at this location just prior to the staged attack. During Smollett’s interview on ABC’s 
Good Morning America which aired on February 14, 2019, he identified the people shown in 
a still of this surveillance video as his attackers. Also, during this interview, Smollett 
indicated that he was positive that these were his attackers. The two men in this video are in 
fact that Osundairo brothers. 


It was at this time, that the brothers staged the attack of Defendant Smollett just how Smollett 
had instructed them. While the staged attack was occurring, a witness, who is an employee 
of NBC News Chicago, had just parked and exited her vehicle just around the corner from 
the location of the staged attack. This witness indicated that she heard nothing at the time the 
staged attack was occurring, despite the fact that Defendant Smollett told CPD detectives that 
his attackers were “yelling” racial and homophobic slurs at him, and he in turn was “yelling” 
back at them. The staged attack lasted 45 seconds, and it was just outside the view of the 
desired nearby camera that Smollett had pointed out to the brothers approximately 15 hours 
earlier. 


Approximately one minute later, video evidence showed the brothers run from the location, 
southbound toward the Chicago River and westbound toward Columbus Drive Video 
evidence also captured the brothers entering a taxi at the Hyatt Regency Hotel across the 
river at 02:10 A.M. 


Video evidence then showed that at 2:25 AM, the brothers exit the taxi on the 3600 block of 
North Marshfield Ave. and walk northbound. This was only a few blocks from the brothers’ 
Lakeview apartment, which was also the original Uber pick up location to the staged crime 
scene. Video shows the brothers walking from where they were dropped off toward their 
home. Two minutes after the brothers exited the taxi, at 2:27 A.M., Defendant Smollett’s 
manager called the police to report the incident.

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BOND PROFFER 


Defendant: Jussie Smollett (DOB 6/21/82) - 36 years old 
Charge: Disorderly Conduct-False Report (Class 4 Felony) 


The Defendant Jussie Smollet is an Actor and Singer-Songwriter, who currently appears 
as a character on the Fox television show “Empire.” Defendant Smollett currently 
resides in an Apartment in Chicago’s Streeterville neighborhood. 


The People expect the evidence to show that: 


On Tuesday, January 22, 2019, Defendant Smollett received a written letter at the Cinespace 
Chicago Film Studios, which is a facility on the Southwest Side of Chicago where the 
Empire Television Show is filmed. This letter contained written threats directed toward 
Defendant Smollett, and contained a then unknown white powdery substance. The letter 
also contained cut out letters pieced together which stated "Smollett Jussie you will die black 
f--", and the word "MAGA" was hand written on the envelope where the return address is 
typically located. This powdery substance has since been determined to be crushed 
ibuprofen tablets. The letter also contained a drawing of a stick figure, which appears to 
have a rope around the neck and a gun pointed at it. Law enforcement authorities were 
contacted, and the letter was turned over to the Federal Bureau of Investigation, which is 
currently conducting forensic analysis of the letter. 


In January of 2019, and at all times relevant hereto, Defendant Smollett was close friends 
with an individual by the name of Abimbola “Abel” Osundairo, who is 25 years old. 

Smollett and Abel initiated their friendship in the fall of 2017. During the course of this 
friendship, Defendant Smollett and Abel socialized together, exercised together, as well as 
worked together on the Fox television series Empire. Within that working relationship, Abel 
was a stand-in for a character named “Kai”, who is a love interest of Defendant Smollet’s 
character on the Empire TV Show. Additionally, text messages between Defendant Smollett 
and Abel revealed that Abel was a source of designer drugs for Defendant Smollett. 
Specifically, since the spring of 2018, on several occasions, Defendant Smollett requested 
Abel to provide him with “Molly”, which is a street name for the narcotic Ecstasy. 


Text messages generated by Defendant Smollett to Abel, specifically starting on the morning 
of January 25, 2019, reveal Defendant Smollett asking Abel when he would be leaving on 
his upcoming trip to Nigeria. This trip was scheduled to take place on the evening of 
January 29, 2019, and it had been planned by Abel and his brother Olabinjo “Ola” Osundairo 
(27 years old) two months prior. 


After Abel confirmed the date and time of his trip, Defendant Smollett texted Abel stating 
“Might need your help on the low. You around to meet up and talk face to face?” The 
two then made arrangements to meet at the Cinespace Studios that afternoon, where 
Defendant Smollett subsequently drove Abel home to Abel’s apartment in the Lakeview 
neighborhood. During the ride, Defendant Smollett indicated to Abel his displeasure with 
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the Empire Studio’s handling of the racist and homophobic letter he received three days 
prior. Defendant Smollett then stated that he wanted to stage an attack where Abel would 
appear to batter him. Defendant Smollett also suggested that Abel’s older brother Ola assist 
him with the attack. Defendant Smollett had met Ola on several previous occasions through 
Abel. Additionally, Ola had also appeared as an extra of the Empire TV show. Abel and 
Ola are both dark skinned, black males, born in the United States, with Nigerian decent. 


When Defendant Smollett and Abel reached Abel’s apartment at approximately 5:00 PM on 
January 25, 2019, Ola, who was then living with Abel, was summoned into Defendant 
Smollett’s vehicle. Once inside, Smollett asked Ola if he could trust him. When Ola said he 
could, Smollett detailed his plans of the attack to the brothers. Defendant Smollett stated 
that he wanted them to appear to attack him on the evening of January 28, 2019 near his 
apartment building in Streeterville. Defendant Smollett also stated that he wanted the 
brothers to catch his attention by calling him an “Empire F----- Empire N-----.” Defendant 
Smollett further detailed that he wanted Abel to attack him, but not hurt him too badly and 
give him a chance to appear to fight back. Defendant Smollett also included that he wanted 
Ola to place a rope around his neck, pour gasoline on him and yell “This is MAGA country.” 
Prior to the brothers getting out of Smollett’s car, Smollett provided Abel with a $100 bill to 
purchase the rope, gasoline, ski masks, gloves and red baseball caps which resemble the ones 
that say “Make America Great Again.” The ride from Cinescape Studios to the Osundairo 
brothers’ home and the meeting between Smollett and the brothers is corroborated by CPD 
POD videos and cellular phone tower data of Smollett’s phone number. 


On the late morning of Sunday January 27, 2019, Smollett drove his vehicle back to the 
Lakeview neighborhood to pick up the brothers and show them the scene where he wanted 
the staged attack to take place. Smollett then drove the brothers to the corner of New Street 
and North Water Street in Chicago where the staged attack was to take place. This was just 
outside Smollett’s apartment building. Further details were provided by Smollett which 
included that the staged attack was to take place near the stairs on the southwest corner of 
New and NorthWater Streets at 10:00PM the following night. Smollett also instructed the 
brothers not to bring their cell phones with them. Smollett directed the brothers’ attention 
toward a surveillance camera on the corner, which he believed would capture the incident. 
There was a change in the plan that bleach was going to be used rather than gasoline during 
the simulated attack. Smollett then drove the brothers home and provided them with a 
$3500 personal check made payable to Abel, which was backdated to January 23, 2019. 


On the morning of January 28, 2019, the date of the planned incident, the brothers purchased 
the clothing items at a local beauty supply store and the rope at a nearby hardware store, 
using the $100 bill that Smollett had given them. These purchases were corroborated by 
surveillance video and a receipt. Abel also deposited Smollett’s check that same day in his 
own bank account. Later that evening, the plan had changed and the time of the attack had 
to be pushed back because Smollett’s flight into O’Hare Airport from New York had been 
delayed by four hours. Smollett’s plane eventually landed at O’Hare at 12:30 AM on 
January 29, 2019. At 12:49 AM, there was a phone call between Smollett and Abel which 
lasted three minutes. During this call, Smollett told Abel the attack would take place at 
exactly 2:00 AM at the preset location. Minutes later Ola ordered an Uber ride share to his 
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home to leave for the crime scene. Cell phone records and Uber records confirm this call and 
the Uber ride. 


The brothers then took the Uber to the 1400 block of North Wells where they exited the Uber 
and flagged down a taxi which took them to within three blocks of the arranged scene at 
approximately 1:22 AM. The taxi’s in-car video captures the brothers flagging the cab and 
riding in the back seat. 


From approximately 1:22A.M. until approximately 2:03A.M., video evidence showed the 
brothers on foot in an area bordered by Lake Shore Drive on the east, Columbus Drive on the 
west, Illinois Street to the north, and the Chicago River to the south. Video evidence also 
showed that Smollett returned back to his apartment from the airport at approximately 1:30 
AM. At 1:45 AM, Smollett left his building to walk to a nearby Subway restaurant at 
Illinois Street and McClurg Court At 2:00 AM, the brothers were at the intersection of New 
St. and North Water Street; however, Defendant Smollett did not arrive exactly at the preset 
time. The brothers then proceeded a quarter block north and waited near a bench until 
Smollett arrived, which was four minutes later. Surveillance cameras captured the brothers 
waiting at this location just prior to the staged attack. During Smollett’s interview on ABC’s 
Good Morning America which aired on February 14, 2019, he identified the people shown in 
a still of this surveillance video as his attackers. Also, during this interview, Smollett 
indicated that he was positive that these were his attackers. The two men in this video are in 
fact that Osundairo brothers. 


It was at this time, that the brothers staged the attack of Defendant Smollett just how Smollett 
had instructed them. While the staged attack was occurring, a witness, who is an employee 
of NBC News Chicago, had just parked and exited her vehicle just around the corner from 
the location of the staged attack. This witness indicated that she heard nothing at the time the 
staged attack was occurring, despite the fact that Defendant Smollett told CPD detectives that 
his attackers were “yelling” racial and homophobic slurs at him, and he in turn was “yelling” 
back at them. The staged attack lasted 45 seconds, and it was just outside the view of the 
desired nearby camera that Smollett had pointed out to the brothers approximately 15 hours 
earlier. 


Approximately one minute later, video evidence showed the brothers run from the location, 
southbound toward the Chicago River and westbound toward Columbus Drive Video 
evidence also captured the brothers entering a taxi at the Hyatt Regency Hotel across the 
river at 02:10 A.M. 


Video evidence then showed that at 2:25 AM, the brothers exit the taxi on the 3600 block of 
North Marshfield Ave. and walk northbound. This was only a few blocks from the brothers’ 
Lakeview apartment, which was also the original Uber pick up location to the staged crime 
scene. Video shows the brothers walking from where they were dropped off toward their 
home. Two minutes after the brothers exited the taxi, at 2:27 A.M., Defendant Smollett’s 
manager called the police to report the incident. At approximately 2:42 A.M., Chicago 
Police arrived at Smollett’s apartment. Chicago Police Officers observed that Smollett had a 
rope draped around his neck. This was captured on police body worn camera. Seconds later, 
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Smollett asked the Police to shut off the cameras. Smollett then made a police report where 
he claimed he was the victim of an attack in which the offenders struck him while yelling 
racial and homophobic slurs. Smollett also reported that the offenders placed a rope around 
his neck, poured a liquid chemical on him, and told him this is “MAGA Country.” 

Defendant Smollett also reported for the first time, that three days prior, on January 26, 2019, 
he received a phone call from an unidentified phone number in which an unidentified male 
caller stated, "Hey you little F----" before ending the call. Smollett also told police that the 
incident happened near a camera, which he stated should have captured the attack. This is 
the same camera that Defendant Smollett pointed out to the Osundairo brothers in 
preparation of this staged attack. Smollett also told police that the initial and primary 
attacker (now known to be Abel Osundairo) was wearing a ski mask which covered his entire 
face, with the exception of his eyes and the area all around his eyes. Smollett stated to the 
police that he could see that the area around this person’s eyes was white-skinned. As stated 
earlier in this proffer, the Osundairo brothers are dark skinned male blacks. During the Good 
Morning America interview referenced earlier, Smollett stated “And it feels like if I had said 
it was a Muslim, or a Mexican, or someone black, I feel like the doubters would have 
supported me much more. A lot more...” These statements by Smollett further misled the 
police and the public to believe that his attackers were white. 


On January 29, 2019 at 7:45 PM, just less than 18 hours following reported attack, Defendant 
Smollett placed a phone call to Abel and the duration of the call was five seconds. Two 
minutes later, Abel called back Smollett and the call lasted 1 minute and 34 seconds. The 
brothers then boarded their flight to Nigeria and left the country. On January 30, 2019 at 
10:46 AM, Defendant Smollett called Abel, who was in Istanbul Turkey, and the duration of 
the call lasted 8 minutes and 48 seconds. 


For the next two weeks, the Chicago Police Department investigated this matter as a Hate 
Crime. Chicago police were able to identify the Osundairo brothers as the alleged attackers 
through an extensive investigation using Surveillance Videos, Police Pod Videos, in-car taxi 
camera videos, rideshare records, credit card records, bank records, and a store receipt. On 
February 13, 2019, the brothers returned from Nigeria, landing at Chicago O'Hare 
International Airport, and they were detained by US Customs. Members of the Chicago 
Police Department then placed them into custody. That same evening, the Chicago Police 
executed a Search Warrant upon the Osundairo brothers’ residence where they recovered 
evidence which linked Abel to the Empire TV show. Chicago Police already had determined 
that Ola was affiliated with the show as well. 


Following their arrest and through consultation with their attorneys, the brothers agreed to 
cooperate in the investigation. As more evidence, such as text messages, phone records, 
social media records, bank records, surveillance video and the receipt from the purchase of 
the rope was obtained by investigators, the investigation shifted from a Hate Crime to a 
Disorderly Conduct investigation. The Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office approved 
charges of Disorderly Conduct against Defendant Smollett at 6:10 PM on February 20, 2019. 
At 5:00 AM this morning (January 21, 2019), Defendant Smollett was placed into custody at 
Area Central Chicago Police Headquarters.

Defendant: Jussie Smollett (DOB 6/21/82) - 36 years old 
Charge: Disorderly Conduct-False Report (Class 4 Felony) 


The Defendant Jussie Smollet is an Actor and Singer-Songwriter, who currently appears 
as a character on the Fox television show “Empire.” Defendant Smollett currently 
resides in an Apartment in Chicago’s Streeterville neighborhood. 


The People expect the evidence to show that: 


On Tuesday, January 22, 2019, Defendant Smollett received a written letter at the Cinespace 
Chicago Film Studios, which is a facility on the Southwest Side of Chicago where the 
Empire Television Show is filmed. This letter contained written threats directed toward 
Defendant Smollett, and contained a then unknown white powdery substance. The letter 
also contained cut out letters pieced together which stated "Smollett Jussie you will die black 
f--", and the word "MAGA" was hand written on the envelope where the return address is 
typically located. This powdery substance has since been determined to be crushed 
ibuprofen tablets. The letter also contained a drawing of a stick figure, which appears to 
have a rope around the neck and a gun pointed at it. Law enforcement authorities were 
contacted, and the letter was turned over to the Federal Bureau of Investigation, which is 
currently conducting forensic analysis of the letter. 


In January of 2019, and at all times relevant hereto, Defendant Smollett was close friends 
with an individual by the name of Abimbola “Abel” Osundairo, who is 25 years old. 

Smollett and Abel initiated their friendship in the fall of 2017. During the course of this 
friendship, Defendant Smollett and Abel socialized together, exercised together, as well as 
worked together on the Fox television series Empire. Within that working relationship, Abel 
was a stand-in for a character named “Kai”, who is a love interest of Defendant Smollet’s 
character on the Empire TV Show. Additionally, text messages between Defendant Smollett 
and Abel revealed that Abel was a source of designer drugs for Defendant Smollett. 
Specifically, since the spring of 2018, on several occasions, Defendant Smollett requested 
Abel to provide him with “Molly”, which is a street name for the narcotic Ecstasy. 


Text messages generated by Defendant Smollett to Abel, specifically starting on the morning 
of January 25, 2019, reveal Defendant Smollett asking Abel when he would be leaving on 
his upcoming trip to Nigeria. This trip was scheduled to take place on the evening of 
January 29, 2019, and it had been planned by Abel and his brother Olabinjo “Ola” Osundairo 
(27 years old) two months prior. 


After Abel confirmed the date and time of his trip, Defendant Smollett texted Abel stating 
“Might need your help on the low. You around to meet up and talk face to face?” The 
two then made arrangements to meet at the Cinespace Studios that afternoon, where 
Defendant Smollett subsequently drove Abel home to Abel’s apartment in the Lakeview 
neighborhood. During the ride, Defendant Smollett indicated to Abel his displeasure with 
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the Empire Studio’s handling of the racist and homophobic letter he received three days 
prior. Defendant Smollett then stated that he wanted to stage an attack where Abel would 
appear to batter him. Defendant Smollett also suggested that Abel’s older brother Ola assist 
him with the attack. Defendant Smollett had met Ola on several previous occasions through 
Abel. Additionally, Ola had also appeared as an extra of the Empire TV show. Abel and 
Ola are both dark skinned, black males, born in the United States, with Nigerian decent. 


When Defendant Smollett and Abel reached Abel’s apartment at approximately 5:00 PM on 
January 25, 2019, Ola, who was then living with Abel, was summoned into Defendant 
Smollett’s vehicle. Once inside, Smollett asked Ola if he could trust him. When Ola said he 
could, Smollett detailed his plans of the attack to the brothers. Defendant Smollett stated 
that he wanted them to appear to attack him on the evening of January 28, 2019 near his 
apartment building in Streeterville. Defendant Smollett also stated that he wanted the 
brothers to catch his attention by calling him an “Empire F----- Empire N-----.” Defendant 
Smollett further detailed that he wanted Abel to attack him, but not hurt him too badly and 
give him a chance to appear to fight back. Defendant Smollett also included that he wanted 
Ola to place a rope around his neck, pour gasoline on him and yell “This is MAGA country.” 
Prior to the brothers getting out of Smollett’s car, Smollett provided Abel with a $100 bill to 
purchase the rope, gasoline, ski masks, gloves and red baseball caps which resemble the ones 
that say “Make America Great Again.” The ride from Cinescape Studios to the Osundairo 
brothers’ home and the meeting between Smollett and the brothers is corroborated by CPD 
POD videos and cellular phone tower data of Smollett’s phone number. 


On the late morning of Sunday January 27, 2019, Smollett drove his vehicle back to the 
Lakeview neighborhood to pick up the brothers and show them the scene where he wanted 
the staged attack to take place. Smollett then drove the brothers to the corner of New Street 
and North Water Street in Chicago where the staged attack was to take place. This was just 
outside Smollett’s apartment building. Further details were provided by Smollett which 
included that the staged attack was to take place near the stairs on the southwest corner of 
New and NorthWater Streets at 10:00PM the following night. Smollett also instructed the 
brothers not to bring their cell phones with them. Smollett directed the brothers’ attention 
toward a surveillance camera on the corner, which he believed would capture the incident. 
There was a change in the plan that bleach was going to be used rather than gasoline during 
the simulated attack. Smollett then drove the brothers home and provided them with a 
$3500 personal check made payable to Abel, which was backdated to January 23, 2019. 


On the morning of January 28, 2019, the date of the planned incident, the brothers purchased 
the clothing items at a local beauty supply store and the rope at a nearby hardware store, 
using the $100 bill that Smollett had given them. These purchases were corroborated by 
surveillance video and a receipt. Abel also deposited Smollett’s check that same day in his 
own bank account. Later that evening, the plan had changed and the time of the attack had 
to be pushed back because Smollett’s flight into O’Hare Airport from New York had been 
delayed by four hours. Smollett’s plane eventually landed at O’Hare at 12:30 AM on 
January 29, 2019. At 12:49 AM, there was a phone call between Smollett and Abel which 
lasted three minutes. During this call, Smollett told Abel the attack would take place at 
exactly 2:00 AM at the preset location. Minutes later Ola ordered an Uber ride share to his 
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home to leave for the crime scene. Cell phone records and Uber records confirm this call and 
the Uber ride. 


The brothers then took the Uber to the 1400 block of North Wells where they exited the Uber 
and flagged down a taxi which took them to within three blocks of the arranged scene at 
approximately 1:22 AM. The taxi’s in-car video captures the brothers flagging the cab and 
riding in the back seat. 


From approximately 1:22A.M. until approximately 2:03A.M., video evidence showed the 
brothers on foot in an area bordered by Lake Shore Drive on the east, Columbus Drive on the 
west, Illinois Street to the north, and the Chicago River to the south. Video evidence also 
showed that Smollett returned back to his apartment from the airport at approximately 1:30 
AM. At 1:45 AM, Smollett left his building to walk to a nearby Subway restaurant at 
Illinois Street and McClurg Court At 2:00 AM, the brothers were at the intersection of New 
St. and North Water Street; however, Defendant Smollett did not arrive exactly at the preset 
time. The brothers then proceeded a quarter block north and waited near a bench until 
Smollett arrived, which was four minutes later. Surveillance cameras captured the brothers 
waiting at this location just prior to the staged attack. During Smollett’s interview on ABC’s 
Good Morning America which aired on February 14, 2019, he identified the people shown in 
a still of this surveillance video as his attackers. Also, during this interview, Smollett 
indicated that he was positive that these were his attackers. The two men in this video are in 
fact that Osundairo brothers. 


It was at this time, that the brothers staged the attack of Defendant Smollett just how Smollett 
had instructed them. While the staged attack was occurring, a witness, who is an employee 
of NBC News Chicago, had just parked and exited her vehicle just around the corner from 
the location of the staged attack. This witness indicated that she heard nothing at the time the 
staged attack was occurring, despite the fact that Defendant Smollett told CPD detectives that 
his attackers were “yelling” racial and homophobic slurs at him, and he in turn was “yelling” 
back at them. The staged attack lasted 45 seconds, and it was just outside the view of the 
desired nearby camera that Smollett had pointed out to the brothers approximately 15 hours 
earlier. 


Approximately one minute later, video evidence showed the brothers run from the location, 
southbound toward the Chicago River and westbound toward Columbus Drive Video 
evidence also captured the brothers entering a taxi at the Hyatt Regency Hotel across the 
river at 02:10 A.M. 


Video evidence then showed that at 2:25 AM, the brothers exit the taxi on the 3600 block of 
North Marshfield Ave. and walk northbound. This was only a few blocks from the brothers’ 
Lakeview apartment, which was also the original Uber pick up location to the staged crime 
scene. Video shows the brothers walking from where they were dropped off toward their 
home. Two minutes after the brothers exited the taxi, at 2:27 A.M., Defendant Smollett’s 
manager called the police to report the incident. At approximately 2:42 A.M., Chicago 
Police arrived at Smollett’s apartment. Chicago Police Officers observed that Smollett had a 
rope draped around his neck. This was captured on police body worn camera. Seconds later, 
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Smollett asked the Police to shut off the cameras. Smollett then made a police report where 
he claimed he was the victim of an attack in which the offenders struck him while yelling 
racial and homophobic slurs. Smollett also reported that the offenders placed a rope around 
his neck, poured a liquid chemical on him, and told him this is “MAGA Country.” 

Defendant Smollett also reported for the first time, that three days prior, on January 26, 2019, 
he received a phone call from an unidentified phone number in which an unidentified male 
caller stated, "Hey you little F----" before ending the call. Smollett also told police that the 
incident happened near a camera, which he stated should have captured the attack. This is 
the same camera that Defendant Smollett pointed out to the Osundairo brothers in 
preparation of this staged attack. Smollett also told police that the initial and primary 
attacker (now known to be Abel Osundairo) was wearing a ski mask which covered his entire 
face, with the exception of his eyes and the area all around his eyes. Smollett stated to the 
police that he could see that the area around this person’s eyes was white-skinned. As stated 
earlier in this proffer, the Osundairo brothers are dark skinned male blacks. During the Good 
Morning America interview referenced earlier, Smollett stated “And it feels like if I had said 
it was a Muslim, or a Mexican, or someone black, I feel like the doubters would have 
supported me much more. A lot more...” These statements by Smollett further misled the 
police and the public to believe that his attackers were white. 


On January 29, 2019 at 7:45 PM, just less than 18 hours following reported attack, Defendant 
Smollett placed a phone call to Abel and the duration of the call was five seconds. Two 
minutes later, Abel called back Smollett and the call lasted 1 minute and 34 seconds. The 
brothers then boarded their flight to Nigeria and left the country. On January 30, 2019 at 
10:46 AM, Defendant Smollett called Abel, who was in Istanbul Turkey, and the duration of 
the call lasted 8 minutes and 48 seconds. 


For the next two weeks, the Chicago Police Department investigated this matter as a Hate 
Crime. Chicago police were able to identify the Osundairo brothers as the alleged attackers 
through an extensive investigation using Surveillance Videos, Police Pod Videos, in-car taxi 
camera videos, rideshare records, credit card records, bank records, and a store receipt. On 
February 13, 2019, the brothers returned from Nigeria, landing at Chicago O'Hare 
International Airport, and they were detained by US Customs. Members of the Chicago 
Police Department then placed them into custody. That same evening, the Chicago Police 
executed a Search Warrant upon the Osundairo brothers’ residence where they recovered 
evidence which linked Abel to the Empire TV show. Chicago Police already had determined 
that Ola was affiliated with the show as well. 


Following their arrest and through consultation with their attorneys, the brothers agreed to 
cooperate in the investigation. As more evidence, such as text messages, phone records, 
social media records, bank records, surveillance video and the receipt from the purchase of 
the rope was obtained by investigators, the investigation shifted from a Hate Crime to a 
Disorderly Conduct investigation. The Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office approved 
charges of Disorderly Conduct against Defendant Smollett at 6:10 PM on February 20, 2019. 
At 5:00 AM this morning (January 21, 2019), Defendant Smollett was placed into custody at 
Area Central Chicago Police Headquarters.

4. Wealso would like a copy of any debate, discussion, notes regarding why seeking out another agency (i.e., 
State’s Attorney from surrounding county) was not done. 


Please see attached for the record the SAO possesses responsive to part two of your request. 


The SAO is not in possession of a document which contains the information you seek in parts one, three, and four of 
your request. Please note that while the FOIA requires a public body to produce documents (5 ILCS 140/3(a) (“Each 
public body shall make available to any person for inspection or copying all public records, except as otherwise 
provided in section 7 of this Act.”), the FOIA does not require a public body to provide answers to questions or create 
documents. In Kenyon v. Garrels, 184 Ill. App. 3d 28, 32 (4th Dist. 1989), the Illinois Appellate Court noted, “...the 
Act is not designed to compel the compilation of data the governmental body does not ordinarily keep.” See also: 
Chicago Tribune Company v. The Department of Financial and Professional Regulation, 2014 IL App (4th) 138042, 4 
34. This position is included in the plain language of Section 1 of the FOIA: “This Act is not intended to create an 
obligation on the part of any public body to maintain or prepare any public record which was not maintained or 
prepared by such public body at the time when this Act becomes effective, except as otherwise required by applicable 
local, State or federal law.” 5 ILCS 140/1.

Please be advised a personal phone number was redacted pursuant to Section 7(1)(b) of FOIA. 5 
ILCS 140/7(1)(b) exempts from disclosure, “private information.” Private information is defined in 
Section 2(c-5) as, “...unique identifiers, including a person’s social security number, driver's license 
number, employee identification number, biometric identifiers, personal financial information, 
passwords or other access codes, medical records, home or personal telephone numbers, and 
personal emails addresses. Private information also includes home address and personal license 
plates, except as otherwise provided by law or when compiled without possibility of attribution to 
any person.” 5 ILCS 140/2(c-5). Therefore, personal phone numbers are exempt pursuant to Section 
7(1)(b) and were properly redacted. 


The SAO has also redacted the name and identifiers of Smollett’s relative pursuant to Section 
7(1)(c), on the basis that an invasion of privacy brought by release of the information, which may 
lead to undue embarrassment, harassment, or unwanted public attention upon purely private 
individuals, outweighs any legitimate public interest in obtaining the information. 


You have a right to appeal this decision to Sarah Pratt, Public Access Counselor, Office of the 
Illinois Attorney General, 500 S. 2nd Street, Springfield, Illinois 62706, (phone number 1-877-299- 
FOIA) or to seek judicial review under Section 11 of FOIA, 5 ILCS 140/11 (2017).

Exclusive: Grand jury returns 16 felony counts against 
Jussie Smollett 














Embattled TV star Jussie Smollett's legal problems have just become significantly more 
serious as a Cook County grand jury has returned a 16-count true bill of charges against 
him in connection with his alleged falsification of a hate crime in Streeterville in late 
January. 


Smollet was charged with a single count of felony disorderly conduct-false report last 
month based on allegations brought by the Cook County State's Attorney's Office. 


But, CWBChicago has learned that a grand jury has now returned a total of 16 felony 
counts of disorderly conduct-false report against the former star of Empire on Fox. 


The grand jury's true bill states that Smollett lied about the attack to two separate police 
officers--the beat cop who took his initial report and a detective who conducted a follow- 
up interview the same day. 


In one set of charges, the grand jury found that Smollet filed a false police report around 
2 a.m. on Jan. 29th in which he told an officer that he was attacked near 341 East Lower 
North Water Street by two unknown men who were dressed in black and one of whom 
wore a ski mask. The jury further found that Smollett told the original officer that the 
attackers called him racial and homophobic slurs and struck him in the face with their 
hands. The police report connected to these charges also indicate that Smollett claimed 
that a noose had been placed around his neck and a "chemical" had been poured on him. 


The second set of charges returned by the grand jury involves Smollett's alleged false 
reporting of the incident to a police detective later the same day. Additional details that 
Smollett apparently included in the second interview include: the men approached him 
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from behind, Smollett fought back, and all three men fell to the ground where Smollett 
said he was kicked in the back and felt someone pulling on his neck. During this 
interview, Smollett also told the officer that one offender was a white male wearing a 
black mask with an open area around the eyes that exposed the attacker's skin, the grand 
jury found. 


While announcing the initial charge against Smollett last month, Chicago Police 
Superintendent Eddie Johnson said his department believed that Smollett was also 
responsible for mailing a threat letter to himself that set the stage for the purported hate 
crime. Nonetheless, no charges were brought against Smollett in connection with the 
letter by the grand jury. 


The new charges against Smollett each carry a potential sentence of probation to four 
years if convicted. Realistically, though, Smollett is unlikely to be convicted on more 
than a fraction of the charges. Most Cook County criminal cases are resolved through 
plea bargains in which a defendant pleads guilty to one and, rarely, two counts of an 
indictment in return for a favorable sentence. Only by going to trial do most defendants 
run the real risk of being convicted of more than one or two counts. 


National news outlets have been reporting since Smollett's arrest that he had already been 
"indicted" by a grand jury. As CWBChicago has repeatedly reported, those outlets were 
incorrect. Shortly before Smollett's arrest, a grand jury was convened in a so-called "John 
Doe case," a legal maneuver that is designed to lock in the testimony of key witnesses 
under oath to minimize the risk of that testimony changing later and to preserve the 
testimony should a witness go missing. 


Smollett's attorneys are due back in court next week.

It’s 
wrong at a humanitarian level and it’s wrong at a policy level,” said the association’s executive director Jennifer 
Vollen-Katz.

Records the SAO possesses responsive to parts two and four of your request are attached. Please note the SAO possess 
no “call records”, or any other documents responsive to parts one, three, or five of your request. 


Please be advised a personal phone number was redacted pursuant to Section 7(1)(b) of FOIA. 5 ILCS 140/7(1)(b) 
exempts from disclosure, “private information.” Private information is defined in Section 2(c-5) as, “...unique 
identifiers, including a person’s social security number, driver’s license number, employee identification number, 
biometric identifiers, personal financial information, passwords or other access codes, medical records, home or 
personal telephone numbers, and personal emails addresses. Private information also includes home address and 
personal license plates, except as otherwise provided by law or when compiled without possibility of attribution to any 
person.” 5 ILCS 140/2(c-5). Therefore, personal phone numbers are exempt pursuant to Section 7(1)(b) and were 
properly redacted. 


The SAO has also redacted the name and identifiers of Smollett’s relative pursuant to Section 7(1)(c), on the basis 


that an invasion of privacy brought by release of the information, which may lead to undue embarrassment, 
harassment, or unwanted public attention upon purely private individuals, outweighs any legitimate public interest 
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in obtaining the information. 


You have a right to appeal this decision to Sarah Pratt, Public Access Counselor, Office of the Illinois Attorney 
General, 500 S. 2nd Street, Springfield, Illinois 62706, (phone number 1-877-299-FOIA) or to seek judicial review 
under Section 11 of FOIA, 5 ILCS 140/11 (2017).

Please be advised a personal phone number was redacted pursuant to Section 7(1)(b) of FOIA. 5 ILCS 140/7(1)(b) 
exempts from disclosure, “private information.” Private information is defined in Section 2(c-5) as, “...unique 
identifiers, including a person’s social security number, driver’s license number, employee identification number, 
biometric identifiers, personal financial information, passwords or other access codes, medical records, home or 
personal telephone numbers, and personal emails addresses. Private information also includes home address and 
personal license plates, except as otherwise provided by law or when compiled without possibility of attribution to any 
person.” 5 ILCS 140/2(c-5). Therefore, personal phone numbers are exempt pursuant to Section 7(1)(b) and were 
properly redacted. 


The SAO has also redacted the name and identifiers of Smollett’s relative pursuant to Section 7(1)(c), on the basis 
that an invasion of privacy brought by release of the information, which may lead to undue embarrassment, 
harassment, or unwanted public attention upon purely private individuals, outweighs any legitimate public interest 
in obtaining the information.

Just as they are nationwide, newly elected progressives are expected to 
transform the Chicago City and its Progressive Reform Caucus after 
the April 2 runoff. 


Of the caucus' current 11 members, two are retiring from the 
Council and three others still face challengers. Depending on how 
many progressives land in the big leather chairs of City Hall, the 
caucus could be larger than ever. 


"You're going to see a new Progressive Caucus with an agenda 
that goes beyond the day-to-day issues of a traditional alderman," says 
Hanah Jubeh, a political consultant who's advised numerous 
aldermen over the years. Expect debates about big-picture issues that 
affect the entire city—not just individual wards. 


That means more attention to big issues like homelessness, TIF 
reform and police accountability, says Ald. Ricardo "Rick" Munoz, a 
founding member of the Council's Progressive Caucus who is retiring 
as alderman. 


But newer Council members will also have to accept there are 
"bread and butter" issues that can't be ignored—no matter how 
progressive you are, Munoz told POLITICO. "It's about services— 
taking care of tree-trimming, potholes and garbage cans." 


Newly electeds are likely to lean left of current progressives on 
the Council, prompting some to wonder whether that will cause 
friction between established and upstart progressives. Not likely, 
according to Ald. Scott Waguespack, who heads the Progressive 
Caucus. (Consider Nancy Pelosi's lessons for managing freshmen 
here.)

There's also a question about who gets to join the caucus. "It's 
easier when you have votes you can look back at," Waguespack told 
POLITICO. "Now we'll look at how they make commitments to certain 
progressive ideas and how sternly they're committed to them."

Hadden (49th), who won their races outright in Round 1 of the 
election. Other progressives in runoffs: William Calloway (5th), 
Jeanette Taylor (20), Byron Sigcho-Lopez (25th), Rossana 
Rodriguez-Sanchez (33), Robert Murphy (39), Matt Martin (47) and 
Andre Vasquez (40th).

Hadden says she wants help move forward work that the caucus 
has already started—including TIF reform and strengthening the 
Welcoming City ordinance.

AP says that Avenatti’s unindicted co-conspirator in the CA case is Mark Geragos. 


Two people familiar with the investigation confirmed that the unidentified co-conspirator was Mark Geragos, a 
Los Angeles criminal defense lawyer known for his work with celebrities. The people spoke on condition of 
anonymity because the information was not made public by prosecutors. 


Geragos, a CNN contributor, has a client list that has included Michael Jackson, Winona Ryder, Scott Peterson 
and most recently Jussie Smollett, the actor accused of fabricating a racist, anti-gay attack in Chicago. Geragos 
did not respond to messages seeking comment. Within hours, CNN cut ties with him. 


So that means that Avenatti and Geragos are both compromised right before their involvement 
in two major celebrity criminal trials set to take place in Chicago and prosecuted by the CC 
State’s Attorney. Are you issuing a statement about this? 


The reason I ask (besides the fact it’s my job) is this: A few weeks ago, Avenatti hinted to me 
that his client may not testify on the witnesses stand against R. Kelly — just as she refused to 
testify in 2008, thus allowing Kelly to be acquitted. When I asked him if he knows for sure she 
will take the stand, he said she didn’t have to because the video itself will be enough to convict 
Kelly. But then the video chain of custody becomes crucial, right? Avenatti might have to take 
the stand to testify about this and now that he’s been charged with a crime himself, his 
credibility will be at least be challenged. So how is this good for the prosecution in the Kelly 
case?

After reviewing all of the facts and circumstances of the case, including Mr. Smollet’s volunteer service in the community and 
agreement to forfeit his bond to the City of Chicago, we believe this outcome is a just disposition and appropriate resolution to this case. 


In the last two years, the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office has referred more than 5,700 cases for alternative prosecution. This is 
not a new or unusual practice. An alternative disposition does not mean that there were any problems or infirmities with the case or the 
evidence. We stand behind the Chicago Police Department's investigation and our decision to approve charges in this case. We did not 
exonerate Mr. Smollet. The charges were dropped in return for Mr. Smollet's agreement to do community service and forfeit his $10,000 
bond to the City of Chicago. Without the completion of these terms, the charges would not have been dropped. This outcome was met 
under the same criteria that would occur for and is available to any defendant with similar circumstances.

In the last two years, the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office has referred more than 5,700 cases 
for alternative prosecution. This is not a new or unusual practice. An alternative disposition does not 
mean that there were any problems or infirmities with the case or the evidence. We stand behind the 
Chicago Police Department's investigation and our decision to approve charges in this case. We did 
not exonerate Mr. Smollet. The charges were dropped in return for Mr. Smollet's agreement to do 
community service and forfeit his $10,000 bond to the City of Chicago. Without the completion of 
these terms, the charges would not have been dropped. This outcome was met under the same 
criteria that would occur for and is available to any defendant with similar circumstances.

After reviewing all of the facts and circumstances of the case, including Mr. Smollet’s volunteer service in the community and 
agreement to forfeit his bond to the City of Chicago, we believe this outcome is a just disposition and appropriate resolution to this case. 


In the last two years, the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office has referred more than 5,700 cases for alternative prosecution. This is 
not a new or unusual practice. An alternative disposition does not mean that there were any problems or infirmities with the case or the 
evidence. We stand behind the Chicago Police Department's investigation and our decision to approve charges in this case. We did not 
exonerate Mr. Smollet.

In the last two years, the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office has referred more than 5,700 cases for 
alternative prosecution. This is not a new or unusual practice. An alternative disposition does not mean that 
there were any problems or infirmities with the case or the evidence. We stand behind the Chicago Police 
Department's investigation and our decision to approve charges in this case. We did not exonerate Mr.

He has maintained his innocence from the very 
beginning. 


At a time when our city is wrestling with excessive violence and unsolved homicides our resources and 
energies should be focused there. Any further questions about Jussie Smollett’s case should be directed to his 


lawyer. 
We will continue to reach out to the challenges in our community. We will not stop until there is peace and 


justice for all.

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CODE OF ETHICS FOR 

CHILD WELFARE PROFESSIONALS 
PREAMBLE 


Society values each child’s natural right to have basic needs for survival and development 
met and each child’s natural right to live with his/her parents. Society also values each 
parent’s natural right to rear his/her child, but through its child welfare laws, defines certain 
situations in which the parent’s rights can be limited so that the child can be protected. 
Society delegates to the child welfare field and to those who become members of the field 
the authority to intervene in the lives of families with the goals of ensuring the safety of 
abused and neglected children, assisting parents in meeting minimum parenting standards, 
and planning alternative permanent care when parents are incapable of or unwilling to meet 
those standards. 


The child welfare professional is a person who functions in a societally sanctioned 
decision making capacity for neglected and/or abused children and their families. 
When individuals accept the role of child welfare professional and the delegated authority 
inherent in that role, they publicly acknowledge having the professional responsibilities 
which accompany that authority. Society and agency clients, therefore, have legitimate 
expectations about the nature of professional intervention as it occurs in one-on-one 
professional/client interactions, in the management and administration of those providing 
intervention, and in policy decision-making. 


Because of their special knowledge and authority, all professionals are in a position of power 
in inherently unequal relationships with their clients. The power of child welfare 
professionals is particularly daunting because of their delegated state authority and the 
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mandated nature of their professional/client relationships. Their clients and society must be 
able to trust that child welfare professionals are working with their clients’ interests in mind 
with no element of disrespect, punishment, or personal bias. Child welfare professionals 
must behave in such a manner as to ensure not only that their delegated authority is 
exercised appropriately but that their clients and society perceive their use of authority as 
appropriate. 


Child welfare professionals’ responsibilities to clients are grounded in a fiduciary relationship 
with its promise of trustworthy intervention in the lives of those less powerful. This type of 
relationship entails certain responsibilities based on the values of respect for persons, client 
self-determination, individualized intervention, competence, loyalty, diligence, honesty, 
promise-keeping, and confidentiality. Child welfare professionals’ responsibilities to 
colleagues, supervisors, foster parents, the court, employees, the child welfare field, and 
society also find their roots in many of the same values - respect for persons, honesty, 
promise keeping, and loyalty - as well as in the values of accepting the responsibility for 
one’s actions and their consequences and holding professional behavior to a standard higher 
than self-interest. 


This code of ethics sets forth ethical principles which should be considered by child welfare 
professionals whenever ethical judgment must be exercised in specific situations and which 
should become habitual guides to daily conduct. It sets standards of behavior to be adhered 
to in relationships between professionals and their clients, colleagues, supervisors, foster 
parents, the court, employees, the child welfare field, and society. Its purpose is to assist in 
identifying the many and often competing values and responsibilities present in practice 
issues so that appropriate consideration is given to each value and responsibility in the 
decision-making process. 


It is understood that ethical judgments are made by individuals who bring their personal 
values, culture, and experiences to the decision-making process. By making public the 
values and ethical standards shared by child welfare professionals, this code will assist in 
making ethical decisions more consistent and objective and will reinforce child welfare 
professionals’ accountability to society and to those individuals with whom they have 
professional relationships. 


1. GENERAL RESPONSIBILITIES 


1.01 Integrity 
Child welfare professionals should carry out their professional responsibilities with integrity, 


treating those with whom they have professional relationships in a dignified, respectful, 
honest, and fair manner. 


1.02 Propriety 
Child welfare professionals should maintain high standards of personal moral conduct when 
engaged in professional activity. Personal standards and conduct are private matters except 


when such conduct may compromise professional responsibilities or reduce public 
confidence in the child welfare field. 


1.03 Competence 
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a. Child welfare professionals should provide services only within the boundaries of their 
competence based on their education, training, supervised experience, and professional 
experience. 


b. Child welfare professionals should accurately represent their qualifications, educational 
backgrounds, and professional credentials. 


c. Child welfare professionals should be aware of current professional information and take 
advantage of continuing professional education in order to maintain a high level of 
competence. 


1.04 Avoiding Harm 


Child welfare professionals should act in the best interest of those toward whom they have 
professional responsibilities. It is understood, however, that choices must often be made 
from among competing values and responsibilities resulting in some values being given 
priority over others. 


a. Child welfare professionals should promote the welfare of those toward whom they have 
professional responsibilities. 


b. Child welfare professionals should avoid harming those toward whom they have 
professional responsibilities. 


c. Child welfare professionals should minimize harm when it is unavoidable. 
1.05 Nondiscrimination 


a. Child welfare professionals should not engage in and should act to prevent discriminatory 
behavior based on age, gender, race, ethnicity, national origin, religion, sexual orientation, 
disability, socioeconomic status, or any basis proscribed by law. 


b. Where personal or cultural differences could significantly affect child welfare 
professionals’ intervention with a particular individual or groups, child welfare professionals 
should seek and obtain the supervision and training necessary to ensure that the 
intervention is unbiased, competent, and culturally appropriate. 


1.06 Sexual Harassment 


Child welfare professionals should not engage in and should act to prevent sexual 
harassment. 


1.07 Conflict of Interest 
1.07(a) Multiple Relationships 


Child welfare professionals should take into consideration the potential harm that intimate, 
social or other nonprofessional contacts and relationships with clients, family members, 
foster parents, colleagues and supervisors could have on their professional objective 
judgment and performance. 
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1. Child welfare professionals should avoid any conduct that would lead a reasonable person 
to conclude that the child welfare professional might be biased or motivated by personal 
interest in the performance of duties. 


2. Whenever feasible, child welfare professionals should avoid professional relationships 
when a preexisting nonprofessional relationship is present. 


3. Child welfare professionals should discuss past, existing and potential multiple 
relationships with their appropriate superiors and resolve them in a manner which avoids 
harming and/or exploiting affected persons. 


4. Child welfare professionals who are also foster parents should disclose and have ongoing 
discussions regarding these dual roles with their appropriate superior in order to prevent 
conflicts of interest, abuse of power, or the suggestion of impropriety in carrying out 
professional activities. 


1.07(b) Private Interests 


1. Child welfare professionals should not allow their private interests, whether personal, 
financial, or of any other sort, to conflict or appear to conflict with their professional duties 
and responsibilities. Any conduct that would lead a reasonable person to conclude that the 
child welfare professional might be biased or motivated by personal gain or private interest 
in the performance of duties should be avoided. 


2. Child welfare professionals should avoid professional matters where they have a private 
financial or personal interest. If a situation arises where such a conflict may exist, child 
welfare professionals should consult with an appropriate superior and take steps to 
eliminate any potential or real conflict. 


1.08 Personal Problems 

a. Child welfare professionals should not perform professional activities when they know or 
should know that personal problems, mental health problems, or substance abuse could 
impede professional judgment and performance. 

b. When such problems could interfere with performance, child welfare professionals should 
consider obtaining appropriate professional help and determine, along with their appropriate 
superior, whether they should limit, suspend or terminate their professional duties. 

1.09 Documentation of Professional Work 

Child welfare professionals should accurately and truthfully document their professional 
work according to agency policy and/or legal requirements in order to ensure accountability 
and continuity in the provision of services to clients. 

2. RESPONSIBILITIES TO CLIENTS 

The client is a child or a family member who is receiving a professional intervention and/or 


child welfare services from DCFS or through an agency with which DCFS has purchase of 
service contracts. The first responsibility of the child welfare professional is to the client; 
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however, the specific nature of that responsibility differs depending on whether the client is 
the child, the parent, or another family member. 


A. Responsibilities to the child 


The child becomes a client when the child’s right to have basic needs met may have been 
compromised or denied. The child welfare professional acts to ensure that the basic needs 
of the child are met by the child’s parents. If this is not possible, the child welfare 
professional acts in a timely manner to ensure that the basic needs of the child are met by 
others. 


B. Responsibilities to the parents 


The parent becomes a client when the parent’s ability to responsibly care for the child has 
been questioned. Both the parent and the child have the right to live together as a family, 
and the parent has the right to care for the child if the parent is able and willing to meet the 
basic needs of the child. The child welfare professional makes reasonable efforts to help the 
parent meet the applicable standard of care, and recognizes the changing nature of the 
responsibilities of the professional to the parent based on the parent’s response to 
intervention. 


C. Responsibilities to other family members 


Other family members become clients when providing services to them will help meet the 
basic needs of the child. The child welfare professional acts to provide those services. 


2.01 Integrity 


Child welfare professionals recognize the vulnerability of their clients and the serious 
responsibilities associated with intervention in the parent/child relationship. The behavior of 
child welfare professionals should reflect the emphasis placed by the child welfare field on 
professional trustworthiness and on the values of respect for persons, client self- 
determination, individualized intervention, competence, loyalty, diligence, honesty, promise- 
keeping, and confidentiality. 


2.02 Client Self-Determination 


The mandated nature of the child welfare professional/client relationship limits the options 
available to clients, but does not eliminate their right to self-determination. Client self- 
determination refers to the client’s right to make self-determined choices and to freely act 
upon those choices without undue influence or coercion. It also refers to the client’s right to 
receive information necessary to make a self-determined choice. 


a. Child welfare professionals should evaluate the decision-making capacity of all clients and 
reevaluate it appropriately as circumstances change. 


b. Child welfare professionals should ensure that all clients, whatever their age, have the 
opportunity to make self-determined choices according to their level of understanding and 
decision-making capacity. 
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c. Child welfare professionals should ensure that their clients have available to them all of 
the information necessary to make self-determined decisions. 


d. Child welfare professionals should ensure that their clients have the opportunity to make 
self-determined choices from among the options available to them free from external 
coercion. 


e. Child welfare professionals should ensure that psychological constraints to self- 
determined decision-making are addressed and, if possible, eliminated or reduced so that 
self-determination is enhanced. 


2.03 Informed Consent 


Informed consent emanates from the principle of client self-determination. It promotes 
decision-making by the client after complete and accurate information regarding the nature 
of the intervention and the possible consequences of that intervention have been fully 
discussed by the professional and the client. Child welfare professionals have the 
responsibility to engage in this process with mandated clients who have not chosen to 
become clients but who have options to consider and decisions to make within the 
framework of a mandated intervention. 


a. Child welfare professionals should inform clients as soon as feasible and in language that 
is understandable about the nature of the professional relationship, the nature of the 
professional intervention, the professional’s delegated authority and the limits of that 
authority, which decisions the client can make and which decisions the child welfare 
professional will make. 


b. Child welfare professionals should inform clients of the role of the court, if any, and of 
their legal and procedural rights. 


c. Child welfare professionals should keep clients informed about the case plan throughout 
the entire intervention. 


d. Child welfare professionals should obtain permission for intervention from a legally 
authorized person when a client is legally incapable of giving informed consent. 


e. Child welfare professionals should seek assent for intervention from clients who are not 
capable of giving an informed consent, giving due consideration to the clients’ preferences 
in pursuing their best interests. 


2.04 Confidentiality 


a. Child welfare professionals should respect the confidentiality rights of clients and those 
with whom they work or consult. Confidential information should be used only for 
professional purposes and shared only with authorized parties. 


b. Child welfare professionals have a duty to be familiar with all relevant confidentiality 
requirements and limitations found in federal and state laws and agency rules that apply to 
the child welfare field. 
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c. Child welfare professionals should inform clients of all relevant confidentiality 
requirements and limitations. 


2.05 Sexual Relations with Clients 


Child welfare professionals are in inherently unequal relationships with their clients creating 
the potential for abuse of power. In mandated relationships there is a special potential for 
harm and exploitation of vulnerable clients by child welfare professionals. 


a. Child welfare professionals should not engage in sexual activities with current clients. 


b. Child welfare professionals should not accept as clients persons with whom they have 
previously engaged in sexual activities. 


c. Child welfare professionals should not engage in sexual activities with former clients who 
were adults during the professional intervention for a period of at least two years after the 
termination of the professional intervention. Because sexual intimacies with former clients 
are potentially harmful to the client, child welfare professionals who do engage in sexual 
intimacies after a two year period following termination of professional intervention are 
responsible for demonstrating that no exploitation is taking place. 


d. Child welfare professionals should not engage in sexual activities with former clients who 
were minors during the professional intervention for a period of at least two years after the 
client has reached the age of 21. Because sexual intimacies with former clients are 
potentially harmful to the client, child welfare professionals who do engage in sexual 
intimacies after this two year period following the client’s reaching the age of 21 are 
responsible for demonstrating that no exploitation is taking place. 


e. Child welfare professionals who are still employed in the field should consult with their 
superior before initiating with a former client a relationship that has the potential for 
becoming intimate to help ensure that no exploitation will take place. Child welfare workers 
who leave the field continue to have the responsibility of considering the potential for 
exploitation and harm in relationships with former clients. 


f. Child welfare professionals should not engage in sexual activity with clients’ relatives or 
with other individuals with whom clients maintain a close personal relationship since such 
behavior has the potential of being harmful to the client. 


2.06 Termination of Services 


Child welfare professionals should not abandon their clients. Child welfare professionals 
should continue appropriate intervention with clients until intervention is no longer required 
to meet the needs of the child or is no longer appropriate under the applicable statute. At 
that time, intervention is terminated. 


a. Child welfare professionals should promptly notify clients when termination or 
interruption of services is anticipated. 


b. Prior to termination, for whatever reason, except precise order of the court, child welfare 
professionals should provide appropriate pre-termination counseling and take other steps to 
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facilitate transfer of responsibility to another colleague or provider of services if further 
intervention is required. 


c. Child welfare professionals should request the transfer of a case to another professional 
when compelling reasons prevent successful professional intervention. 


3. RESPONSIBILITIES TO COLLEAGUES 


Child welfare professionals should act with integrity in their relationships with their 
colleagues, treating them with respect, honesty, and fairness and accepting their right to 
hold values and beliefs that differ from their own. 


a. Child welfare professionals should cooperate with colleagues in order to serve the best 
interests of their clients effectively and efficiently. 


b. Child welfare professionals should accurately represent the views and qualifications of 
colleagues, making opinions on such matters known through the appropriate professional 
channels. 

c. Child welfare professionals should extend to colleagues of other agencies the same 
respect, honesty, fairness, and cooperation that is extended to colleagues in their own 
agencies. 


d. Child welfare professionals should extend to members of other professions the same 
respect, honesty, fairness, and cooperation that is extended to child welfare professionals. 


4. RESPONSIBILITIES TO THE COURT 


Child welfare professionals frequently are called upon to appear in court and participate in 
court proceedings. They have special responsibilities in that setting. 


a. Child welfare professionals should treat all parties to the case with respect, honesty, 
fairness, and cooperation. 


b. Child welfare professionals should thoroughly familiarize themselves with the background 
of the case involved. 


c, Child welfare professionals should testify honestly in court. They should apprise the court 
of all relevant facts in the case, both positive and negative, of which they are aware. 


d. Child welfare professionals should advise the court if they come to know of the falsehood 
of prior testimony given in a child welfare proceeding. 


e. Child welfare professionals should take appropriate action against any unethical conduct 
they observe in court. 


5. RESPONSIBILITIES TO FOSTER PARENTS 
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Foster parents act as a bridge between the client and child welfare agencies. Therefore, 
child welfare professionals should treat foster parents with respect, fairness, honesty, and 
cooperation. 


a. Child welfare professionals should be familiar with and adhere to the Foster Parent Law 
which sets forth the rights and responsibilities of foster parents. 


b. Child welfare professionals should not engage in sexual activities with foster parents with 
whom they are presently working. 


c. Child welfare professionals should consult with their appropriate superiors when initiating 
a potentially intimate relationship with a foster parent or if they have had an intimate 
relationship with a person who will now be working with them as a foster parent. These 
types of situations should be resolved in a manner which avoids harming and/or exploiting 
all affected persons. 


Child welfare supervisors, as members of management, recognize that their primary 
responsibility is to implement the policies and practices of their agencies so that the best 
possible services are delivered to clients. Child welfare supervisors also recognize their 
responsibilities to their supervisors, treating them with respect, fairness, and honesty; 
offering the professional support necessary to sustain the supervisors’ continued motivated 
work; and providing a work environment which encourages ethical behavior . 


6.01 Personal Integrity 


a. Child welfare supervisors should not use their position of authority to exploit their 
supervisees in any way. 


b. Child welfare supervisors should not engage in sexual activities with current supervisees. 


c. Child welfare supervisors should accept responsibility for their own decisions and the 
consequences of those decisions. They also have a high level of responsibility for decisions 
made by their supervisees and should accept appropriate responsibility for those decisions. 


6.02 Management Responsibilities 


a. Child welfare supervisors should apprise supervisees of current professional information 
and encourage supervisees to take advantage of continuing professional education in order 
to maintain a high level of competence. 


b. Child welfare supervisors should communicate, explain, and apply legislation, agency 
policies, and administrative decisions necessary for them and for their supervisees to 
perform their work competently. 


c. Child welfare supervisors should act as advocates for their supervisees by apprising upper 
management of problems which impede or prevent them from efficiently and effectively 
performing their duties. They should also suggest appropriate changes in policy and 
procedure.

d. Child welfare supervisors should provide necessary training and guidance when 
supervisors’ personal or cultural differences could result in biased or discriminatory 
professional intervention with a particular individual or groups. 


e. Child welfare supervisors should consult with supervisees and help with remedial action if 


they have knowledge of the supervisees’ impairment due to personal problems, mental 
health problems, or substance abuse. 


f. Child welfare supervisors should evaluate supervisors fairly and objectively on clearly 
stated criteria, sharing opinions about the supervisees’ performance in an ongoing manner. 


g. Child welfare supervisors should take appropriate steps to terminate employment of 
supervisees who are not competent and are not likely to become competent. 


7. RESPONSIBILITIES IN ADMINISTRATION 

Child welfare administrators recognize that, although each child welfare professional is 
responsible for his/her ethical behavior, the agency is responsible for the environment in 
which ethical judgments are made. Child welfare administrators, therefore, should nurture 


and model organizational norms that encourage and reward the ethical behavior for which 
society holds the child welfare field accountable. 


7.01 Personal Integrity 


a. Child welfare administrators should treat each client, colleague, and employee with 
respect. 


b. Child welfare administrators should maintain truthfulness and honesty and not 
compromise them for advancement, recognition, or personal gain. 


c. Child welfare administrators should take responsibility for their own decisions and 
behavior. 


d. Child welfare administrators should conduct official acts without partisanship. 
7.02 Public Welfare 


a. Child welfare administrators should exercise their discretionary authority to promote the 
values of the child welfare field. 


b. Child welfare administrators should respond to the public in ways that are complete, 
truthful, clear, and easy to understand. 


c. Child welfare administrators should understand and apply legislation and regulations 
relevant to their professional role. 


d. Child welfare administrators should work to improve and change laws and policies which 
are counter-productive or obsolete. 
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e. Child welfare administrators should prevent all forms of mismanagement of public funds 
by establishing and maintaining strong fiscal and management controls, and by supporting 
audits and investigative activities. 


7.03 Organization 


a. Child welfare administrators should enhance organizational capacity for open 
communication, creativity, efficiency, and dedication. 


b. Child welfare administrators should subordinate institutional loyalties to the public good. 


c. Child welfare administrators should establish procedures that promote ethical behavior 
and hold individuals and organizations accountable for their conduct. 


d. Child welfare administrators should provide organization members with a working 
environment which permits frank discussion and criticism of agency operations and with an 
administrative means for dissent, assurance of due process, and safeguards against 
reprisal. 


e. Child welfare administrators should promote organizational accountability through 
appropriate controls and procedures. 


f. Child welfare administrators should maintain a high level of competence and provide 
support to upgrade competence throughout the organization. 


Research performed by child welfare professionals should be rigorous and relevant to the 
delivery of services, the outcomes of interventions, and policy formation in the child welfare 
field. 


a. Child welfare professionals should protect the rights and welfare of research subjects, 
treating them with respect and dignity and protecting them from harm, danger, 
unnecessary discomfort, and ethnic and/or social discrimination. 


b. Child welfare professionals should obtain informed consent from their prospective 
subjects, after explaining in language that is understandable to them, the nature of the 
research; its possible risks, benefits, and consequences; alternative treatments or 
interventions; confidentiality rights; and the voluntary nature of participation with no 
penalty for refusing to participate or choosing to withdraw at a later date. Child welfare 
professionals should answer any questions the prospective subject asks. 


c. When the prospective subject is not legally capable of giving informed consent, child 
welfare professionals should give an appropriate explanation of the research, obtain assent 
when appropriate, and obtain informed consent from a legally authorized representative. 


d. Child welfare professionals should conduct research according to accepted standards of 
professional competence, federal and state law and regulations, agency policy, and 
accreditation requirements. 


e. Child welfare professionals should obtain the approval of the agency Institutional Review 
Board and other relevant regulating boards before initiating research and should conduct 
their research according to approved protocol. 
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f. Child welfare professionals should report the findings of their research truthfully and 
completely. They should work to prevent misuse and distortion of their research findings. 


9. RESPONSIBILITIES TO THE 
CHILD WELFARE FIELD 


a. Child welfare professionals should perform their duties in a competent, honest, diligent 
manner to ensure society’s continuing trust in the child welfare field. 


b. Child welfare professionals should broaden the knowledge base of the child welfare field. 


c. Child welfare professionals should critically examine child welfare policies and advocate 
appropriate change. 


d. Child welfare professionals should take appropriate action against unethical conduct by 
any member of the child welfare field. 


10. RESPONSIBILITIES TO SOCIETY 


Child welfare professionals should apply the values and specialized knowledge of the child 
welfare field and should work to increase public awareness of those values in order to 
promote the general welfare of society. 


a. Child welfare professionals have a duty to be familiar with this Code of Ethics and to 
consider which ethical principles apply in each practice decision. 


b. Child welfare professionals should follow applicable ethical principles in each practice 
decision. If there is a conflict between two or more ethical principles and/or responsibilities 
in a particular case, child welfare professionals should consult with superiors and colleagues 
knowledgeable about ethics issues, or with the child welfare ethics committee, in choosing a 
proper course of action. 


c. If the demands of an agency with which child welfare professionals are affiliated conflict 
with this Code of Ethics, child welfare professionals should clarify the nature of the conflict, 
make known their commitment to the Code, and seek to resolve the conflict in a way that 

permits fullest adherence to the Code. 


d. Child welfare professionals who observe a violation of this Code by a colleague should 
bring the issue to the attention of the colleague if an informal resolution appears 
appropriate. If the issue cannot be informally resolved, child welfare professionals should 
refer it to appropriate superiors and/or to the child welfare ethics committee.

Thank you for your inquiry. | understand your concerns, and am sorry that you are troubled by the outcome in this case. 
Every year, the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office reviews more than 30,000 felony cases, and charges more than 
15,000 of those cases. Most of those charges involve cases where a weapon or violence was involved. We have a serious 
problem with violent crime that we are doing our best to combat, with relatively limited resources. To this end, for more 
than 10 years the Office has been exploring various alternatives to prosecution. These include deferred prosecution 
programs, which allow first-time, non-violent offenders to complete different sets of conditions in order to have their 
charges dismissed. Finding alternatives to prosecution for individuals who have no history of committing crimes, and 
who have not committed a violent offense, allows us to focus on the most serious offenses and offenders who are 
plaguing our community. 


In any case that garners a lot of media and public attention, people will have strong opinions about what the proper 
outcome is. That said, cases should be treated consistently regardless of how much media attention they receive or who 
the defendant happens to be. | am sorry that you do not believe this outcome to be a just one, and that it has apparently 
affected your decision to move closer to your family. | encourage you to visit our open data portal to learn more about 
the types of cases and dispositions that are occurring in Cook County every day, and how the CCSAO is addressing those 
cases.

“There’s some people who 
were never going to be satisfied unless Mr. Smollett spent many nights in prison.” 
Foxx, who recused herself from the case early on due to her knowledge of potential 
witnesses, said the deal was not made by her, but she stood by it. 

Prosecutors look at defendants’ backgrounds and criminal history when making these 
decisions, she said. They also look at data and whether they believe the defendant will 
re-offend. Smollett did not have a residence in Chicago, which also made traveling back 
and forth for hearings difficult and led to a more speedy resolution of the case. 
Forfeiting his $10,000 bond and doing community service are examples of someone 
being held responsible, she said. 

“This is not what it looks like on ‘Law and Order.’ “I think that’s where the angst and 
confusion comes from,” Foxx said. “Right now there’s a lot of emotion and I 
wholeheartedly believe in our line of work we cannot be driven by emotion. We have to 
be driven by facts.” 

Foxx, who was harshly criticized by the police union Tuesday, said she was frustrated by 
the attention the Smollett case received — especially given the other cases her office is 
dealing with.

Thank you for your inquiry. | understand your concerns, and am sorry that you are troubled by the outcome in 
this case. Every year, the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office reviews more than 30,000 felony cases, and 
charges more than 15,000 of those cases. Most of those charges involve cases where a weapon or violence 
was involved. We have a serious problem with violent crime that we are doing our best to combat, with 
relatively limited resources. To this end, for more than 10 years the Office has been exploring various 
alternatives to prosecution. These include deferred prosecution programs, which allow first-time, non-violent 
offenders to complete different sets of conditions in order to have their charges dismissed. Finding alternatives 
to prosecution for individuals who have no history of committing crimes, and who have not committed a violent 
offense, allows us to focus on the most serious offenses and offenders who are plaguing our community. 


In any case that garners a lot of media and public attention, people will have strong opinions about what the 
proper outcome is. That said, cases should be treated consistently regardless of how much media attention 
they receive or who the defendant happens to be. | am sorry that you do not believe this outcome to be a just 
one, and that it has apparently affected your decision to move closer to your family. | encourage you to visit our 
open data portal to learn more about the types of cases and dispositions that are occurring in Cook County 
every day, and how the CCSAO is addressing those cases.

We are looking for examples of cases, felony preferable, where we, in excersing our discretion, have entered 
into verbal agreements with defense attorneys to dismiss charges against an offender if certain conditions 
were met, such as the payment of restitution, completion of community service, completion of class, etc., but 
the defendant was not placed in a formal diversion program. 


Please ask your ASAs if they have examples of these types of dispositions and we will work with them further 
to figure out on what case it was done. Nobody is in trouble, we are just looking for further examples of how 
we, as prosecutors, use our discretion in a way that restores the victim, but causes minimal harm to the 
defendant in the long term. 


Carol, do you remember the name of the defendant whose conviction we agreed to vacate and dismissed 
his case after it was determined that he paid restitution to the victim (this was the guy who, after his 
conviction was vacated, he refused to plea to a lesser charge).

EMERGENCY MOTION OF NEWS ORGANIZATIONS TO INTERVENE 
FOR PURPOSES OF OBJECTING TO EXPEDITED DESTRUCTION 
OF PUBLIC RECORDS PURSUANT TO EXPUNGEMENT ORDER 





Media Intervenors Chicago Tribune Company, LLC, Cable News Network, Inc., ABC 
News and WLS Television, Inc., NBC News, a division of NBCUniversal Media, LLC, CBS 
Broadcasting Inc., on behalf of CBS News and WBBM-TV, The Associated Press, and 
Univision Communications Inc., representatives of the local and national news media, 
respectfully request leave to intervene in this action for purposes of objecting to the threatened 
expedited destruction of public records created in this criminal proceeding, which was abruptly 
and without notice dismissed this week, upon the agreement of the Defendant and State. In 
support of this Motion, Intervenors state as follows: 

1. Intervenors are informed that on Tuesday, March 26, 2019, without notice, the 
Court suddenly and unexpectedly issued an order from the bench, dismissing all charges in this 
case and sealing the entire file from the public, and that on Wednesday, March 27, 2019, that 
sealing order may have been expanded. 

de Intervenors are further informed that a hearing has been scheduled, without notice 
to the public, or may be scheduled imminently, on a petition for expungement of records or soon- 
to-be filed petition for expungement, pursuant to the Criminal Identification Act, 20 ILCS 


2630/1, et seq. (“Act”), and that contrary to the procedures set forth in that statute, there may be 
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an order sought for the immediate destruction of all public records relating to this case and its 
investigation. 

a Any contemplated destruction of records is contrary to law; doing so in secrecy, 
with no notice to the public, in the wake of the controversial dismissal of all charges in this high- 
profile prosecution, would be nothing short of extraordinary. Suffice it to say, this is not the run- 
of-the-mill expungement matter, where an acquitted defendant is unknown to the public. The 
charges against Mr. Smollett received widespread, nationwide attention -- as did the 
circumstances of their dismissal. Significant public resources were expended investigating and 
prosecuting those charges. The idea that the public records created in that investigation and 
prosecution could be summarily expunged or destroyed, in secrecy and without notice, would be 
a perversion of the Act and an affront to the public’s fundamental right to know what their 
government is up to. 

Intervenors’ Right To Intervene and Public Interest in These Proceedings. 

4, In seeking to assert the right of public access to judicial proceedings and public 
records, Intervenors act as “surrogate[] for the public,” Richmond Newsp., Inc. v. Virginia, 448 
U.S. 555, 573 (1980), and “must be given an opportunity to be heard”. Globe Newsp. Co. v. 
Super. Ct., 457 U.S. 596, 609 n.25 (1982). Under well-established Illinois law, intervention is 
the correct vehicle for the purpose of allowing news organizations, like Intervenors, with an 
interest in objecting to the sealing (or destruction) of records. People v. Zimmerman, 2018 IL 
122261, Jf 7, 20 (Ill. S. Ct. 2018); AP. v. MELE., 354 Ill. App. 3d 989, 991 (1st Dist. 2004); In 
re Marriage of Johnson, 232 Ill. App. 3d 1068, 1070-72 (4th Dist. 1992). 

2. The news media and public have an obvious and significant interest in this case, 


which has attracted national and international attention, in view of the Defendant’s notoriety and 
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the controversial nature of the underlying allegations, which triggered important public 
discussion in Chicago and nationwide concerning race, celebrity, the criminal justice system, and 
the rule of law. Mayor Emanuel immediately blasted the dismissal of the charges against 
Defendant as a “whitewash of justice” and “not on the level”; and Police Superintendent Johnson 
commented that Defendant and his counsel “chose to hide behind secrecy and broker a deal to 
circumvent the judicial system.”! 

6. “Public scrutiny over the court system promotes community respect for the rule of 
law, provides a check on the activities of judges and litigants,” A.P., 354 Ill. App. 3d at 999 (citing 
Grove Fresh Distrib. v. Everfresh Juice Co., 24 F.3d 893, 897 (7th Cir. 1994)); ordering the 
summary destruction of records in a high-profile and controversially dismissed criminal matter 
would have an undeniably corrosive effect on trust in the judicial system. Richmond 
Newspapers, 448 U.S. at 572 (“People in an open society do not demand infallibility from their 


institutions, but it is difficult for them to accept what they are prohibited from observing”).

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The Expungement Statute Does Not Provide for Immediate Destruction of Records. 


de Section 5.2 of the Act provides specific procedures for the expungement of 
records. 20 ILCS 2630/5.2(d). As set forth in the Act, the expungement petition cannot be 
granted for at least 60 days to give other governmental agencies an opportunity to object. 
Critically, if the petition is granted, the records are ordered to be impounded and not immediately 
destroyed. Specifically: 

¢ Upon the petitioner’s filing of the expungement petition with the clerk of court, the clerk 
“shall promptly serve a copy of the petition and documentation to support the petition . . . 
on the State’s Attorney or prosecutor charged with the duty of prosecuting the offense, 
the Department of State Police, the arresting agency and the chief legal officer of the unit 
of local government effecting the arrest.” Jd. § 5.2(d)(4). 

e Following service, the noticed parties may file an objection to the petition for 
expungement within 60 days of the date of service of the petition. Jd. § 5.2(d)(5). 

e Under the statute, if an objection to the petition is filed, “the court shall set a date for a 
hearing and notify the petitioner and all parties entitled to notice of the petition of the 
hearing date at least 30 days prior to the hearing.” Jd. § 5.2(d)(7). 

e Ifno objection is filed within 60 days from the date of service of the petition, the court 
shall enter an order granting or denying the petition. Id. § 5.2(d)(6)(B). 

e Further, any party entitled to notice, including the arresting agency, may file a motion to 
vacate, modify, or reconsider the order granting or denying the petition to expunge within 


60 days of the service of the order. Jd. § 5.2(d)(12). 
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e Ifthe petition for expungement is granted, the records of the circuit court clerk “shall be 
impounded[.]” Jd. § 5.2(d)(9)(A)(ii) (emphasis added). The records will not be 
destroyed. 

8. In light of these procedures, any already filed, or soon-to-be filed, request by Mr. 
Smollett or the State on his behalf for this Court to immediately expunge his records is contrary 
to the law and must be rejected. If the Court wishes to entertain Mr. Smollett’s petition for 
expungement, it must follow the notice and objection procedures outlined in detail in the Act. 
Particularly in light of the substantial public resources spent on the investigation and prosecution 
of Mr. Smollett, and the public interest in the circumstances surrounding the abrupt dismissal of 
the charges against him, his petition for expungement cannot be dealt with in an expedited 
manner in contravention of the statute. 

9. Further, Intevenors respectfully request an opportunity to be heard and to brief 
any request by Mr. Smollett to attempt to expunge the entirety of the public records in this case, 
which we submit would be an abuse of the Criminal Identification Act. The purpose of the Act 
to provide a means for those who have been arrested and not convicted, or convicted and 
successfully served their sentence, to remove their criminal records from public view; the Act’s 
remedies were meant, for example, “to provide individuals who served their sentences greater 
employment opportunities. Section 5.2(a)(1)(K) and sections 12 and 13 show sealed records are 
unavailable to employers, except when a law or regulation mandates an inquiry into one’s 
criminal records.” People v. Splittstoesser, 2013 IL App (4th) 120829-U, § 21. 

10. Any attempt by Mr. Smollett to use the expungement provisions to obliterate the 
public record is as nonsensical as it is offensive to the public interest. His arrest was the subject 


of national headlines for weeks. Expungement of the records cannot serve its intended purpose 
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here, as the public at large is already aware of the charges brought against Mr. Smollett. There is 
no hiding (or hiding from) the facts in the public domain. 

11. Further, any attempt by Mr. Smollett to preemptively have Chicago Police 
Department records and/or evidence destroyed would be improper. 

12. Finally, it should be noted that aspects of this matter are apparently still under 
investigation by the Federal Bureau of Investigation; the peremptory destruction of the records in 
this case pursuant to Mr. Smollett’s petition could impermissibly interfere with that pending 
investigation. 

WHEREFORE, Intervenors respectfully request that the Court grant their motion for 
intervention for purposes of objecting to any expungement petition filed in this case and to any 


destruction or expedited destruction of public records.

FOR PURPOSES OF OBJECTING TO EXPEDITED DESTRUCTION 
OF PUBLIC RECORDS PURSUANT TO EXPUNGEMENT ORDER 
Media Intervenors Chicago Tribune Company, LLC, Cable News Network, Inc., ABC 
News and WLS Television, Inc., NBC News, a division of NBCUniversal Media, LLC, CBS 
Broadcasting Inc., on behalf of CBS News and WBBM-TV, The Associated Press, and 
Univision Communications Inc., representatives of the local and national news media, 
respectfully request leave to intervene in this action for purposes of objecting to the threatened 
expedited destruction of public records created in this criminal proceeding, which was abruptly 
and without notice dismissed this week, upon the agreement of the Defendant and State. In 
support of this Motion, Intervenors state as follows: 
1. Intervenors are informed that on Tuesday, March 26, 2019, without notice, the 
Court suddenly and unexpectedly issued an order from the bench, dismissing all charges in this 
case and sealing the entire file from the public, and that on Wednesday, March 27, 2019, that 
sealing order may have been expanded. 
ps Intervenors are further informed that a hearing has been scheduled, without notice 
to the public, or may be scheduled imminently, on a petition for expungement of records or soon- 
to-be filed petition for expungement, pursuant to the Criminal Identification Act, 20 ILCS 


2630/1, et seg. (“Act”), and that contrary to the procedures set forth in that statute, there may be 
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an order sought for the immediate destruction of all public records relating to this case and its 
investigation. 

a Any contemplated destruction of records is contrary to law; doing so in secrecy, 
with no notice to the public, in the wake of the controversial dismissal of all charges in this high- 
profile prosecution, would be nothing short of extraordinary. Suffice it to say, this is not the run- 
of-the-mill expungement matter, where an acquitted defendant is unknown to the public. The 
charges against Mr. Smollett received widespread, nationwide attention -- as did the 
circumstances of their dismissal. Significant public resources were expended investigating and 
prosecuting those charges. The idea that the public records created in that investigation and 
prosecution could be summarily expunged or destroyed, in secrecy and without notice, would be 
a perversion of the Act and an affront to the public’s fundamental ri ght to know what their 
government is up to. 

Intervenors’ Right To Intervene and Public Interest in These Proceedings, 
ee O Anfervene and Public Interest in These Proceedings. 

4. In seeking to assert the ri ght of public access to judicial proceedings and public 
records, Intervenors act as “surrogate[] for the public,” Richmond Newsp., Inc. y. Virginia, 448 
U.S. 555, 573 ( 1980), and “must be given an Opportunity to be heard”. Globe Newsp. Co. y. 
Super. Ct., 457 U.S. 596, 609 n.25 (1 982). Under well-established Illinois law, intervention is 
the correct vehicle for the purpose of allowing news organizations, like Intervenors, with an 
interest in objecting to the sealing (or destruction) of records, People y. Zimmerman, 2018 IL 
122261, 4 7, 20 (Il. S. Ct. 2018); A.P. v. MEE, 354 Ill. App. 3d 989, 991 (1st Dist. 2004); In 
re Marriage of Johnson, 232 Ul. App. 3d 1068, 1070-72 (4th Dist. 1992). 

oe The news media and public have an obvious and significant interest in this case, 


which has attracted national and international attention, in view of the Defendant’s notoriety and 
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the controversial nature of the underlying allegations, which triggered important public

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The Expungement Statute Does Not Provide for Immediate Destruction of Records. 


ve Section 5.2 of the Act provides specific procedures for the expungement of 
records. 20 ILCS 2630/5.2(d). As set forth in the Act, the expungement petition cannot be 
granted for at least 60 days to give other governmental agencies an opportunity to object. 
Critically, if the petition is granted, the records are ordered to be impounded and not immediately 
destroyed. Specifically: 

e Upon the petitioner’s filing of the expungement petition with the clerk of court, the clerk 
“shall promptly serve a copy of the petition and documentation to support the petition. . . 
on the State’s Attorney or prosecutor charged with the duty of prosecuting the offense, 
the Department of State Police, the arresting agency and the chief legal officer of the unit 
of local government effecting the arrest.” Jd. § 5.2(d)(4). 

e¢ Following service, the noticed parties may file an objection to the petition for 
expungement within 60 days of the date of service of the petition. Jd. § 5.2(d)(5). 

e Under the statute, if an objection to the petition is filed, “the court shall set a date for a 
hearing and notify the petitioner and all parties entitled to notice of the petition of the 
hearing date at least 30 days prior to the hearing.” Jd. § 5.2(d)(7). 

e Ifno objection is filed within 60 days from the date of service of the petition, the court 
shall enter an order granting or denying the petition. Jd. § 5.2(d)(6)(B). 

e Further, any party entitled to notice, including the arresting agency, may file a motion to 
vacate, modify, or reconsider the order granting or denying the petition to expunge within 


60 days of the service of the order. /d. § 5.2(d)(12). 
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e Ifthe petition for expungement is granted, the records of the circuit court clerk “‘shall be 
impounded[.]” /d. § 5.2(d)(9)(A)(ii) (emphasis added). The records will not be 
destroyed. 

8. In light of these procedures, any already filed, or soon-to-be filed, request by Mr. 
Smollett or the State on his behalf for this Court to immediately expunge his records is contrary 
to the law and must be rejected. If the Court wishes to entertain Mr. Smollett’s petition for 
expungement, it must follow the notice and objection procedures outlined in detail in the Act. 
Particularly in light of the substantial public resources spent on the investigation and prosecution 
of Mr. Smollett, and the public interest in the circumstances surrounding the abrupt dismissal of 
the charges against him, his petition for expungement cannot be dealt with in an expedited 
manner in contravention of the statute. 

9. Further, Intevenors respectfully request an opportunity to be heard and to brief 
any request by Mr. Smollett to attempt to expunge the entirety of the public records in this case, 
which we submit would be an abuse of the Criminal Identification Act. The purpose of the Act 
to provide a means for those who have been arrested and not convicted, or convicted and 
successfully served their sentence, to remove their criminal records from public view; the Act’s 
remedies were meant, for example, “to provide individuals who served their sentences greater 
employment opportunities. Section 5.2(a)(1)(K) and sections 12 and 13 show sealed records are 
unavailable to employers, except when a law or regulation mandates an inquiry into one’s 
criminal records.” People v. Splitistoesser, 2013 IL App (4th) 120829-U, § 21. 

10. Any attempt by Mr. Smollett to use the expungement provisions to obliterate the 
public record is as nonsensical as it is offensive to the public interest. His arrest was the subject 


of national headlines for weeks. Expungement of the records cannot serve its intended purpose 
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here, as the public at large is already aware of the charges brought against Mr. Smollett. There is 
no hiding (or hiding from) the facts in the public domain. 

11. Further, any attempt by Mr. Smollett to preemptively have Chicago Police 
Department records and/or evidence destroyed would be improper. 

12. Finally, it should be noted that aspects of this matter are apparently still under 
investigation by the Federal Bureau of Investigation; the peremptory destruction of the records in 
this case pursuant to Mr. Smollett’s petition could impermissibly interfere with that pending 
investigation. 

WHEREFORE, Intervenors respectfully request that the Court grant their motion for 
intervention for purposes of objecting to any expungement petition filed in this case and to any 


destruction or expedited destruction of public records.

In each instance, the local 
prosecutors involved in the case must weigh all the facts and determine the best path forward to 
ensure justice is served. Prosecutors don’t always get it right, nor does the public necessarily get to see 
all the information available to prosecutors, particularly during an ongoing investigation. In these types 
of circumstances, it is easy for emotions to run high and finger pointing to ensue, but it is important 
not to allow investigations and charging decisions to be swayed by public sentiment and to follow best 
practices and guidelines in whatever situation may arise. 


The recent incident in Chicago involving actor Jussie Smollett is no different and has garnered national 
attention as the case has made its way through various phases of the investigation and prosecution 
process. While details of the case remain sealed, several observations must be made in order to 
increase, not diminish, the public’s confidence in the criminal justice system. 


First, when a chief prosecutor recuses him or herself, the recusal must apply to the entire office, not 
just the elected or appointed prosecutor. This is consistent with best practices for prosecutors’ offices 
around the country. 


Second, prosecutors should not take advice from politically connected friends of the accused. Each 
case should be approached with the goal of justice for victims while protecting the rights of the 
defendant. 


Third, when a prosecutor seeks to resolve a case through diversion or some other alternative to 
prosecution, it should be done so with an acknowledgement of culpability on the part of the 
defendant. A case with the consequential effects of Mr. Smollett’s should not be resolved without a 
finding of guilt or innocence. 
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Fourth, expunging Mr. Smollett’s record at this immediate stage is counter to transparency. Law 
enforcement will now not be able to acknowledge that Mr. Smollett was indicted and charged with 
these horrible crimes and the full record of what occurred will be forever hidden from public view. 


Finally, we believe strongly that hate crimes should be prosecuted vigorously but the burden of proof 
should not be artificially increased due to the misguided decisions of others. 


NDAA believes strongly in seeking alternatives to incarceration, and in fact, prosecutors around the 
country offer these alternatives to thousands of defendants every single day. However, as stated 
above, these alternatives, such as drug treatment, mental health treatment, counseling and/or 
community service come with an acknowledgement of responsibility from the defendant. These 
alternatives also offer the ability for the defendant to preserve their criminal record, again, in exchange 
for admission of responsibility. However, the case in Chicago illustrates a point that must be discussed 
in an effort to ensure fairness in our criminal justice system: the rich are treated differently, the 
politically connected receive favorable treatment, and Lady Justice sometimes peeks under her 
blindfold to see who stands before her. NDAA rejects these inequities as they are antithetical to our 
founding principles of justice: that no one is above the law.

In the last two years, the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office has referred more than 5,700 
cases for alternative prosecution. This is not a new or unusual practice. 

An alternative disposition does not mean that there were any problems or infirmities with the 
case or the evidence. We stand behind the Chicago Police Department's investigation and our 
decision to approve charges in this case. We did not exonerate Mr. Smollett. The charges were 
dropped in return for Mr. Smollett's agreement to do community service and forfeit his $10,000 
bond to the City of Chicago. Without the completion of these terms, the charges would not 
have been dropped. This outcome was met under the same criteria that would occur for and is 
available to any defendant with similar circumstances. 


Please include the applicable case information, including but not limited to the case number and party details, 
original charge(s), the alternative disposition and any applicable conditions.

I'd like to put in a request under public records laws for the list of 5,700-plus cases that the Cook County State's 
Attorney's Office has referred for alternative prosecution in the last two years. I am happy to pay any applicable 
fees for the records, but would first request an itemized estimate of the bill if it is over $25. 


For your reference, the statement I received from your office referencing those cases: 


In the last two years, the Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office has referred more than 5,700 
cases for alternative prosecution. This is not a new or unusual practice. 

An alternative disposition does not mean that there were any problems or infirmities with the 
case or the evidence. We stand behind the Chicago Police Department's investigation and our 
decision to approve charges in this case. We did not exonerate Mr. Smollett. The charges were 
dropped in return for Mr. Smollett's agreement to do community service and forfeit his $10,000 
bond to the City of Chicago. Without the completion of these terms, the charges would not 
have been dropped. This outcome was met under the same criteria that would occur for and is 
available to any defendant with similar circumstances.

$10,000 bond to the City of Chicago. Without the completion of these terms, the charges 
would not have been dropped. This outcome was met under the same criteria that would 
occur for and is available to any defendant with similar circumstances.
